REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

The  symptoms  caused  by  an  under-funded  state  budget  have  increas- 
ingly plagued  Massachusetts  communities  for  a  number  of  years. 

In  fiscal  year  1978  Chapter  70,  State  Aid  to  Education,  will  be  funded 
at  only  49%  of  the  amount  to  which  we  are  entitled.  If  we  were  to  be 
fully  funded  under  Chapter  70  our  property  tax  could  be  lowered  by 
approximately  $10.00. 

The  failure  of  the  Commonwealth  to  properly  fund  education,  which 
is  a  state  function,  has  shifted  the  financial  burden  to  the  already 
staggering  local  property  taxpayer. 

Unless  there  is  a  change  in  the  reimbursement  formula  and  the 
level  of  funding  by  the  state  administration,  we  are  not  likely  to  experi- 
ence any  relief.  In  fact,  the  symptoms  will  in  all  probability  become 
more  pronounced. 

Your  School  Committee  has  written  and/or  testified  before  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  Legislative  Joint  Committee  on  Education,  and  the 
Senate  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  in  an  effort  to  promote  appropriate 
funding  for  education,  seek  relief  from  mandated  and  under-funded  pro- 
grams, and  to  encourage  legislation  to  benefit  school  children. 

We  wish  to  publicy  thank  Mr.  August  Lopes  who  generously  donated 
buses  on  two  occasions  to  transport  town  officials  and  community  citizens 
to  the  State  House  to  lobby  for  the  restoration  of  Chapter  70  funds. 

We  are  particularly  appreciative  that  during  this  difficult  economic 
situation,  the  community  continues  to  give  its  wholehearted  support  to 
the  efforts  of  the  school  system  to  provide  a  sound  educational  program. 

After  the  May  1977  election,  the  School  Committee  welcomed  Mrs. 
Margaret  Myers  and  Mr.  Kevin  MacCaffrie  to  the  Board  and  expressed 
its  appreciation  to  Mr.  Francis  Leroux  and  Mr.  John  Morrissey,  m,  for 
the  time,  effort  and  understanding  they  so  willingly  gave  to  the  commu- 
nity during  their  tenure  on  the  School  Committee. 

The  repairs  to  the  high  school,  caused  by  the  January  1976  fire,  have 
been  completed.  Negotiating  the  insurance  settlement  and  awaiting  appro- 
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priate  weather  conditions  to  do  the  roof  repairs  were  the  reasons  for  the 
long  time  required  to  complete  the  project.  The  students,  faculty  and 
community  are  pleased  to  have  the  space  once  again  usable  for  class, 
extra-curricular  and  town  activities. 

Project  SPOKE,  the  multi-purpose  collaborative  of  Norton,  Easton, 
Mansfield  and  Foxboro,  has  received  over  $200,000.00  in  grant  money 
this  year.  Information  about  the  various  programs  of  the  collaborative 
will  be  found  in  the  following  reports.  Through  the  preparation  of  collec- 
tive purchasing,  bid  specifications  for  special  education  transportation, 
supplies,  paper  supplies  and  fuel  oil,  SPOKE  has  provided  a  considerable 
savings  to  the  several  schools  and  towns  involved. 

The  collective  bargaining  agreement  for  the  teachers,  administrators, 
clerks,  custodians  and  cafeteria  personnel  have  all  been  resolved.  The 
teachers  and  administrators  agreements  run  from  September  1977  to 
August  1979,  and  the  clerical,  custodial  and  cafeteria  agreements  run 
from  July  1976  to  June  1978.  None  of  the  agreements  were  inflationary, 
but  rather  a  reflection  of  settlements  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts. 

The  various  negotiations  were  aided  by  the  mediators,  but  more 
importantly  a  sincere  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  bargaining  repre- 
sentatives to  discuss  issues  and  problems.  We  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  bargaining  representatives  and  their  negotiating  committees 
for  their  efforts  to  resolve  the  various  contracts. 

Again,  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests 
were  administered  in  Grades  2  through  8.  This  three  year  comparison 
continues  to  be  encouraging,  especially  in  the  verbal  test  area.  There 
have  not  been  dramatic  changes  in  the  curriculum,  although  there  has 
been  greater  emphasis  on  the  "basics",  which  may  account  for  the 
higher  scores. 

Both  the  verbal  and  math  test  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests 
are  higher  than  the  national  mean.  It  is  the  results  of  these  tests  that 
forecast  the  ability  of  the  student  to  perform  in  a  college  environment. 

A  pilot  program,  Individualized  Mathematics  System,  will  be  intro- 
duced in  three  classes  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade.  Students  will  be 
randomly  selected  for  this  opportunity.  However,  a  student  may  be 
rescheduled  upon  parental  request. 
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Overall,  we  are  well  pleased  with  the  improvements  in  the  educa- 
tional program  of  Norton. 

We  appreciate  the  effort  and  cooperation  exhibited  by  the  teachers, 
supportive  staff  and  administrators. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  fine  leadership  of  Dr.  Splaine  who  not 
only  guides  a  constantly  improving  educational  program,  but  also  man- 
aged, through  his  keen  knowledge  of  school  law  and  school  financing, 
to  prove  to  state  officials  that  Norton  should  be  "grandfathered"  into 
the  old  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  formula,  which  gave  Norton 
an  additional  $800,000.00  over  the  life  of  the  new  school  construction 
bond. 

The  comments  and  suggestions  made  by  those  of  you  who  have 
attended  our  meetings  or  written  to  us,  have  been  helpful.  As  your  rep- 
resentatives in  school  matters,  we  can  act  best  when  there  is  good 
communication  between  the  School  Committee  and  the  rest  of  the 
community. 

We  welcome  your  presence  at  our  meetings  and  your  letters.  Thank 
you  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  82nd  Annual  School  Report.  It  also  is  the  eighth  report 
I  have  made  to  the  townspeople  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  am  very 
aware  and  appreciative  of  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  citizens 
of  the  community.  Without  this  support  our  work  would  be  impossible. 

Over  the  past  eight  years  I  have  witnessed  numerous  expansions, 
improvements  and  changes  in  the  school  system.  We  now  currently  have 
Grades  I,  II,  and  some  Grade  III  students  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 
The  Norton  Middle  School  houses  students  from  Grades  III  through  VIII. 
The  Norton  High  School  houses  students  from  Grades  IX  through  XII, 
and  some  Grades  VI.  Kindergarten  students  are  attending  Faith  Alliance 
Church  School  in  Attleboro.  In  September  of  1978  the  school  organization 
will  be  dramatically  changed. 

The  new  elementary  school  at  the  corner  of  North  Worcester  and 
West  Main  Streets  will  house  Grades  I  through  V,  with  a  central  kinder- 
garten. The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  will  correspondingly  house  Grades  I 
through  V.  The  middle  school  will  house  Grades  VI,  VII,  and  VIII, 
and  the  high  school  Grades  IX  through  XII. 

In  order  to  implement  the  necessary  changes  for  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  of  1978  it  will  require  much  planning,  time  and  effort, 
by  many  of  the  staff  members.  Hiring  of  new  teachers,  transferring  of 
present  staff  members,  organization  of  the  school  boundaries,  bidding 
school  supplies  and  equipment,  transportation  and  bus  contracts,  etc., 
much  work  lies  ahead.  I  feel  the  writing  of  this  report  next  year  will 
find  us  ready  for  transition  into  a  new  school  organization  which  will 
provide  satisfactory  classroom  space  for  the  students.  We  will  be  able 
to  leave  the  makeshift  classrooms,  such  as  gymnasiums,  storage  areas 
and  small  closet  spaces. 

Before  giving  the  reports  of  the  various  schools  I  would  like  to 
mention  that  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  has  been  dili- 
gently working  over  the  past  year.  At  the  writing  of  this  report  last 
year  we  were  waiting  for  the  archaeological  report  on  the  site.  You  are 
aware  that  we  did  have  some  problems  with  the  possibility  of  Indian 
artifacts  on  the  site,  which  proved  to  be  of  no  consequence.  Also,  we 
have  received  state  funding,  and  because  the  townspeople  voted  the 
school  during  the  moritorium,  and  were  willing  to  allow  the  Building 
Committee  to  plan  the  building,  the  state's  new  law  grandfathered  Norton 
under  the  old  law's  payment  schedule,  and  the  financial  benefit  to  the 
town  was  approximately  $800,000.  Since  that  time  the  school  construe 
tion  has  gone  out  to  bid  and  Cumberland  Construction  Company  of 
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South  Bellingham  is  proceeding  very  quickly  to  construct  the  new  750- 
pupil  elementary  school.  This  school  should  be  open  in  September  of 
1978. 

Meanwhile,  during  the  year  the  High  School  Building  Committee 
concluded  its  business,  and  transferred  officially  the  high  school  to  the 
School  Committee.  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  both  committees  for  their  tireless  efforts  and  sacrifices 
made  on  behalf  of  the  students  in  Norton. 

In  connection  with  the  high  school,  the  fire  damage  has  been  com- 
pletely repaired,  and  the  school  is  in  better  condition  than  it  was  prior 
to  the  lire.  Many  improvements  have  been  made  through  this  refurbish- 
ing period,  such  as  acoustical  tile  being  added  to  the  gymnasium,  and 
many  fire  preventive  mechanisms  have  been  added  throughout  the 
building. 

Norton  is  a  member  of  Project  SPOKE,  which  is  a  collaborative 
comprising  Easton,  Poxboro,  Mansfield  and  Norton.  Through  cooperative 
efforts,  many  savings  have  come  to  the  community  in  terms  of  education 
and  curriculum,  as  well  as  financial  savings  in  the  business  world. 
Project  SPOKE  has  been  responsible  for  the  writing  of  three  projects, 
Project  IMPACT,  Project  HOME  and  Project  PRISM.  The  first  two  proj- 
ects deal  with  kindergarten  students  and  their  parents,  helping  to  make 
transition  into  school  more  meaningful,  and  provide  many  services  to 
these  young  students.  Project  PRISM  is  a  project  written  primarily  for 
the  talented  students  in  Grade  VI,  and  over  the  years  will  be  expanded 
to  the  higher  grades.  The  three  projects  represent  over  $200,000  in  federal 
money. 

In  terms  of  collectively  bidding,  through  SPOKE  we  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  bidding  school  supplies,  art  supplies,  audio  visual  supplies  and 
equipment,  fuel  oil,  and  special  education  transportation.  In  addition 
to  bidding  fuel  oil  for  the  four  school  departments,  the  four  participating 
town  governments  collectively  bid  as  well,  and  were  able  to  realize 
considerable  savings.  We  are  looking  into  other  areas  to  expand  this 
collective  bidding  for  next  year. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Norton  Varsity  Club, 
which  came  into  existence  this  year,  for  providing  all  athletes,  both 
boys  and  girls,  the  opportunity  to  be  recognized.  They  have  standardized 
the  awarding  of  jackets  and  other  awards.  This  group  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated for  their  fine  work. 

Late  buses  have  been  provided  this  year  for  the  first  time  for  students 
at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  and  the  middle  school  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons, to  provide  transportation  for  students  who  remain  for  help  sessions. 
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We  have  instituted  numerous  energy  conservation  systems  in  an 
attempt  to  save  fuel  and  electricity,  and  realize  some  economy  at  a  time 
of  high  costs. 

This  year  we  have  had  two  new  members  elected  to  the  School 
Committee,  Mrs.  Margaret  Myers  and  Mr.  Kevin  MacCaffrie.  Mr. 
Francis  Leroux  and  Mr.  John  Morrissey,  III  who  had  served  on  the 
committee  for  three  years  decided  not  to  run  for  reelection. 

I  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  townspeople  that  school 
committee  members  are  required  to  attend  numerous  meetings.  Nego- 
tiations alone  require  countless  hours.  The  committee  is  involved  with 
separate  contracts  with  the  professional  staff,  administrators,  clerical 
staff,  custodians,  cafeteria  personnel,  and  supervisory  personnel,  which 
take  a  toll  in  time  alone  of  many  hours,  not  to  mention  the  many  school 
committee  meetings  and  public  hearings  which  they  attend  in  behalf  of 
the  students.  Norton  is  fortunate  in  the  calibre  of  their  school  committee 
members,  and  I  appreciate  their  support,  and  which  to  commend  them 
for  their  time  which  is  willingly  given.  I  would  like  to  publicly  acknow- 
ledge their  dedication,  and  call  this  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  to  the  townspeople  one  strong  concern  I 
have  for  public  education  in  Massachusetts.  The  trend  has  been  to  pass 
the  cost  of  education  to  the  local  community.  The  state,  in  attempting  to 
balance  its  budget,  has  in  effect,  reduced  aid  to  local  cities  and  towns. 
This  has  had  a  negative  effect  on  the  taxpayers  in  all  communities. 
I  appreciate  the  support  the  School  Committee  and  various  townspeople 
have  given  us  attending  the  hearings  at  the  State  House  in  reference  to 
Chapter  70.  I  feel  however,  that  citizens  must  be  aware  of  this  trend,  and 
I  solicit  your  support  in  whatever  way  possible  to  curb  this  direction  and 
hopefully  alleviate  the  burdens  on  the  homeowners. 

During  our  concern  with  the  space  requirements  for  our  student 
population  we  have  not  neglected  the  curriculum  development.  Released 
time  has  still  been  provided  for  the  staff  for  curriculum  development, 
and  constant  improvements  and  changes  have  been  gained  through  the 
dedication  of  the  professional  staff  members. 

Included  are  the  various  reports  from  principals,  supervisors,  coordi- 
nators and  department  heads. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  John  Solmonese,  Principal 

As  a  result  of  the  evaluation  of  the  high  school  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  March  of  1975,  this  past  school 
year  the  faculty  has  been  responding  to  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  visiting  committee. 
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The  Association  requires  progress  reports  at  two  and  five  year 
intervals  following  the  evaluation.  Continued  membership  and  accredi- 
tation is  contingent  upon  satisfactory  progress  reports. 

The  results  of  this  evaluation  has  served  as  a  positive  influence  on 
the  entire  staff  and  we  shall  continue  to  implement  every  recommenda- 
tion possible. 

Among  these  recommendations  which  have  been  carried  out  are : 

1.  The  completion  of  the  all-weather  track  and  football  field  complex. 

2.  The  addition  of  an  industrial  arts  teacher  and  a  mathematics 
teacher. 

3.  An  in-service  program  for  members  of  the  faculty  to  broaden 
the  understanding  of  Chapter  766  procedures  and  intent. 

4.  The  improving  of  the  acoustics  in  the  gymnasium. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Daniel  F.  Wheeler,  Assistant  Principal 

The  Student  Council  was  involved  in  the  following  activities  with 
reference  to  the  school  year,  September  1976  to  June  1977: 

A  homecoming  weekend,  including  a  dance,  selection  of  a  queen, 
football  game,  and  musical  show  at  half-time,  October  23,  1976. 

A  Halloween  "Dress-up  Day"  was  held  on  October  31,  1976  with 
prizes  for  a  variety  of  categories. 

The  fourth  annual  "Powder  Puff  Football  Game"  was  held  Novem- 
ber 24,1976  .  (Junior  girls  vs.  Senior  girls).  Proceeds  from  this 
event  went  to  the  Santa  Fund  in  Norton  High  School. 

Christmas  (Santa  Fund)  donations  were  sought  again  this  year.  The 
funds  collected  went  to  Santa  Fund  sponsored  by  the  Norton 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.  This  fund  is  to  aid  the  needy 
families  of  Norton.  All  records  were  broken  with  $712.00  collected 
for  this  cause. 

The  presentation  of  a  "Lancer"  banner  to  the  school  was  accom- 
plished at  the  final  basketball  rally  of  the  year.  Funds  for  the 
purchase  of  this  banner  were  collected  from  dances,  car  washes, 
and  personal  contributions. 

Representatives  from  Norton  High  School  attended  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Student  Council,  Spring  Convention  at  Westport 
High  School,  April  13.  1977. 

The  trdaitional  Senior  Breakfast  was  held  May  16,  1977. 

The  High  School  Advisory  Committee  to  the  School  Committee  was 
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involved  in  the  following  projects: 

Bi-monthly  meeting  with  the  School  Committee. 
Attendance  of  all  Student  Council  meetings. 

Surveys  of  classes,  the  cafeteria  menu,  and  student  activities  in 
general. 

Researching  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  Health  Education  Course, 
i.e.,  materials,  instructors,  etc. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT  —  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  Chairman 

The  structure  of  the  English  Department  now  includes  grades  seven 
through  twelve.  'Extensive  revision  on  the  language  curriculum  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  took  place  this  year.  This  was  to  establish  certain  criteria 
to  be  taught  at  the  different  levels.  On  the  high  school  level,  the  continu- 
ance of  a  course  in  remedial  language  and  composition  work  was  extended 
into  the  junior  year.  The  success  of  this  course  is  denoted  in  the  student's 
proficiency  in  writing  at  the  end  of  the  course.  One  additional  course  was 
added  on  the  junior  level,  and  this  course  was  a  PSAT  Review  course 
for  those  students  taking  College  Board  Tests  in  the  spring  of  their  junior 
year.  Of  tremendous  aid  to  the  department  was  the  review  of  the  testing 
program.  Studying  the  test  results,  department  members  were  able  to 
incorporate  new  materials  in  language  courses  to  eliminate  weaknesses 
found  on  the  examination.  In  addition  to  class  instruction,  field  trips 
were  also  taken  to  view  a  Shakespearean  production,  to  see  settings 
quite  like  those  in  the  novels  studied,  and  to  tract  the  Thoreau  trail  at 
Cape  Cod. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  Chairman 

The  Social  Studies  Department,  as  well  as  the  entire  structure  of 
curriculum,  took  on  a  new  look  this  past  year.  Since  curriculum  coordi- 
nators were  hired  this  past  year,  the  Social  Studies  Department  is  now 
made  up  of  grades  seven  through  twelve.  This  has  added  new  challenges 
to  department  leadership.  But  more  importantly,  it  has  given  us  an 
opportunity  to  more  closely  supervise  and  organize  curriculum  coordi- 
nation. 

During  this  past  academic  year,  the  Social  Studies  Department  has 
endeavored  to  make  Social  Studies  meaningful  to  students  by  employing 
teaching  techniques  such  as:  interdisciplinary  units,  guest  speakers, 
field  trips,  involvement  in  local  town  meetings  and  events,  participation 
in  national  competitive  contests  and  the  use  of  multi-faceted  audio-visual 
equipment  and  programs. 
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Another  area  of  concern  for  the  Social  Studies  Department  is  the 
potential  school  drop-out.  We  feel  that  a  greater  effort  should  be  made 
to  alleviate  this  problem.  For  this  reason,  the  Social  Studies  Department 
will  attempt  to  implement  next  year,  a  specially  written  curriculum  for 
certain  classes  of  United  States  History  that  contain  potential  drop-outs. 


MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Frederick  Kelley,  Chairman 

Four  selected  mathematics  students  from  the  senior  class  were 
enrolled  in  a  freshman  calculus  class  at  Wheaton  College.  These  four 
students  successfully  completed  this  full  year  college  course  receiving 
college  credits. 

Three  student  interns  from  Wheaton  College  assisted  the  Mathematics 
Department  as  aids,  tutors  and  teacher  assistants,  during  the  school  year. 

The  Mathematics  Club  consisting  of  twenty  members  from  grades 
nine  through  twelve  competed  in  two  separated  mathematics  leagues 
during  the  school  year.  Two  of  these  meets  were  held  at  Norton  High 
School  and  for  the  first  time  the  math  team  was  invited  to  compete  in 
the  league  playoffs. 

For  this  school  year  two  computer  clubs  were  active,  one  for  grades 
nine  through  twelve,  which  met  on  Mondays  from  2:15  to  3:30  p.m.  and 
the  second  computer  club  for  grades  seven  and  eight,  which  met  on 
Friday  afternoons. 


SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  John  Minichiello,  Chairman 

The  Norton  High  School  Science  Department  has  had  the  following 
changes  for  the  1975-76  year: 

1.  The  7th  and  8th  grade  curriculum  has  been  revised  with  more 
flexibility  in  the  program  allowing  for  team  teaching  of  certain 
areas,  more  time  for  independent  study  projects,  and  greater  use 
of  individualized  instruction. 

2.  The  outside  speaker  program  has  been  modified  and  increased 
especially  in  the  life  sciences  and  physical  sciences. 

3.  Student  interest  in  electing  science  courses  has  increased  result- 
ing in  one  extra  class  of  environmental  science  this  year  and 
an  additional  college  biology  class  next  year. 

4.  The  science  achievement  testing  program  given  each  May  has 
been  analyzed  resulting  in  search  for  new  tests  that  may  closely 
evaluate  the  Norton  science  curriculum.  These  new  tests  can 
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than  be  more  accurately  used  to  help  modify  the  present  cur- 
riculum in  directions  that  meet  the  changing  needs  of  our 
students. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  —Miss  Evelyn  Rapoza,  Chairman 

The  Business  Department  has  five  business  teachers  and  an  eroU- 
ment  of  approximately  400  students.  Most  of  our  students  upon  com- 
pletion of  high  school  will  be  working  in  different  areas  of  business. 
The  department's  offerings  such  as  typing,  personal  tjT)ing,  office  ma- 
chines, stenography,  machine  transcription,  and  accounting,  have  con- 
tributed a  great  deal  to  the  business  student  as  well  as  other  students 
in  the  high  school.  For  next  year  we  have  increased  our  enrollment 
in  the  shorthand  classs.  We  have  a  V2-year  course  offering  in  Office 
Machines,  Machine  Transcription,  Consumer  Economics,  and  Personal 
Typing/ Notehand,  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  business,  non-business, 
and  college-bound  students.  Our  typing  enrollment  will  also  increase 
next  year.  Business  English  will  be  required  next  year  of  all  business 
students  in  lieu  of  regular  English. 

Our  business  students  are  prepared  for  the  positions  of  clerk  typist, 
secretarial  (shorthand  and  machine  transcription),  keypunch  operators, 
and  bookkeepers.  The  department  has  provided  on-the-job  experience  in 
the  office  practice  classes.  The  students  work  system- wide  for  the 
Norton  School  System. 

The  department  held  a  workshop  on  speedwriting  this  past  year. 
The  Business  Department  and  other  faculty  members  were  Invited 
and  present  for  this  workshop.  At  the  end  of  the  workshop,  everyone 
was  taking  210  words  per  minute  in  speedwriting.  Also,  at  this  work- 
shop, the  business  department  chairman  presented  a  brief  introduction 
on  briefhand,  another  short  method  of  taking  notes  using  the  longhand. 
These  are  not  symbol  shorthand. 

The  typing  of  term  papers  was  taught  in  all  typing  class  this  year. 
A  term  paper  guide  was  prepared  by  the  department  and  duplicated  for 
all  typing  students  in  the  department.  The  typing  classes  typed  their 
science  term  papers.  These  projects  were  assigned  by  the  Science  De- 
partment. The  Retail  Merchandising  Class  operated  the  bookstore.  The 
inventory  for  the  bookstore  has  increased  considerably.

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HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mrs.  Geneva  Rounds,  Chairman 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  remained  much  the  same  in 
the  areas  of  staff  members  and  courses  offered.  However,  many  new 
activities  have  enriched  and  broadened  the  scope  of  the  program.  Sev- 
eral classes  have  taken  field  trips  to  Slater  Mill  in  Pawtucket,  the  Norton 
Public  Library,  Bay  Bank  United,  Wheaton  College  Nursery  School, 
and  Johnson  and  Wales  Culinary  Arts  School. 

The  classes  in  basic  child  care  held  a  party  for  pre-schoolers.  The 
Advanced  Child  Care  and  Development  Class  sponsored  a  nursery 
school  for  nine  Norton  children  twice  a  week  for  one  month.  Response 
from  the  mothers  was  verw  rewarding  and  we  hope  to  expand  this 
program.  Home  Economic  open  house  was  held  at  the  high  school 
during  American  Home  Economics  week.  Career  Day  in  this  depart- 
ment featured  speakers  representing  fourteen  area  businesses  and 
schools. 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Richard  Pino,  Chairman 

Three  hundred  twenty-one  students  at  Norton  High  School  partici- 
pated in  the  Industrial  Arts  Program  this  year.  In  Technical  Drawing, 
students  learned  how  to  use  the  instruments,  lettering,  and  orthographic 
projection  techniques.  In  Graphic  Arts,  many  school  and  community 
printing  jobs  were  completed.  Much  production  work  from  the  pho- 
tography darkroom  and  the  offset  press  was  accomplished.  In  Wood- 
working, one  of  our  tenth  grade  boys  in  Woodworking  I,  took  first  prize 
at  the  South  Shore  Industrial  Arts  teachers  project  fair.  In  Metalworking, 
another  set  of  bleachers  for  the  football  field  was  completed.  Besides 
giving  the  students  first-hand  experience,  the  projects  save  the  town 
hundreds  of  dollars. 


MEDIA  SERVICES  —  Mrs.  Veronica  Maher,  Librarian 

"Libraries  are  something  else!"  The  slogan  for  National  Library 
Week  aptly  describes  our  center. 

Along  with  the  addition  of  470  books,  over  200  class  visits,  over  3000 
books  circulated  and  student  use  toppling  the  13,000  mark,  the  library 
has  also  been  used  for  snakes,  plants,  independent  study  groups,  read- 
ing classes,  6th  grade  visits,  animation,  TV  productions,  students  and 
teachers  slide  productions  and  many  other  student  centered  activities. 
We  are  proud  to  state  that  as  our  student  body  grows,  we  expand  our 
services  and  adapt  to  their  needs. 
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MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  William  MacMullen,  Supervisor 

The  Music  Department  has  further  developed  its  program  by  the 
addition  of  new  opportunities  for  learning  and  experiences  in  all  grades, 
K-12.  Aside  from  the  regular  seasonal  concerts,  parades  and  football 
half-time  shows,  the  Concert  Band  and  Stage  Band  planned  and  per- 
formed in  an  exchange  program  with  the  Windham  High  School  Band, 
Windham,  Connecticut. 

Several  members  of  the  band  and  chorus  auditioned  for  the  annual 
Southeastern  Music  Festival  this  year  and  came  out  with  good  ratings. 
The  Concert  Band  -and  Marching  Band  participated  in  the  annual 
Southeastern  Competition  held  this  year  in  Walpole  at  the  Walpole 
High  School. 

The  assemblies  at  the  middle  school  and  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School 
presented  by  the  middle  school  band,  middle  school  chorus,  junior  band, 
junior  chorus,  6th  grade  chorus,  3rd  grade  chorus,  and  recorder  clubs, 
gave  each  member  and  each  group  experience  in  performance  and  the 
student  body  a  cultural  experience.  The  band  and  chorus  concluded 
their  performance  year  with  selections  at  graduation. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION/ ATHLETICS  —  Mr.  Howard  Kelley,  Supervisor 

The  1976/77  school  year  has  been  our  most  successful  year  to  date 
in  terms  of  student  participation  in  athletics.  It  has  also  witnessed  a 
dramatic  improvement  in  our  girls'  athletic  program.  Our  girls  are 
now  competing  in  seven  sports,  whereas  just  four  years  ago  there  were 
no  athletic  opportunities  for  them. 

The  Physical  Education  Program  has  complied  with  state  regulations 
regarding  co-educational  physical  education  in  Massachusetts  public 
schools.  This  has  enhanced  the  program  tremendously.  All  physical 
education  students  were  exposed  to  a  series  of  seminars  on  cardio  pul- 
monary-resusitation.  The  efforts  of  the  Norton  Rescue  Squad  in  putting 
on  this  program  were  worthy  of  comment.  The  highlight  of  the  year 
was  the  gymnastic  exhibition  by  the  Attleboro  High  School  gymnastic 
team.  Their  performance  was  witnessed  by  the  entire  student  body  and 
was  more  than  appreciated. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  John  Atwood,  Director 

The  High  School  Guidance  Department  has  been  very  active  in  pro- 
viding services  to  all  students.  During  the  past  year  the  emphasis  has 
been  on  individual  counseling  with  counselors  scheduling  two  confer- 
ences with  each  student.  In  addition,  students  may  meet  with  their 
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counselor  whenever  they  wish.  Students  are  counseled  in  the  area  of 
career  planning,  i.e.,  vocational,  college  or  armed  forces.  Occupational 
and  educational  resource  materials  are  available  to  students  and  are 
also  used  by  teachers  in  carer  development  units. 

On  February  10,  the  high  school  administration  and  guidance  de- 
partment met  with  parents  of  students  in  Grades  8,  9,  10,  and  11,  to 
present  information  relative  to  course  selections  for  1977/78.  The  pro- 
gram was  well  attended  by  parents  who  had  the  opportunity  to  meet 
with  guidance  counselors  to  discuss  their  sons'  and  daughter's  course 
selections.  Students  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  admission  repre- 
sentatives from  fifty-five  schools  of  higher  education,  giving  them  the 
opportunity  to  increase  their  knowledge  of  many  different  career  and 
college  programs.  An  Armed  Services  Day  program  was  held  to  give 
students  information  about  careers  in  the  military. 

Norton  High  School,  in  collaboration  with  Bishop  Feehan  High  School, 
Attleboro  High  School,  and  North  Attleboro  High  School,  held  a  college 
night  at  Bishop  Feehan  on  October  18th,  which  gave  juniors  and  seniors 
and  their  parents  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  representatives  from 
seventy-five  schools  of  higher  education.  On  October  28th,  a  financial 
aid  information  program  was  held  at  Bishop  Feehan  High  for  seniors 
and  parents  from  Norton,  Attleboro,  North  Attleboro  and  Bishop  Feehan 
High  Schools.  Norton  High  School  will  be  the  host  school  for  these  pro- 
grams in  October  of  1977. 

Students  are  apprised  of  guidance  activities  on  daily  bulletins  and 
bulletins  from  the  guidance  office. 

Mr.  Peter  Bartek  organized  and  directed  the  Standardized  Achieve- 
ment Testing  Program,  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  CEEB 
Testing  Program,  National  Education  Development  Test  and  the  Armed 
Services  Vocational  Aptitude  Battery.  The  test  results  are  providing 
pertinent  information  to  teachers  for  instructional  purposes  and  to  the 
school  administration  for  curriculum  evaluation. 

On  April  14,  the  guidance  department  presented  a  four-year  com- 
parative study  report  to  the  school  committee  on  the  Preliminary 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  the  CEEB  Achieve- 
ment tests.  This  information  is  valuable  to  the  teaching  staff  to  imple- 
ment curriculum  changes  to  meet  students'  individual  needs. 

The  guidance  department  sponsored  a  testing  workshop  for  the  de- 
partment chairmen,  supervisors  and  administrators,  with  a  representa- 
tive from  Psychological  Corporation  discussing  the  Standardized  Achieve- 
ment Testing  Program,  test  results  and  item  analysis.  This  was  very 
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helpful  in  analyzing  test  results  and  evaluating  curriculum.  This  was 
followed  by  meetings  with  the  teaching  staff  to  review  the  test  results, 
and  the  item  analysis. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  forty-four  graduates  in  the  Class  of 
1977.  Thirty-six  students  will  attend  a  four-year  college,  nineteen  will 
attend  a  two-year  college,  one  in  nursing  training,  nine  in  other  post 
secondary  schools,  twenty-two  will  enter  the  military,  twenty-eight  will 
enter  the  labor  force,  twenty- three  students  are  undecided.  A  total  of 
forty-nine  percent  are  pursuing  higher  education;  thirty-five  percent  of 
the  class  are  working  or  will  enter  the  armed  forces;  sixteen  percent 
are  undecided. 

In  the  area  of  special  needs,  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  activity 
this  year  .  .  .  meetings  with  teachers  to  discuss  the  new  special  needs 
referral  procedures;  two  workshops  held  in  January  dealt  with  * 'Work- 
ing with  Special  Needs  Students  in  the  Classroom."  These  workshops 
were  very  helpful  for  the  teaching  staff,  and  we  plan  to  continue  in- 
service  meetings  to  help  in  writing  educational  objectives  and  the  im- 
plementation of  education  plans  for  special  needs  students. 

The  guidance  staff,  special  needs  personnel  and  administration, 
held  several  meeting  to  establish  procedures  and  develop  goals  and  ob- 
jectives for  the  high  school  special  needs  programs.  As  a  result  of  these 
meetings,  a  new  program  was  established  in  February  in  the  area 
of  "counseling/ tutorial"  for  sudents  who  have  behavioral  and  academic 
problems.  The  program's  objcetive  is  to  assess  each  student's  needs  and 
develop  educational  plans  to  meet  their  individual  needs.  To  further 
expand  special  needs  services  a  new  special  needs  class  for  students 
with  moderate  special  needs  will  be  established  in  September  of  1977. 

The  guidance  staff,  special  needs  personnel,  administration  and 
teachers,  will  continue  to  work  together  to  asses  the  needs  of  students 
and  to  develop  programs.  We  will  continue  to  provide  services  for  each 
student  in  the  high  school. 

At  the  middle  school  the  guidance  counselors  assumed  additional 
responsibilities  this  year  as  Core  Evaluation  Chairperons.  A  large  amount 
of  time  was  devoted  in  coordinating  core  evaluations,  meetings  with 
teachers,  specialists,  administrators,  and  parents.  In  addition,  they 
administered  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  and  the  Differential  Apti- 
tude Test.  They  held  meetings  with  teachers  to  discuss  the  test  results. 
This  information  is  helpful  to  the  teachers  for  re-evaluating  curriculum. 
In  April  the  counselors  from  the  middle  school  and  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School  made  a  presentation  to  the  school  committee  on  the  Stanford 
Achievement  Test  results,  grades  two  through  eight,  for  the  school 
years  1974/75,  and  1975/76. 
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They  also  provided  individual  counseling  for  students,  consultation 
with  teachers,  and  parents;  worked  cooperatively  with  community 
agencies.  Workshops  for  teachers  dealing  with  Chapter  766  were  held 
as  part  of  the  staff  development  program.  These  workshops  were  in- 
formative and  will  help  the  teachers  in  working  with  special  needs 
students. 

There  are  six  special  needs  classes,  two  of  which  are  new  classes 
this  year.  In  each  class  students  are  provided  individualized  instruction 
to  meet  their  special  need.  Special  needs  teachers  consult  with  class- 
room teachers  and  specialists  on  a  regular  basis  to  determine  students' 
progress.  They  also  meet  with  parents  on  a  regular  basis. 

There  are  three  learning  disabilities  specialists  providing  tutoring 
for  sixty-five  studetns.  All  students  are  pre  and  post  tested,  and  quarterly 
reports  are  submitted  to  parents;  consultations  are  held  with  classroom 
teachers  on  a  regular  basis  to  assist  them  in  working  with  the  learning 
disabled  students;  goals  and  objectives  of  the  learning  disabilities  cur- 
riculum have  been  completed. 

The  speech  and  language  clinician  provided  services  for  forty-five 
students.  Twenty  students  are  scheduled  for  individual  sessions.  There 
are  twenty-five  students  receiving  services  in  small  group  sessions. 
Parent  conferences  are  scheduled  on  a  regular  basis,  consultation  with 
teachers  and  specialists  have  been  effective  in  helping  them  understand 
students  with  speech  problems. 

The  school  psychologist  has  provided  individual  counseling  for  stu- 
dents; consultation  with  classroom  teachers,  special  needs  teachers, 
guidance  counselors,  administrators  and  community  agencies;  admin- 
istered psychological  assessments  and  worked  cooperatively  with  the 
guidance  department  in  developing  workshops  for  the  teaching  staff. 

At  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  this  years  has  been  very  active  and 
productive  for  the  guidance  and  special  needs  staff.  Mrs.  Janice  Burk- 
hart,  guidance  counselor,  and  Chapter  766  chairperson,  has  coordinated 
core  evaluations  and  the  Stanford  Achievement  Testing  program;  pro- 
vided counseling  services  for  students  and  parents;  developed  a  career 
awareness  program  for  students  in  grades  K-3. 

The  learning  center  staff  has  provided  individual  tutoring  for  one 
hundred  and  ten  students;  organized  and  implemented  kindergarten 
screening;  and  administered  Slingerland  Screening  Test  to  254  second 
grade  students;  provided  consultation  to  teachers  and  parents;  worked 
cooperatively  with  physical  education  people  in  developing  perceptual 
motor  curriculum,  and  developed  long  range  goals  and  objectives  of  the 
learning  center. 
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The  substantially  separate  classes  have  seventeen  students  who  are 
receiving  individualized  instruction  from  two  special  needs  teachers. 
Each  student  is  integrated  in  respective  grade  homerooms  for  Art, 
Music,  Physical  Education  and  Library.  Goals  and  objectives  for  these 
two  classes  have  been  developed  in  cooperation  with  the  middle  school 
special  needs  teachers  to  insure  continuity  in  these  programs. 

Speech  and  language  services  have  been  provided  for  identified  stu- 
dents in  kindergarten,  grades  one,  two  and  three,  and  referred  pre- 
school children.  Program  development  and  coordination  has  been  an 
ongoing  project  to  further  develop  the  speech  and  language  program 
kindergarten  through  grade  12. 

The^  school  psychologist  provided  individual  counseling  to  students, 
consultation  to  teachers,  parents,  and  school  administration,  and  worked 
cooperatively  with  community  agencies. 

Workshops  for  the  teaching  staff  were  held  to  keep  them  better 
informed  in  working  with  special  needs  students.  In  January,  a  repre- 
sentative from  the  Gesell  Institute  of  Child  Development  spoke  to 
teachers  and  parents  on  the  most  common  causes  of  school  failure  and 
what  parents  and  teachers  can  do  to  help  prevent  it.  In  February,  Dr. 
Eric  Denhoff,  Pediatric  Neurologist  from  the  Governor  Medical  Center, 
conducted  a  workshop  for  teachers  and  specialists. 

On  May  18,  an  open  house  program  was  held  for  parents  with  special 
needs  staff  presenting  a  comprehensive  program  dealing  with  special 
needs  services  offered  at  the  school. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Principal 

The  school  year  1976/77  began  with  an  enrollment  of  1,117  students. 
Students  from  grades  3  through  8  attended  the  Norton  Middle  School. 
Seven  sections  of  grade  6  were  once  housed  at  the  high  school  because 
of  continued  overcrowding. 

Two  new  positions  were  added  to  the  middle  school;  both  special 
needs  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  766.  In  order  to  find  space 
for  the  new  programs  one  room  had  to  be  partitioned  off  into  two.  Three 
special  needs  teachers  share  this  room.  We  also  moved  our  Speech 
Therapist  into  a  renovated  custodial  storage  room.  Space  is  still  a 
severe  problem,  but  with  the  advent  of  a  new  elemtary  school  due  to 
open  in  September  1978  we  know  that  it  will  end  and  adequate  space 
will  be  available  for  all  our  programs. 

Beginning  in  March  of  this  year  our  grade  6,  7  and  8  staff  members 
spent  much  time  in  committee  work  developing  plans  for  the  middle 
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school  in  1978.  Because  of  the  overcrowding  and  lack  of  physical  space, 
many  middle  school  concepts  have  not  been  able  to  be  adopted.  With 
only  early  adolescents  in  our  building  in  1978  all  our  programs  and  or- 
ganizational structure  can  be  designed  specifically  for  these  students 
with  their  special  needs  and  characteristics.  Our  programs  will  be  a 
natural  follow-up  to  the  IGE  processes  begun  at  the  elementary  level. 

Meetings  have  also  been  held  with  the  elementary  staff  of  our  build- 
ing and  the  elementary  staff  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  in  order  to  make 
a  smooth  transition  to  the  new  elementary  school. 

The  Middle  School  Parent  Advisory  Board  continued  to  remain 
active  this  year.  One  of  its  major  contributions  to  the  school  was  its 
involvement  in  the  development  of  a  Parent  Effectiveness  Training 
Program.  Members  attended  a  program  coordinated  by  Mr.  John  Hanson 
and  Mrs.  Janice  Burkhart,  and  offered  feedback  on  its  worth  as  parents. 
This  information  will  be  useful  in  the  preparation  of  meaningful  work- 
shops for  the  parents  of  children  in  Norton. 

The  IMS  Math  Program  will  be  expanded  next  year  into  grade  6. 
Workshops  have  been  held  with  the  grade  6  staff  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Robert  Smith,  new  Math,  Science  and  Social  Studies  Coordinator 
for  grades  K-6.  This  past  year  it  was  introduced  into  Grade  5.  Mrs.  Natalie 
MacDonald  and  Mr.  Paul  Chargin  were  appointed  new  Unit  Leaders  for 
this  program,  managed  in  conjunction  with  the  IGE  principles. 

lOur  other  school  programs  ranging  from  Independent  Study  to  extra- 
curricular club  programs  have  operated  similarly  this  year  as  they  have 
in  the  past.  In  terms  of  coordination,  department  heads  resumed  re- 
sponsibility for  grades  7  and  8. 

LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  — 

Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Principal 

The  volunteer  program  was  utilized  again  this  year  with  39  parents 
working  and  assisting  teachers  throughout  the  day,  as  well  as  30  or 
more  parents  acting  as  homeroom  mothers. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  consists  of 
the  following  members:  Mrs.  Natalie  Cotton,  Mrs.  Marie  Flynn,  Mrs. 
Donna  Jordan,  Mrs.  Paddy  Morgan,  Chairperson,  Mrs.  Linda  O'Connor, 
Mrs.  Nancy  Pearce,  secretary,  Mrs.  Norma  Pike,  Mrs.  Mary  Grimes, 
Mrs.  Caroline  Goode  and  Mrs.  Judith  Gibbs. 

Fund  raising  events  included  a  Harvest  Dance  which  grossed  $110.00, 
and  a  cake  sale  in  April  which  grossed  $264.00. 
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The  annual  Fishing  Derby  was  held  at  Wheaton  College  on  Saturday, 
June  11,  1977,  for  children  in  grade  K  through  3. 

In  addition,  parents  are  in  the  process  of  preparing  materials  for  a 
Lending  Library  which  will  be  instituted  in  September,  1978.  The  pur- 
pose for  the  library  is  to  provide  educational  materials  for  parents  to 
use  at  home  with  their  children. 

In  conjunction  with  the  League  of  Women  Voters  two  presentations 
were  held  on  October  28,  1976,  and  November  4,  1976,  for  parents  on 
IGE,  IMS  and  our  Reading  Program.  Upon  conclusion  of  these  two 
presentations  the  League  of  Women  Voters  scheduled  visitation  through- 
out the  school  year  for  parents  who  were  interested  in  observing  these 
programs.  Numerous  parents  took  advantage  of  this  situation. 

On  November  29,  1976,  the  Parent  Advisory  Board  sponsored  a  Tea 
for  all  parent  volunteers  and  homeroom  mothers.  Over  100  parents  were 
present. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October  programs  on  bus 
safety  and  fire  safety  were  held  with  cooperation  from  the  Lopes  Bus 
Company  and  Lt.  Gove  from  the  Norton  Fire  Department. 

October  18,  1976,  the  Kindergarten  curriculum  presentation  was  held 
at  Faith  Alliance  by  the  kindergarten  teachers,  Mrs.  Diane  Renfrew,  Mrs. 
Nancy  Roy,  Miss  Mary  Schriever  and  Miss  Carol  Jensen. 

May  10,  1977  ,the  first  evening  kindergarten  registration  and  orienta- 
tion was  held  for  parents.  Attendance  was  excellent  and  more  students 
registered  at  this  registration  than  in  previous  years. 

May  18,  1977,  a  presentation  was  held  by  the  Special  Needs  staff  to 
inform  parents  of  the  special  needs  program.

An  Intramural  Program  for  boys  and  girls  in  grade  3  was  again 
conducted  from  September,  1976,  through  May,  1977.

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COORDINATOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCIENCE,  SOCIAL  STUDIES 

AND  MATH  —  Mr.  Robert  P.  Smith 

This  year  the  Individualized  Mathematics  System  (IMS)  was  ex- 
tended to  grade  5.  It  has  been  a  very  interesting  and  challenging  year  for 
both  teacher  and  student.  The  results  seem  to  be  reflected  in  the  con- 
tinued improvement  of  the  S.A.T.  scores  in  Math.  One  of  Ginn's  con- 
sultants, William  Wood,  visited  the  middle  school  on  December  9th,  and 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  on  December  13th.  Following  these  observations, 
Mr.  Wood  shared  his  observations  and  some  suggestions  with  the  staff. 

This  fall  the  IMS  Program  will  be  implemented  in  grade  6.  In  order 
to  provide  the  grade  6  teachers  with  some  background  information  to 
insure  a  smooth  transition  to  the  use  of  the  IMS  Program,  four  in-service 
training  sessions  were  conducted. 

1.  IMS  an  Overview  and  the  Placement  Test 

2.  The  IMS  Learning  Cycle  and  the  IMS  Cart 

3.  Other  Components  of  the  IMS  Program 

4.  IMS  Teaching  Models 

Grade  4  and  5  teachers  attended  these  worshops,  also.  Many  sixth 
grade  teachers  during  their  preparation  periods  and  scheduled  released 
times,  visited  the  middle  school  and  the  L.  G.  Nourse  to  observe  the 
IMS  Program  in  operation. 

Observations  of  all  staff  by  the  Elementary  Coordinator  during  math, 
science  and  social  studies  periods  revealed  many  interesting  projects 
and  units  being  completed.  The  science  classes  have  been  very  exciting 
and  active,  culminating  with  science  fairs  for  students  in  grades  4,  5 
and  6.  A  map  skills  program  was  piloted  in  grades  4  -  6.  Next  year  a 
more  organized  and  sequential  map  skills  program  will  be  followed.

The  middle  grades  are  using 
The  Harper-Row  Management  System.  The  7th  and  8th  grades  are 
using  Power  Reading,  a  diagnostic  prescriptive  program. 

Grades  K-6  are  well  coordinated  in  terms  of  objectives,  curriculum, 
and  materials.  Both  the  7-8  and  high  school  reading  programs  are  func- 
tioning well.

These  workshops  conducted  by  Ms.  Barbara  Russell,  Consultant,  were 
held  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  Norton  Middle  School  to  distribute  and 
explain  the  supplementary  curriculum  materials  for  language  arts. 

September,  1976  —  A  handwriting  workshop  was  held  for  K-3  at 
which  time  Mr.  Engdahl,  the  Zaner-Bloser  Consultant,  instructed  the 
teachers  in  the  use  of  the  new  handwriting  program. 

October,  1976  — ■  Ann  Spillane,  consultant  from  McGraw  Hill,  visited 
Programmed  Reading  classes  and  met  with  individual  teachers. 

January,  1977  —  The  Reading/Language  Arts  Coordinator  held  a 
workshop  for  all  elementary  teachers  to  discuss  the  use  of  the  Item 
Analysis  for  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests. 

May,  1977  Ms.  Barbara  Russell  conducted  a  curriculum  workshop 
to  discuss  the  Curriculum  Associates  Spelling  Program. 

Title  I,  ESEA  Project  REACH,  was  approved  for  the  sixth  consecu- 
tive year.  This  tutorial  reading  program  serves  students  in  grades  4-6. 
Additional  funds  were  awarded  Norton  enabling  a  program  at  the  3rd 
grade  level  and  an  additional  specialist  at  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  level.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUn.DlNG  COMMITTEE  —  JUNE,  1977 

Today,  planning  any  significant  construction  project,  one  is  con- 
fronted by  many  bewildering  and  complex  problems.  The  Norton  Ele- 
mentary School  Building  Committee  is  no  exception.  To  mention  a  few, 
there  has  been  the  problem  of  financing,  state  aid,  ecology,  conserva- 
tion, archaeological  impact,  soaring  cost  of  construction,  selection  of 
materials,  subsystems,  and  numerous  state  and  local  approvals. 

The  Building  Committee  has  met  each  problem  as  it  arose,  and  has 
successfully  solved  each.  I  am  very  pleased  with  the  amount  of  time 
and  effort  that  each  building  committee  member  has  given  to  the  com- 
mittee, and,  ultimately,  to  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

The  general  construction  bids  were  received  in  December  of  1976, 
and  Cumberland  Construction  Company  of  Bellingham,  Massachusetts, 
was  low  bidder.  The  four  lowest  bidders  were  very  close.  Naturally,  we 
are  pleased  that  Cumberland  was  approximately  $300,000  lower  than 
the  architect's  estimate. 

The  school  building  should  be  completed  at  the  cost  of  $32.00  per 
square  foot,  which  is  considered  to  be  extremely  economical.  This  figure 
includes  the  entire  cost  for  the  building  with  furnishings  and  equipment. 

A  groundbreaking  ceremony  was  held  in  April,  and  we  appreciate 
very  much  the  attendance  of  the  townspeople.  As  of  this  writing,  the 
construction  progress  is  on  schedule,  and  the  target  date  for  completion 
is  June  of  1978.

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  —  FOR  YEAR  1976 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  Committee  members  are: 
Thomas  W.  Devine  and  Gerald  J.  Noonan,  Brockton;  Robert  B.  Ewlng, 
East  Bridgewater;  Ralph  Armstead,  Easton;  Robert  A.  Girardin, 
Foxborough;  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Mansfield;  Charles  W.  McDonald,  Norton; 
James  J.  Leonard,  Sharon;  Albert  J.  Twomey,  Stoughton;  and  Eugene 
Kostecki,  West  Bridgewater.  Officers  for  1977  are:  Ralph  Armstead, 
Chairman;  Eugene  Kostecki,  Vice-Chairman;  and  Charles  W.  McDonald, 
Secretary. 

Although  the  completion  of  the  new  addition  to  oiu:  building  was 
approximately  nine  months  late,  we  have  managed  to  proceed  with 
the  implementation  of  eight  new  programs:  Distributive  Education; 
Electrical  Appliance  Repair;  Diesel  Mechanics;  Cosmetology;  Masonry; 
Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration;  Small  Engine  Repair;  and  Special- 
ized Automotive.  Enrollment  in  the  School  District  has  grown  to  1389 
students  participating  in  a  total  of  twenty-two  vocational  programs. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  our  Technical  Institute  students 
this  year,  two  additional  teachers  were  hired  for  the  Data  Processing 
Department  and  the  Electronics  Department. 

The  Licensed  Practical  Nursing  program  was  reviewed'  by  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Registration  of  Nurses  diulng  a  periodic  evalu- 
ation. Full  approval  was  granted  to  the  Southeastern  Regional  Tech- 
nical Institute  Practical  Nursing  program. 

Southeastern  continues  to  participate  with  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
School  District  and  the  Old  Colony  Regional  School  District  in  the  Col- 
laborative, serving  the  needs  of  students  with  Special  Needs.  Sharing 
the  responsibility  with  other  school  districts  provides  an  option  of  many 
services  at  reduced  cost.  Mr.  Charles  W.  McDonald  of  Norton  chairs 
the  Collaborative  Special  Needs  Committee. 
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Southeastern  provides  an  extensive  summer  school  program  for  all 
students  requiring  tutorial  help  in  academic  subjects.  It  is  planned  that 
in  the  futiure  the  program  will  be  expanded  to  include  vocationally 
related  subjects. 

The  School  Library  doubled'  in  size  during  the  past  summer,  result- 
ing in  an  extremely  attractive,  functional  facility  which  should  serve 
our  needs  adequately  for  the  next  several  years.  This  expansion  and 
redecorating  project  was  accomplished  by  employing  students  during  the 
summer  season  under  the  supervision  of  some  of  our  teachers. 

A  change  is  in  the  process  to  have  officers  for  the  School  Committee 
elected  at  a  date  later  in  the  calendar  year  than  April  1.  This  is  necessi- 
tated because  of  the  change  in  the  fiscal  year  under  which  the  commu- 
nities operate.  S^me  town  elections  have  not  taken  place  by  April  1. 
Steps  are  also  being  taken  to  adjust  the  terms  and  election  dates  of  the 
Brockton  representatives  so  that  there  will  be  continuity  on  the  School 
Committee  from  the  City  of  Brockton. 

The  Job  Placement  Program  luider  the  direction  of  our  Guidance 

Departmet  was  strengthened  with  the  addition  of  two  placement  coun- 
selors. Despite  economic  conditions,  Southeastern  continues  to  place 
a  high  percentage  of  students  in  the  field  of  work. 

The  Evening  School  Program,  enrolling  296  students,  continues  to 
offer  specialized  courses  to  interested  citizens  of  the  District  in  Auto 
Body;  Automotive  Minor  Services  and  Repair;  Basic  Electronics;  Draft- 
ing and  Blueprint  Reading;  Cooking;  Welding;  Keypimeh;  Machine 
Shop;  National  Electric  Code;  Typing;  Woodworking;  and  Introduction 
to  Cobol  Programming.  There  are  118  enrolled  in  our  Apprenticeship 
Program  which  offers  Electrical;  Masonry;  Carpentry;  Plumbing;  and 
Machine  Maintenance  Mechanics  courses.

NOTE:  Engine  3,  the  1954  500  GPM  Pumper  is  23  years  old  and  carries 
750  gallons  of  water  which  would  serve  very  well  as  a  back  up 
truck  for  forest  and  brush  fires.  We  would  like  to  replace  this 
truck  with  a  1000  GPM  or  more  pumper  in  the  next  year.  Note: 
It  takes  approximately  18-24  months  to  take  delivery  on  such 
vehicle. 

Our  1965  GMC  Pick-up  truck  should  be  replaced  with  a  4  wheel 
drive  truck  this  year.  Presently,  we  beg  and  borrow  trucks  to 
do  the  work  that  this  vehicle  would  ordinarily  do,  and  this  is  a 
very  bad  practice. 

Rescue  II  has  had  the  chassis  replaced  and  is  now  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Engines  6  and  7  have  been  replaced  with  an  attack  pumper. 
(Both  having  been  approved  of  at  a  Town  Meeting  in  1976.) 

—  1. — 

The  Fire  Department  has  had  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  fires  dur- 
ing 1976  and  1977,  especially  in  the  area  of  dwellings.  This  decrease  can 
be  attributed  to  our  fire  prevention  programs  which  are  now  showing 
good  results.  We  must  also  mention  that  we  have  been  very  fortunate 
not  to  have  lost  a  single  life  at  any  of  our  dwelling  fires,  although  there 
have  been  a  few  close  calls.  I  must  again  remind  all  Norton  Townspeople 
to  purchase  smoke  detectors  for  their  homes.  The  cost  of  said  detectors 
is  negligible  as  compared  to  the  loss  of  a  human  life.  Insurance  com- 
panies are  not  thoroughly  investigating  cases  of  arson,  thus  these  situ- 
ations are  on  the  increase. 

—  2. — 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  will  move  into  a  new  central  station 
in  the  vicinity  of  July  of  1978.  The  erection  of  this  new  station  will  be 
of  great  importance  to  the  entire  town  of  Norton.  The  new  headquarters 
will  house  engine,  rescue  and  ladder  trucks  as  well  as  all  communica- 
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tions  and  administration.  The  building  will  be  equipped  with  offices  and 
classrooms  in  order  to  better  serve  the  Town  of  Norton.  Several  of  the 
sub-stations  will  remain  as  perimeter  stations  and  will  also  be  manned 
by  fire  fighters  as  well  as  ambulance  or  rescue  personnel. 

—  3. — 

Emergency  Medical  Service 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  has  eighteen  (18)  trained  E.M.T.'s, 
both  permanent  and  call  fire  fighters.  These  men  continue  with  in  service 
training  at  local  hospitals  and  at  various  school  sites.  The  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  proud  of  these  men  for  their  training  and  expertise  have  been 
proven  many  times  during  past  emergencies  that  have  occurred. 

Fire  Suppression 

The  Fire  Department's  report  of  1976  made  reference  to  the  great 
need  for  a  central  station  along  with  the  necessity  to  acquire  a  training 
area  plus  the  necessary  tools  and  equipment  to  work  with  during  the 
training. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  receive  a  Federal  grant  to  construct  this 
central  station  and  we  are  slowly  beginning  to  show  progress  in  our 
training  site.  This  training  site  was  made  possible  by  several  of  the 
fire  fighters  working  on  same  on  their  days  off  along  with  the  Norton 
Highway  and  Water  Departments  lending  a  helping  hand.  We  give 
double  thanks  to  Mr.  George  Bauza  for  moving  the  buildings  over  the 
road  for  us. 

Fire  Alarm  Division 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  has  had  a  busy  year  with  the  replacement 

of  obsolete  wire  and  the  expansion  of  the  present  system. 

The  value  of  continual  effort  put  into  preventative  maintenance  was 
proven  during  the  freak  storm  of  this  past  spring  of  the  year.  All  or 
most  of  all  of  our  surrounding  towns'  fire  alarm  cables  were  down,  but 
all  of  ours  remained  intact.  We  also  gave  mutual  aid  to  some  of  our 
neighbors  during  the  aftermath  of  the  storm. 

The  value  of  a  fire  alarm  box  on  the  street  has  been  questioned, 
but  consider  its  worth  when  you,  or  your  neighbor,  lose  your  house 
telephone  service. 
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In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Town's  departments  for 
their  assistance  to  the  Fire  Department  during  the  year,  namely  the 
Highway,  Water,  Police,  Town  Hall  Departments  and  the  finance  com- 
mittee who  supported  our  plans.  A  special  thanks  to  the  voters  who 
attended  the  town  meetings  and  approved  our  articles.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN^S  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Norton  during  the  past  year  has  had  several  serious 
problems  with  both  Forest  and  Brush  Fires.  The  number  of  fires  of  this 
type  are  kept  to  a  minimum  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Townspeople  are 
very  conscious  of  the  serious  consequences  of  a  Forest  Fire.  We  are 
very  fortunate  to  have  excelleait  Fire  Tower  coverage  from  North  Attle^ 
boro,  Sharon  and  Rehoboth.  They  have  given  us  early  detection  of 
woods  fires  and  this  enables  us  to  attack  quickly  and  extinguish  without 
its  spreading. 

We  are  in  need  of  four  (4)  wheel  drive  vehicles  to  better  enable  us  to 
penetrate  the  woodlands  of  Norton.  This  year  we  may  ask  for  a;  four  (4) 
wheel  drive  truck  with  portable  equipment  for  forest  fire  work. 

We  also  hope  that  The  State  will  allow  us  two  (2)  months  of  burn- 
ing this  year  rather  than  just  the  one  (1)  month.  This  would  allow 
more  land  owners  the  necessary  time  to  clear  their  land  of  excess 
brush,  tree  limbs,  etc. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  again  mention  to  landowners,  please  keep 
any  water  holes  and  fire  trails  open  and  cleared  so  if  a  fire  problem 
occurs  we  can  gain  access  to  them.

Veteran's  benefits  are  allotted  to  those  veterans  and  their  dependents 

who  are  found  to  be  in  need  through  no  fault  of  their  own.  The  high  case 
load  of  this  past  year  can  be  attributed  to  the  poor  economic  climate 
that  stili  exists  in  this  area. 

Each  applicant  is  thoroughly  investigated  by  your  Agent,  and  approva 

for  payment  is  given  by  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans 
Services,  Boston,  Mass. 

It  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  the  monies  expended  for  the  care  and 
welfare  of  the  veteran  and  his  dependents  is  reimbursable  to  the  town 
by  the  Commonwealth  at  50%. 

Service  work  consists  of  filing  for  pensions  for  widows  and  orphans 
in  case  of  the  death  of  the  veteran,  filing  for  non-service  connected 
pensions  in  the  event  that  the  veteran  becomes  so  disabled  that  he  can 
no  longer  work.  Other  areas  covered  are  filing  for  burial  allowance, 
grave  markers,  assistance  in  getting  the  veteran  into  a  VA  hospital 
should  the  occasion  arise,  filling  out  annual  pension  questionnaire  cards, 
writing  for  copies  of  stolen  or  lost  discharges.  The  agent  has  done  much 
work  along  these  lines  in  the  year  past. 

Other  aspects  of  service  work  consist  of  assisting  in  filling  out  forms 
for  educational  benefits,  follow  up  visits  on  nursing  home  patients, 
referrals  to  various  agencies  for  assistance  and  advising  the  veteran 
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and  his  dependents  for  benefits  due  them  under  State  and  Federal 
Veterans'  Administratioii  programs. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  would  like  to  thank  aU  of  the  Town  Depart- 
ments who,  when  called  upon,  so  ably  assisted  me  during  the  past  year. 
Also,  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who 
spoiisored  the  Article  for  my  Tenure,  and  to  the  people  of  the  Town 
of  Norton,  who  gave  me  such  a  wonderful  vote  of  confidence  when 
the  Article  was  voted  upon.

Report  of  the  Highway  Department  from  July  1,  1976,  to  June  30, 
1977: 

We  had  the  worst  winter  for  snow  since  1969  and  we  fmd  the  cost 
a  lot  higher  now.  We  also  had  a  cold  winter  and  had  a  lot  of  frost  heave 
damage  to  town  roads.  We  put  out  more  sand  this  year  than  we  ever 
have.  3,000  tons  of  Type  I  Mix  was  put  on  Pine  Street,  South  Washing- 
ton Street,  Smith  Street  and  South  Worcester  Street. 

We  also  oiled  many  streets  in  the  last  year. 

We  still  have  plenty  of  drainage  problems  in  the  town  with  more 
coming  all  the  time  as  building  continues. 

Signs  are  always  a  problem  in  town  and  always  will  be. 

We  finally  got  a  new  truck  a  year  and  some  months  after  it  was 
ordered  and  about  $1,000.00  more  money. 

The  Richardson  Avenue  Bridge  is  going  to  need  repair  in  the  near 
future  and  really  should  be  replaced  with  a  permanent  bridge.

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CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 


The  Cemetery  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment, Water  Department,  Tree  Warden,  Finance  Committee,  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  all  their  assistance  in  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  our  department  has  compiled  a  set  of  rules  and 

regulations  for  all  town  owned  cemeteries.  We  hope  to  have  them  avail- 
able in  the  near  future. 

The  Perpetual  Care  Fund  totals  over  eighty-two  thousand  dollars 
($82,000)  of  which  only  the  interest  may  be  used  according  to  state  law. 
Perpetual  Care  is  still  required  on  all  new  lots  along  with  a  set  of  bound 
stones.  Amounts  for  Perpetual  Care  is  as  follows:  Single  grave  $50.00; 
Two  grave  lot  $100.00;  Four  grave  lot  $150.00.  Bound'  stones  are  pur- 
chased by  lot  owners  and  installed  free  by  the  Cemetery  Department. 
Other  charges  are:  Opening  of  a  grave  $75.00;  Installation  of  cement 
for  base  of  tombstones,  $15.00  per  surface  foot.  Lots  in  the  town  owned 
cemeteries  are  for  Norton  residents  only. 

We  hope  to  continue  to  update  our  department  by  paving  roads  in 
the  main  cemeteries,  widening  of  the  entrance  ways  of  cemeteries  and 
obtaining  town  owned  land  to  open  a  new  cemetery.  In  the  future, 
we  wish  to  purchase  a  pickup  truck  which  is  desperately  needed.  With 
the  continued  help  of  aU  concerned  we  feel  we  wiU  be  able  to  succeed 
with  our  plans  and  continue  to  serve  you  proudly.

The  Coimcil  on  Aging  is  a  Town  body  consisting  of  nine  non-paid 
members.  The  Coomcil  concerns  itself  in  assisting  the  Senior  citizens  oi 
the  Town  of  any  new  programs  or  other  type  assistance  to  which  they 
may  be  entitled. 

The  Council  holds  monthly  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every 
month  at  the  Norton  Trinitarian  Church. 

The  Council  has  supervision  over  the  mini-bus  which  was  purchased 
in  1975.  The  bus  is  free  to  all  Senior  Citizens  for  any  worth  while  pur- 
pose. Arrangements  for  use  of  the  bus  have  to  be  made  24  hours  in 
advance,  and  can  be  made  at  the  Drop  In  Center  which  is  located  in 
the  vestry  of  the  Unitarian  Church. 

The  Drop  In  Center  has  proven  to  be  an  ideal  place  for  seniors  to 
enjoy  the  programs  which  have  been  established  under  the  direction  of 
the  very  capable  Mrs.  Dirks. 

The  Center  is  open  from  10:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  on  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays  and  Fridays  and  each  dav  there  are  different  programs 
offered,  such  as  whist,  beano,  classes  in  Arts  and  crafts,  and  macrame 
are  also  offered.  Birthdays  parties  are  held  on  a  monthly  basis  for  all 
seniors  having  a  birthday  in  that  particular  month.  Blood  pressure 
clinics  are  also  held  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Hot  lunches  are  also  served  daily  at  the  Norton  Hi  eh  School  Cafe- 
teria except  during  the  summer  months  and  school  holidays.  The  cost 
is  low  for  a  very  well  balanced  meal. 

The  merchants  in  Norton  have  been  most  cooperative  in  granting 
discounts  to  our  Seniors.  I.D.  cards  for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained 
at  the  Drop  In  Center  on  the  days  that  it  is  open. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Council  that  1977  will  be  a  productive  year  for 
us,  and  a  good  one  for  our  Senior  Citizens.

July  1,  1976  .  July  1, 1977 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  has  conducted  24  regularly  scheduled 
meetings,  4  public  hearings  and  9  special  or  workshop  meetings  during 
this  period.  The  Town  Planner  has  represented  the  Board  at  numerous 
meetings  of  other  Town  Boards,  and  with  State  and  Federal  officials, 
as  have  members  of  the  Board. 

The  function  of  the  Norton  Planning  Board  is  for  the  overall  co- 
ordination of  Planning  activities  within  the  community.  The  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  review  and  approval  of  subdivisions,  as  well  as  the 
coordination  and  inspection  of  all  required  improvements  within  these 
developments.  The  Planning  Board  also  reviews  plans  where  "Approval 
Under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required."  The  Planning  Board 
signed  29  of  these  plans  which  included  65  lots  for  residential  use. 

The  Planning  Board  discussed  various  aspects  of  subdivision  de- 
velopment with  13  developers.  All  but  one  of  these  was  a  reactivation  of 
previously  approved  plans,  a  total  of  232  lots.  Four  of  the  developers 
proposed  166  apartment  units. 

Projects  for  this  period  included  planning  for  open-space  recreation, 
water  policy,  sewerage  studies,  solid  waste  disposal,  natural  resources 
inventory.  Capital  Improvements  Programming,  industrial  development, 
1-495,  bikepaths,  subdivision  regulations  and  zoning. 

OPEN  SPACE  RECREATION 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  initiated  joint  meetings  with  the  Con- 
servation Commission  and  Recreation  Commission  to  begin  to  plan  for 
long-range  open  space  recreation  needs  and  to  develop  a  five  year  action 
plan  required  by  the  state  and  federal  governments.  The  three  boards 
have  met  together  several  times  to  discuss  potential  problems  and  to 
outline  a  strategy  for  development  of  the  plan.  A  subcommittee  was 
formed  to  direct  initial  development.  The  League  of  Women  Voters  pre- 
pared an  inventory  of  Town  owned  property  with  potential  for  recre- 
ational use. 

Neal  Higgins,  Planning  Board  Intern  from  Wheaton  College,  pre- 
pared a  series  of  Natural  Resources  Maps  to  be  used  as  a  data  base. 

A  citizen  questionaire  was  developed  to  be  distributed  shortly.  The 
three  boards  also  acted  together  to  prepare  a  concept  plan  for  recreation 
al  use  behind  the  new  Town  Hall  complex. 
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Together  the  Boards  have  reviewed  ideas  for  both  the  development 
of  the  Rose  Farm  property  and  the  Texas  Instruments  Site  as  recreation- 
al areas. 

We  are  hopeful  that  through  joint  cooperation  of  the  three  boards, 
a  comprehensive  plan  will  be  developed  this  coming  Fall  or  Winter. 

WATER  POLICY 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  met  with  the  Norton  Water  Commission- 
ers to  discuss  the  need  for  a  long  range  water  improvements  plan  and 
policy.  The  Planning  Department  has  been  instrumental  in  obtaining 
two  grants  from  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
totaling  $79,000.00  for  water  improvements  in  the  Norton  Grove.  Because 
of  a  change  in  policy  by  HUD,  a  third  grant  for  $131,186.00  was  unsuccess- 
ful. Grant  applications  will  also  be  prepared  for  the  construction  of  a 
badly  needed  water  tank. 

SEWERAGE  STUDIES 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  has  been  constantly  monitoring  the 
progress  of  the  proposed  Mansfield  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant.  The 
Planning  Department  maintains  a  copy  of  all  maps  and  plans,  as  well 
as  the  environmental  impact  study.  The  Planning  Board  has  attended 
numerous  public  hearings  on  the  proposed  plant,  and  has  sponsored 
public  meetings  in  Norton.  The  Planning  Department  has  worked  closely 
with  Metcalf  and  Eddy  on  the  201  Facilities  Plan  for  sewer  needs  in 
Norton  Complete  information  on  septic  tanks  and  water  saving  devices 
is  available  from  the  Planning  Department.  The  Planning  Department 
has  also  encouraged  an  effort  in  the  Norton  schools  on  ecology  and  water 
pollution,  and  has  spoken  to  both  students  and  teachers  about  Norton's 
problems. 

SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL 

Last  September  the  Norton  Planning  Board  held  public  hearings  on 
a  proposed  landfill,  and  has  encouraged  and  aided  in  the  efforts  of  the 
SWSC  during  the  past  year.  The  Planning  Board  had  Jack  Vance,  their 
consultant  engineer  review  the  problem  as  well.  We  are  hopeful  that 
we  can  begin  to  alleviate  our  solid  waste  problems  in  the  coming  year. 

NATURAL  RESOURCES  INVENTORY 

The  inventory  taken  for  the  Norton  Planning  Board  for  Recreation 
Purposes  will  aid  in  many  of  our  other  planning  problems.  Maps  de- 
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veioped  thus  far  include:  Soils  Limitations  for  Septic  Tank  Sewerage 
Disposal,  Relationship  of  Soil  to  Surface  Runoff,  General  Soil  Areas, 
Relationship  of  Soil  to  Seasonal  High  Water  Table,  Soil  Limitations  for 
Commercial  and  Industrial  Sites  with  On-site  Sewerage  Disposal,  Slope, 
and  General  Topography. 


CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS  PROGRAMMING 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  contracted  with  Charles  E.  Downe,  Com- 
munity and  Regional  Planning  Consultant,  to  perform  a  financial  analysis 
of  Norton  for  purposes  of  Capital  Improvements  Programming.  The 
Planning  Department  also  developed  a  background  report  and  summary 
report  on  the  establishment  of  a  Capital  Improvements  Program  Com- 
mittee to  plan  ahead  for  major,  nonrecurring  Capital  Expenditures.  Im- 
plementation of  a  Capital  Improvements  Program  will  help  keep  the 
tax  rate  down  because  needs  will  be  known  in  advance  and  crisis  spend- 
ing will  be  in  most  cases  avoided. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  very  much  in  favor  of  this  type  of  a 
program.  Technical  problems  are  now  being  resolved,  and  copies  of  the 
report  will  be  available  in  the  near  future.  The  Norton  Planning  Board 
is  hopeful  to  have  a  Committee  established  at  the  next  annual  Town 
Meeting. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  worked  very  hard  with  the  IDC  and 
other  Town  Groups  to  plan  for  the  acquisition  and  development  of  a 
Norton  Industrial  Park  at  the  site  of  the  Paul  Dever  State  School  in 
Norton.  A  plan  was  developed  which  would  allow  a  100  foot  buffer  strip 
between  the  park  and  all  abuttors.  The  Planning  Board  attended  numer- 
ous legislative  hearings  in  Boston  on  the  bill  allowing  acquisition  of  the 
land  by  the  Town  and  is  confident  that  the  bill  will  be  passed  this  year. 


1-495 

Numerous  problems  have  occurred  during  the  past  year  with  the 
advancement  of  plans  for  construction  of  1-495  in  Norton.  The  Norton 
Planning  Board  is  very  strongly  opposed  to  the  construction  of  a  full 
diamond  interchange  on  Bay  Road,  and  has  proposed  and  supported 
the  construction  of  a  Trumpet  interchange  to  be  located  west  of  Bay 
Road.  Many  hours  have  been  spent  on  this  very  frustrating  effort  and 
the  Planning  Board  is  hopeful  that  Norton's  efforts  will  not  be  in  vain. 
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BIKEPATHS 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  adopted  a  long  range  Master  Plan  for 
bicycle  paths  in  Norton,  As  part  of  its  policy,  the  Planning  Board  adopted 
the  following  guidelines:  1)  Bicycle  paths  should  be  installed  at  the  same 
time  as  sidewalks,  2)  Bicycle  paths  should  be  installed  where  child- 
automobile  accidents  are  most  frequent,  3)  Tree  removal  is  to  be  avoided 
if  at  all  possible,  4)  Land  takings  from  residents  should  be  avoided. 

A  grant  to  construct  a  bicycle  path  on  West  Main  Street  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  is  hopeful  that  problems  can 
be  resolved  in  time  for  construction  to  be  completed  by  fall.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  members  personally  contacted  the  abuttors  along  the  pro- 
posed path  to  see  what  if  any  objections  were.  The  Planning  Board  has 
discussed  the  possibility  of  extending  the  path  along  East  Main  Street, 
Pine  Street  and  Plain  Street  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  should  funding 
become  available.  Also  discussed  was  the  possibility  of  installing  a  bike 
path  along  the  interceptor  pipe  for  the  proposed  Mansfield  Treatment 
Plant. 

SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS 

On  December  6,  1976,  the  Planning  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on 
their  proposed  new  rules  and  regulations  regarding  subdivisions.  The 
Board  worked  for  several  months  following  the  hearing  to  incorporate 
citizen  ideas  into  their  regulations.  The  regulations  went  into  effect  on 
May  5,  1977.  The  Board  feels  that  the  new  regulations  will  serve  in  the 
best  interest  of  Town  Residents.  Copies  are  available  at  the  Planning 
Department. 

ZONING 

In  order  to  bring  the  Norton  Zoning  Bylaw  into  conformance  with 
the  recently  passed  State  Law,  the  Norton  Planniing  Board  has  been 
holding  a  monthly  zoning  workshop.  The  new  state  law  requires  that 
Towns  comply  by  next  spring.  We  are  hopeful  to  present  the  Town  with 
a  revised  zoning  bylaw  which  will  not  only  meet  the  State's  require- 
ments, but  will  also  serve  in  the  best  interests  of  Town  Residents. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  instrumenttal  in  making  applications 
to  the  State  and  Federal  Government  for  funding  in  numerous  areas. 

Three  applications  have  been  written  for  water  improvements,  and 
at  least  two  more  are  anticipated  in  the  near  future.  Assistance  was  also 
given  for  the  grant  for  our  new  Town  Hall  complex  which  is  presently 
under  construction,  and  to  the  Recreation  and  Conservation  Commis- 
sions for  acquisition  and  development  of  the  Texas  Instruments  property. 
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An  application  was  also  drafted  for  a  Youth  Counseling  Agency.  The 
Planning  Board  also  recommended  the  Self-Help  Energy  and  Winteriza- 
tion  Program  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  which  is  presently  available  to 
Town  residents. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Norton  Planning 
Board.  Last  July  we  hired  a  new  Planning  Board  Secretary,  Maria  Ar- 
caro.  Daniel  Martin,  Town  Planner,  resigned  about  that  time.  We  hired 
Cheryl  Cooper  to  replace  Mr.  Martin  late  in  August. 

Clarence  P.  Rich,  Jr.,  who  served  us  admirably  as  Chairman  for 
five  years,  resigned  his  Chairmanship  last  January  because  of  business 
pressures.  The  Board  reorganized  in  February,  and  John  N.  Schneider, 
Jr.,  became  Chairman,  with  George  J.  Reilly  elected  as  Clerk.  Edward 
Silvia  was  elected  to  the  Board  and  George  Reilly  reelected  in  April.  In 
May,  we  reorganized,  and  John  Schneider,  Jr.,  was  again  elected  Chair- 
man, and  George  Reilly,  Clerk. 

Alec  Rich  retired  in  May  after  twelve  years  of  service  to  the  Board. 

Because  the  Norton  Planning  Board  has  found  itself  increasingly 
busy,  the  Board  has  adopted  a  set  of  bylaws  which  govern  its  meetings. 
Residents  wishing  to  discuss  problems  with  the  Board  should  contact  the 
Planning  Office  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  Bylaws,  and  to  be  placed  on  the 
Board's  agenda.

The  Norton  Sewer  Commission  has  met  regularly  on  the  first  and 
third  Thursdays  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.M. 

Last  year  the  Commission  advised  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the 
avaUabUity  of  government  funds  for  the  development  of  an  engineering 
report  which  would  consider  the  alternates  to  the  Regional  Sewer  System 
proposed  by  the  State.  The  Selectmen  applied  for  and  reeeived  funds  for 
such  an  Engineering  report,  and,  subsequently,  authorized  Metcalf  and 
Eddy,  Consulting  Engineers,  to  write  the  report. 

The  Sewer  Commission  has  concentrated  most  of  its  time  meeting 
with  Mr.  Richard  Reed  and  then  Mr.  Eugene  Davis  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy 
during  the  development  of  the  report  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
Town  at  a  public  hearing  sometime  in  September  1977.  The  Sewer 
Commission  has  also  authorized  partial  payments  to  Metcalf  and  Eddy 
for  work  on  the  Norton  Sewer  Report  as  it  progressed. 

Members  of  the  Norton  Sewer  Commission  have  attended  severs^ 
meetings  during  the  year.  Members  attended  an  open  meeting  at  Whea- 
ton  College  where  State  Representatives  heard  views  on  whether  or 
not  to  release  the  Dever  School  property  for  a  regional  STP.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Sewer  Commission  also  conducted  a  preliminary  public 
hearing  at  the  Middle  School  in'  connection  with  the  Norton  Sewer 
Report.  Members  of  the  Norton  Sewer  Commission  have  met  with 
members  of  the  Taunton  Sewer  Commission  and  obtained  information' 
and  insight  into  what  constitutes  a  Regional  Sewer  System.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

This  is  the  ending  of  the  most  successful  year  of  the  Norton  Recre- 
ation Commission  under  the  direction  of  our  full  time  director  Tim 
McEndy. 

During  the  summer  recreation  program  the  T.  I.  pool  was  rented 
for  swimming  lessons  while  the  main  program  was  centered  at  the 
Middle  School.  Through  the  summer  the  children  took  many  trips, 
worked  at  arts,  and  crafts  and  just  plain  had  fun.  The  highlight  of  the 
program  was  the  overnight  campout  at  Camp  Edith  Reid. 

Many  new  programs  were  developed  by  the  commission  this  year. 
Tim  McEndy  began  a  too  Young  Baseball  League  for  general  instruc- 
tion for  ages  6-8.  Tim  was  overjoyed  when  180  children  arrived  to 
participate. 

Girls'  Gymnastics  was  very  popular  with  about  60  girls  receiving 
instruction  in  floor  exercises  from  Maureen  Cochran. 

Women's  softball  proved  to  be  a  good  summer  pastime  for  adult 
women.  There  were  5  teams  of  which  one  was  a  team  of  7th  and  8th 
grade  girls. 

Tennis  continued  to  be  popular  with  the  evening  classes  for  adults 
and  teenagers  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  day  classes. 

Saturday  mornings  saw  many  boys  ages  9-12  playing  floor  hockey 
in  the  Middle  School  gym. 

Many  participants  engaged  in  volleyball,  free  gym,  modern  dance, 
high  school  gymnastics  and  wrestling.  All  were  offered. 

We  continued  with  another  year  of  programs  that  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  the  past,  such  as  men's  basketball,  women's  exercise,  men's 
softball,  and  children's  tennis  lessons. 

Along  with  the  above  recreation  programs,  we  also  planned  a 
Halloween  Party  at  which  more  than  700  children  arrived.  Due  to  the 
hair  raising  experience  a  mass  resignation  was  expected  but  never 
developed. 

With  mostly  courage  we  went  on  to  plan  a  Christmas  party  for  400 
children.  About  100  showed  up  to  greet  our  professional  Santa  Claus, 
Robert  Martin  of  Taunton,  who  donated  his  jolly  self  for  the  occasion. 
We  had  a  group  sing-a-long  led  by  Mr.  McMullen  and  saw  Christmas 
movies  and  feasted  on  elf -made  goodies. 

Much  time  this  past  year  went  into  investigating  the  T.  L  property 
and  applying  for  B.O.R.  funding.  This  was  a  joint  effort  with  the 
Conservation  Commission.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  vote  of  support 
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given  us  by  the  townspeople  at  the  town  meeting  for  acquiring  the  T.  I. 
property.  We  are  now  looking  forward  to  the  actual  acquisition  of  the 
multi-purpose  recreation  area. 

The  Recreation  Commission  will  not  rest  on  its  laurels.  We  will 
continue  to  develop  and  expand  programs  which  provide  active  and 
passive  recreation  for  all  residents.  We  welcome  input  from  residents 
concerning  any  of  our  programs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Fiscal  1976-77  was  relatively  quiet  compared  to  the  last  several  years. 
The  police  department  had  a  full  complement  of  personnel,  giving  the 
town  the  necessary  coverage  that  is  required  to  reduce  the  crime  rate. 
The  crime  rate  last  year  decreased  13  percent  in  Norton.  Housebreaks 
alone  dropped  over  44  percent  from  the  previous  year.  However,  the  total 
complaints  answered  by  the  department  increased  30  percent.  Motor 
vehicle  accidents  increased  23  percent,  although  the  number  of  traffic 
citations  issued  was  more  than  doubled  over  the  previous  year.  But  for- 
tunately there  were  no  traffic  fatalities  in  1976. 

The  police  department  now  has  a  complement  of  22  full-time  mem- 
bers. The  position  of  lieutenant  was  created  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  a 
growing  police  department.  The  lieutenant  is  second  in  command  of 
the  department. 

There  are  also  25  active  special  police,  who  make  up  sixteen  per- 
cent of  the  regular  police  force  work  load.  The  special  police  are  now 
appointed  to  a  three  year  term.  The  department  also  has  2  crossing 
guards,  and  a  part-time  custodian.  The  department  operates  with  six 
police  cruisers. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the 
police  department  for  their  fine  cooperation  extended  to  me  the  past 
year.  Also,  to  the  other  town  departments,  and  particularly  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  their  continued  cooperation  with  the  police  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS,  1976  -  77 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  at  their  meeting  of  June  14,  1977, 
elected  Alfred  Gariepy  as  chairman  and  Paul  Curelop,  clerk  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

We  were  fortunated  in  receiving  a  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  of  $54,000  in  1976.  With  this  money  we  were  able  to  replace  many 
of  the  small  lines  of  the  Norton  Grove  area  with  6"  ductile  iron  mains. 
The  following  streets  had  the  new  mains  and  services  replaced: 

Acre  Road,  Birch  Lane,  Boxberry  Road,  Buttonwood  Road,  Fern 
Lane,  Indian  Road,  Harbor  Road,  Laurel  Road,  Ridge  Road, 

Rumford  Road  and  Tamarack  Road. 

Our  consultant  engineer  is  doing  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  water 
needs  of  the  present  and  future  of  the  Town. 

We  have  been  forced  to  continue  the  ban  on  automatic  sprinklers 
because  of  the  problem  of  inadequate  storage. 

During  the  year  we  pumped  365,739,190  gallons. 

Water  Department  records  indicate  there  is  a  total  of  2,784  fixed  rate 
services  and  181  metered  services  which  make  a  total  number  of  services 
of  2,965.  This  is  100  more  than  last  year.

Two  buildings  were  moved. 

A  big  double  oak  pruned  and  cabled. 

About  25  stumps  were  chipped  out. 

Seven  squirrels  were  removed  from  West  Main  Street  to  the  Town 
Forest. 

Three  emergency  trees. 

Orioles  built  a  Bicentennial  nest  from  Red,  White  and  Blue  yarn  on 
Barrows  Street. 
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Mockingbirds  stayed  over  winter  and  survived. 

Two  Massachusetts  Tree  Warden  meetings  and  six  County  meetings 
attended. 

The  woodsy  section  of  Reservoir  Street  ,off  Mansfield  Avenue,  was 
lifted  and  cut  back.  Also  the  northerly  side  of  East  Main  Street. 

Thanks  again  to  the  Electric  Co.,  and  to  all  Town  Departments,  es- 
pecially the  Highway. 

I  got  most  signs  off  Town  trees  for  a  while. 

This  old  broom  is  losing  its  hair  (memory,  pep,  etc.).  Time  for  a 
new  broom. 

And  you  will  notice  from  this  report  that  I'm  getting  longer  on  ad- 
vice than  on  work. 

Anyway,  I  couldn't  take  another  year  of  weather  like  this  last  one.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  REPORT 
July  1,  1976  -  June  30,  1977 

Seven  elms  amputated. 

Fifteen  diseased  trees  removed  to  the  Newland  Street  brush  dump 
where  I  burned  elm  brush  and  wood  four  times,  January  1st  and  28th, 
March  2nd,  and  the  fourth  fire  was  a  doozy  on  June  29,  1977. 

There  was  diseased  elm  mixed  in  the  awful  mess  of  stuff  that  came 
in  after  the  May  snow  storm,  and  I  lit  the  whole  shebang  to  get  all  the 
elm  burned.  The  Highway  Superintendent  sent  two  men  and  the  loader 
to  help  me,  and  by  the  middle  of  the  afternoon  we  had  smoke  all  over 
East  Norton. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  Air  Pollution  people  were 
vastly  perturbed  and  shook  a  big  stick  at  us. 

At  this  point  in  time  I  found  that  the  law  seems  to  say  that  Diseased 
Elm  Wood  has  to  be  burned  at  the  spot  it  grew! 
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DO  YOU  WANT  AN  ELM  WOOD  FIRE  ON  YOUR  FRONT  LAWN?? 

I  attended  the  annual  D.E.D.  Conference  in  Waltham,  and  a  demon- 
stration of  **Lignasan"  in  Brookline.  The  use  of  lignasan  looks  like  a 
yearly  expense  and  a  rather  complicated  procedure. 

In  1955  I  started  with  30  diseased  trees  and  $3,000.00  and  a  new  chain 
saw  and  no  place  to  put  the  wood. 

The  State  I.P.C.  Crew  has  just  finished  tagging  D.E.D.  trees  in  Town 
and  have  sent  29  samples  to  Amherst.  (The  job  I  did  for  years.)  <I  be- 
lieve the  increase  in  disease  over  the  last  few  years  is  due  to  the  May 
snowstorm  with  its  heavy  breakage  of  small  branch  ends.) 

So  we  come  almost  full  cycle. 

I  am  leaving  29  bad  Elms  for  the  next  Pest  Superintendent,  $3,892.00 
to  work  with,  and  no  place  to  T'row  de  Wood. 

He  will  have  a  decent  truck  and  chipper  and  three  heavy  chain  saws. 
(Last  week  somebody  stole  the  two  small  chain  saws!!) 

The  new  Superintendent  Person  does  have  a  ray  of  sunshine. 

In  20  years  I  lost  about  1,000  of  your  best  eims,  and  I  don't  think 
we  have  1,000  elms  left. 

We  do  have  a  few.  So  keep  smiling.

INSECT  PEST  CONTROL  REPORT 
July  1,  1976  -  June  30, 1977 

Pest  complaints  and  requests: 

Bats  3  Indian  Meal  Moth  1 

Fall  Webworm  2  Poison  Ivy  7 

Hornets  11  Sod  Webworm  1 

Many,  many  calls  came  in  about  Tent  Caterpillars  and  Gypsy  Moth. 
I  hand  sprayed  Tents  at  the  Common,  Town  Hall.  Schools.  Cemeteries, 
etc.,  but  no  roadside  spray. 
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The  $30,000.00  voted  at  Special  Town  Meeting,  September  7,  1976, 
was  voted  for  Gypsy  Moth  Spray. 

4,000  roadside  acres  were  sprayed  by  helicopter  at  $3.69  per  acre. 
Another  500  acres  were  sprayed  with  material  I  had  saved  from  last 
year  and  stored  over  winter  in  the  Baird  &  McGuire  heated  warehouse. 
(They  also  reconditioned  the  stuff  and  I  wore  my  welcome  out  because 
it  settled  bad.)  The  500  acres  covered  at  90  cents  per  acre. 

St.  Pierre  re-designed  and  made  bee-hive  covers  and  all  honey  bees 
in  Town  were  covered  for  both  the  Gyp  and  mosquito  sprays.  We  killed 
a  lot  of  caterpillars,  but  a  couple  of  spots  got  chewed  real  bad. 

The  aerial  sprays  put  on  last  year  seem  like  a  dream.  And  this  year 
wasa  another  nightmare.  The  day  by  day  articles  in  the  newspapers  told 
the  story  of  mixed-up  delay  and  well-meant  interference,  and  nobdy  was 
completely  happy  with  results. 

All  Pesticide  materials  are  being  questioned  and  "Baytex"  for 
mosquitoes  is  being  banned. 

A  note  in  my  daily  log  from  a  County  Tree  Warden  meeting  (May 
12.  '77): 

"It  looks  like  Boston  Politicians  and  Audubon  Society  will  pinch  off 
all  spraying  via  Pest.  Board  and  E.P.A." 

A  lot  of  pine  pollen  coincided  with  the  Gyp  spray  this  year. 

I  sprayed  maybe  a  mile  of  roadside  Poison  Ivy. 

Nortonians  are  not  the  only  ones  with  Bats  in  their  Attic.  Other  towns 
also  have  bat  problems  and  the  State  and  Federal  Health  and  Pest  people 
are  slowly  responding  to  complaints.  Seems  to  me  a  good  carpenter 
could  fix  a  house  so  bats  can't  get  in. 

By  the  time  this  paper  hits  the  street,  Fall  Webworm  will  be  real 
heavy.  Hire  somebody  to  spray  your  yard  or  do  the  best  you  can  with 
a  garden  hose  adaptor. 

As  of  June  30,  1977,  I  quit  being  your  Elm  and  Bug  man.  Thanks 
for  the  twenty  odd  years. 

I'll  see  you  at  Femandes  lunch  counter  and  hand  out  advice,  if 
you'll  buy  my  dinner.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 
July  1, 1976,  to  June  30, 1977 

On  October  21,  1976,  the  bids  from  the  general  contractor  were 
opened  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Concrete  Construction  Company  of 
Everett,  Inc.,  to  begin  construction  of  the  additional  80  units  of  Housing 
for  the  Elderly,  for  the  contract  price  of  $1,554,468.00.  On  December  1, 
1976,  the  contract  was  signed  in  Boston  at  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  by  the  Chairman,  Raymond  N.  Patenaude. 

On  January  13,  1976,  after  the  office  of  Assistant  Treasurer  had 
been  declared  vacant,  a  joint  meeting  was  held  between  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Norton  Housing  Authority.  Voted  to  the  appointment 
was  Mr.  Elmer  T.  Thornhill. 

In  April,  1977,  iMrs.  Mary  Brown  was  elected  to  the  Norton  Housing 
Authority  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Donald  B.  Andrews. 

On  February  28,  1977,  the  Authority  began  interviews  for  the  position 
of  permanent  Executive  Director,  and  on  June  21,  1977,  appointed  Miss 
Catherine  C.  Mulcahy  as  permanent  Executive  Director. 

The  Authority  is  hopeful  that  the  new  project  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy sometime  in  April  of  1978.

1976-1977  was  a  year  of  growth  and  achievement  for  the  Norton 
Public  Library.  Under  the  creative  and  hardworking  direction  of  Ann 
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Hiltz,  Director,  and  Barbara  Johnson,  Senior  Library  Assistant,  the 
library  won  the  Most  Attractive  Float  Award  in  Norton's  Bicentennial 
Parade.  All  the  Board  of  Directors  and  staff  contributed  —  if  not  actual 
labor,  at  least  moral  support. 

Stacks  were  added  to  the  mezzanine  to  give  much  needed  book 
space,  to  the  second  floor  annex  for  equally  needed  space  for  periodicals, 
and  to  the  furnace  room  for  necessary  storage  area. 

With  the  Special  LSCA  Enrichment  Grant  offered  to  municipahties 
under  10,000  population  whose  libraries  participate  in  the  direct  state-aid 
grant  program  we  purchased  1)  an  exhibit  case,  2)  an  addition  to  the 
shelf  list,  3)  a  slide  projector,  4)  a  large  screen,  5),  a  typewriter,  6)  re- 
cords and  a  record  holder,  7)  book  trucks,  8)  a  collection  of  Mini-Prints, 
9)  a  collection  of  toys  (on  any  sunny  Friday  you  may  see  children  troop- 
ing around  the  building,  banging,  tooting  and  enjoying  all  the  noise — little 
rhythm,  but  a  lot  'of  fun!),  10)  and  an  8  mm  loop  projector  for  which  we 
borrow  films  from  EMR  in  Taunton.  Hopefully  we  can  stretch  the  budget 
to  purchase  several  films.  Project  Spoke  was  instrumental  in  finding  a 
good  source  for  this  purchase.  A  loan  policy  is  being  set  up  for  some  of 
these  new  items. 

The  old  wooden  doors  at  the  inner  entrance  to  the  library  have  been 
replaced  with  glass  doors.  The  traditionalists  are  displeased  in  varying 
degrees,  but  the  majority  of  library  users  welcome  the  new  look.  With 
the  new  exhibit  case  the  entrance  is  now  cheerful  and  inviting. 

We  hope  that  evereyone  looks  for  the  Bookie  Corner  in  the  town's 
bright  new  Norton  Patriot.  There  we  publicize  the  exhibits  and  exhibi- 
tors, new  books,  new  policies  and  any  other  items  which  could  be  of  in- 
terest. We  welcome  having  the  Norton  Patriot  in  Norton  and  appreciate 
the  cooperation  of  all  those  concerned  with  its  publication. 

All  reports  must  include  statistics.  On  the  plus  side  there  was  a  9% 
increase  in  circulation.  Using  the  total  population  and  the  total  circulation 
4.3  items  were  circulated  per  capita.  If  we  use  the  total  registration  of 
2949,  16.42  items  were  circulated  per  registered  borrower.  On  the  minus 
side  the  total  of  registered  borrowers  is  only  25%  of  the  total  population. 
During  1976-1977,  541  adults  and  400  juveniles  received  new  I.D.  cards. 
In  May  the  non  resident  file  was  brought  up  to  date:  there  were  47  adult 
and  13  juvenile  non-resident  users  of  the  NPL.  Residents  of  other  Massa- 
chusetts communities  may  register  at  most  of  the  Massachusetts  libraries 
it  they  can  show  a  library  registration  from  their  local  libraries.  Norton 
residents  have  the  same  privilege. 
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1734  books  were  added  to  the  book  collection,  238  of  these  being  gifts. 
Book  costs  continue  to  rise:  our  library  patrons  understand  this  and  are 
patient  when  the  book  budget  reaches  its  limit  and  they  must  wait  for 
new  books  and/or  we  cannot  purchase  those  they  recommend. 

Get  'em  Back  days  were  not  as  productive  as  we  wished.  Books  cur- 
rently overdue  were  expectedly  numerous.  The  41  long  overdue  books 
returned  m.erely  skimmed  the  top  of  the  books  overdue  for  more  than  six 
months.  The  1975-1976  cost  of  replacing  a  lost  book  was  $16.95;  it  is  now 
considerably  higher.  Regardless  of  public  relations,  many  libraries  are 
seriously  considering  enforcing  the  laws  already  on  the  books. 

The  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  and  the  EMR  Li- 
brary System  keep  ns  abreast  of  the  new  approaches  to  library  service 
and  the  opportunities  to  obtain  grants  and  to  participate  in  seminars. 
The  Taunton  area  of  EMR  has  published  a  Union  List  of  Serial  Holdings 
in  the  Libraries  of  the  Taunton  Area  and  a  Taunton  Area  Library  Direc- 
tory which  gives  borrowing  information  for  non-resident  use. 

Cooperation  with  the  town  departments  is  improving.  More  publica- 
tions are  being  received.  The  JCR  room  is  used  for  meetings  of  small 
groups.  Several  Home  Ec  classes  came  to  the  library  to  observe  Story- 
time  procedures.  The  Highway  Department  has  been  very  cooperative 
in  replying  to  our  requests  to  clean  up  Library  Square.  The  innovation 
of  the  foot  patrolman  has  made  for  better  public  relations.  Project 
Spoke's  Mr.  Stefani  and  Project  Impact's  Mr.  Manville  have  been  gen- 
erous in  offering  the  facilities  of  Project  Spoke  for  our  use.  Mr.  Manville 
spoke  to  the  mothers  of  Storytime  youngsters  on  how  to  help  children 
at  home. 

Cheryl  Cooper,  Town  Planner,  was  the  speaker  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Corporation  of  the  Norton  Public  Library.  She  spoke  on  what  a 
library  had  meant  to  her  life  and  what  it  should  mean  to  the  life  of 
Norton  in  1977.  The  library  has  a  seating  capacity  of  approximately  50: 
my  ambition  is  to  have  an  overflow  attendance  of  the  members  of  the 
Corporation. 

Again  there  have  been  numerous  gifts  to  the  library.  Most  of  these 
gifts  have  to  go  in  the  annual  book  sale,  but  each  year  the  sale 
brings  in  more  money  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  or  books  for 
the  Children's  Room.  The  Swap  and  Share  programs  for  books  and  pat- 
terns receive  many  gifts.

I  am  particularly  grateful  to  Herbert  Elli- 
son, Richard  Kay  and  Louise  Lynch.  To  all  the  staff,  the  directors  and  to 
James  Neveu,  our  loyal  custodian,  my  sincere  appreciation.

Annual  Report  of  the  President  —  April  18, 1977 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  mainly  con- 
cerned with  the  overall  management  of  the  Library  and  has  left  the  day- 
to-day  decisions  in  the  capable  hands  of  our  librarian,  Miss  Margaret 
Eden,  and  her  staff. 

A  continuing  responsibility  of  the  Board  is  to  assure  that  the  Library 
has  the  physical  resources  to  provide  increased  services  to  a  town  whose 
population  for  the  most  part  expects  good  library  service.  An  interesting 
comparison  can  be  made  between  our  annual  budgets  for  1967  and  for  the 
1977  fiscal  year.  They  are  $19,539  and  $45,004,  respectively.  Our  proposed 
budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  $52,640.  Has  this  almost  three-fold  in- 
crease in  expenditures  in  just  over  a  decade  brought  a  comparable  in- 
crease in  services?  Unfortunately,  the  answer  is  no,  it  hasn*t.  The  reason, 
of  course,  is  inflation,  which  has  greatly  eroded  the  purchasing  power  of 
all  of  our  dollars.  However  services,  such  as  story  hours  for  children, 
hours  open  to  the  public,  and  number  of  staff  on  duty  to  help  patrons 
with  library  problems,  have  all  increased. 

Improvements  to  our  physical  plant  this  past  year  include  new  glass 
inner  doors,  a  change  which  Peg  has  sought  for  many  years.  A  portion 
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ol'  our  annual  Stale  Aid  grant  was  used  lo  help  finance  this.  A  "wSmall  Li- 
brary Enrichment  Grant"  enabled  us  to  purchase  a  variety  of  other 
useful  library  equipment.  Extensive  electrical  work  in  the  work  room, 
repainting  of  the  Children's  Room,  installation  of  an  automatic  humidi- 
fier, new  furnishings  for  the  Reference  Room,  additional  stacks  for  the 
mezzanine,  and  bookcases  for  the  second  floor  anteroom  have  been  com- 
pleted in  the  past  year.  Projects  which  remain  for  the  immediate  future 
include  extensive  repairs  to  the  front  steps  and  the  chimney. 

Continuing  discussion  on  ways  to  improve  library  services  have 
largely  focused  on  Bookmobiles.  Although  some  preliminary  work  has 
been  accomplished,  much  remains  to  be  done  before  the  Board  can  make 
any  decision.  Help  from  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  in  Boston  will 
be  sought  on  this  matter. 

There  have  been  two  resignations  from  the  library  staff  and  one  from 
the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  past  year.  In  December,  Pat  Hazelton 
left  to  follow  her  husband  to  a  new  teaching  position.  She  was  replaced 
by  Susan  Tweedy  who  became  Children's  Librarian  in  March  after  Kathy 
Brock  way  left  for  a  full-time  position  in  Foxboro.  Her  staff  replacement 
is  Nancy  Pappalardo.  In  September  John  Dromgoole  resigned  from  the 
Board  when  he  moved  from  town.  He  was  replaced  by  Bruce  Publicover. 
In  addition,  we  announce  with  regret  that  Natalie  Gorczyka,  a  long-time 
member  of  the  Board,  has  decided  that  it  is  time  to  step  down.  We  will 
miss  Natalie  at  our  monthly  Board  meetings. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  once  again  to  our  outstanding  treasurer, 
Louise  Lynch,  who  continues  to  do  a  marvelous  job  with  our  funds  and 
especially  with  the  management  of  our  Building  Fund.  Thanks  also  are  in 
order  to  Anne  Hiltz  of  the  Board  and  Barbara  Johnson  who  coordinated 
the  work  of  several  people  in  the  preparation  of  the  Library's  prize- 
winning  float  for  the  Bicentennial  Parade  last  October.  In  conclusion  I 
again  offer  my  thanks  to  Peg  Eden  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  staff 
for  all  of  their  efforts  during  the  past  year.  They  are  the  ones  who  have 
built  up  our  reputation  for  being  a  friendly  library.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

Annual  Report  —  Norton,  Mass.  —  December  31, 1976 

On  June  30,  1977,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  eighteen  years  of  service  to  the  town  of  Norton  and  nineteen 
other  communities  in  the  county. 

The  first  part  of  the  season  was  fairly  normal  but  rains  toward  the 
end  of  June  and  into  July  created  numerous  breeding  areas  that  caused 
a  heavy  influx  of  mosquitos  in  the  county. 
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Although  this  was  an  additional  nuisance,  we  were  fortunate  that 
there  were  no  cases  of  encephalitis  reported  in  Bristol  County. 

In  March  our  larviciding  program  got  underway  and  26  acres  were 
treated  before  our  sprayers  were  mounted  on  May  10th. 

The  spraying  season  terminated  on  September  16th  and  our  brook  and 
ditch  maintenance  program  got  underway.  This  resulted  in  the  reclama- 
tion of  15,110  feet  of  existing  waterways  and  the  removal  of  11,100  feet 
of  brush. 

The  Project  also  treated  79  catch  basins  found  to  be  breeding. 
Our  tractor-trencher  reclaimed  400  feet  of  ditch  where  hand  work  was 
not  feasible. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 
July  1,  1976  -  June  30,  1977 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  has  directed  its  efforts 
toward  the  improvement  of  Norton's  atmosphere  for  industry  and  com- 
merce. 

In  pursuit  of  this  goal,  we  have  adhered  to  a  policy  and  directed 
much  attention  to  the  promotion  of  the  Route  495  extension.  We  have 
been  particularly  interested  in  the  Bay  Street  interchange  because  of 
its  proximity  to  the  Paul  Dever  property.  Numerous  meetings  with  Taun- 
ton, Easton  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  proved  to  be 
fruitless  after  the  recent  announcement  by  the  State  D.P.W  in  favor  of 
the  diamond  interchange. 

The  I.D.C.  has  also  spent  numerous  hours  promoting  the  construc- 
tion of  a  sewer  treatment  plant  to  be  built  by  Mansfield  in  Norton  and 
to  be  made  available  to  Norton.  Aside  from  the  obvious  asset  to  industry 
such  a  treatment  plant  would  immediately  improve  the  situation  in  the 
Norton  Reservoir  and  eventually  provide  sewer  systems  for  the  Grove 
and  other  areas  of  Norton. 

The  Industrial  Development  Finance  Authority  was  initiated  through 
the  efforts  of  the  I.D.C.  This  authority  provides  industry  with  large  loans 
for  expansion  with  low  interest  and  no  liability  to  the  Town.  This  will 
provide  a  strong  incentive  to  expanding  industries  once  other  criteria 
for  industrial  location  are  met. 

A  land  survey,  including  zone  type,  utilities  available,  type  of  soil, 
owner's  name,  amount  of  land  and  other  information  has  been  completed. 
A  review  of  this  survey  and  discussions  with  land  owners  confirmed  the 
fact  that  the  best  area  available  for  a  concentration  of  industries  is  the 
Paul  Dever  property. 

The  main  thrust  of  the  I.D.C.  efforts  this  year  has  been  toward  the 
purchase  of  land  from  the  State  at  the  Paul  Dever  site  for  industrial 
purposes.  Such  a  purchase  requires  legislative  action.  This  was  the 
third  year  such  a  bill  was  submitted  to  the  joint  House  and  Senate  State 
Administration  Committee.  The  I.D.C.  coordinated  the  presentation  to 
that  Committee,  and  with  strong  support  from  the  Planning  Board,  Fi- 
nance Committee,  Conservation  Commission.  John  Ames,  Robert  Mc- 
Carthy and  Leon  Lombardi,  were  able  to  gain  a  favorable  report  from 
that  Committee,  however,  it  has  been  hung  up  in  Senate  Ways  and 
Means  for  some  weeks  now  while  the  budget  is  being  discussed.  If  the 
Bill  has  not  passed  by  the  time  this  report  is  distributed  we  urge  you  to 
write  or  call  Leon  Lombardi  or  Robert  McCarthy  regarding  this  Senate 
Bill  #1660. 
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The  Industrial  Development  Commission  has  studied  the  Industrial 
and  Commercial  Zoning  in  Norton.  We  are  prepared  to  make  recom- 
mendations for  changes  to  the  Planning  Board  during  the  coming  year. 

In  addition  to  the  projects  above,  we  have  assisted  several  established 
small  businesses  and  new  ventures.  Our  assistance  has  been  in  the  form 
of  support  for  zone  changes,  financial  advice,  start-up  advice  and  assist- 
ance, aiding  in  communication  with  Town  and  State  departments  and 
supplying  available  data  helpful  to  business. 

In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  expand  our  assistance  to  local  business 
and  further  our  plans  for  an  industrial  area  at  the  Paul  Dever  site.

REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORICAL  COMMISSION 

The  Historical  Commission  continued  to  go  through  and  arrange  the 
old  papers  once  stored  in  the  Town  Hall  attic.  It  cooperated  with  the 
Planning  Board  in  identifying  for  the  Master  Plan  sites  of  historical  in- 
terest and  in  urging  the  Commonwealth  to  build  a  trumpet  interchange 
rather  than  a  diamond  interchange  for  1-495  in  the  Bay  Street  area.  It 
approved  the  building  of  the  new  town  office  building  on  East  Main 
Street  so  long  as  the  design  was  kept  consonant  v^dth  the  atmosphere 
of  the  neighborhood,  but  it  passed  a  resolution  opposing  the  Town's  sell- 
ing the  land  on  which  the  building  called  the  Hedges  stands.  It  continues 
to  be  deeply  interested  in  securing  King  Philip's  Cave  for  the  Town.  It 
is  also  planning  a  survey  of  the  old  milestones  within  the  Tovm. 

The  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  through  its  efforts  both 
the  Norton  Historic  District  and  the  Pitt  Clarke  house  have  been  placed 
on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
Fiscal  Year  July  1,  1976  -  June  30,  1977 

One  of  the  first  actions  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for  the  fiscal 
year  was  to  hire  a  secretary. 

Mary  Dahl,  Commissioner,  and  Anne  Roche,  Land  Preservation  So- 
ciety representative,  offered  to  help  screen  more  than  25  applicants  for 
the  position. 

Mrs.  Angela  McCarthy  was  selected  for  the  job  and  accepted.  Shortly 
thereafter,  Mr.  David  Opatka  was  given  the  title  of  Conservation  Director 
by  vote  of  the  Commission. 

One  of  the  first  major  orders  of  business  to  be  resolved,  concerned 
the  proposed  Attleboro  Landfill  operation  on  West  Hodges  Street.  This 
was  discussed  at  length  and  the  Commission  voted  against  the  concept 
of  a  landfill  at  this  location.  Mr.  Hill  drafted  a  letter  to  this  effect  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  members,  the  letter  was  forwarded  to  the 
Selectmen. 

The  proposed  Route  1-495  extension  through  Norton  was  discussed, 
and  recommendations  were  proposed  to  facilitate  the  wetland  hearings: 
have  the  hearings  on  sections  of  the  proposed  road  rather  than  all  at  once. 

About  this  time,  it  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  that  T.L  would  hold  the  land  off  of  Dean  Street  until  a  special 
town  meeting  could  take  whatever  action  it  wished  on  the  acquisition.  It 
was  also  noted  that  Norton  was  on  the  B.O.R.  for  funding.  At  this  time, 
the  Conservation  Commission  went  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  T.L  property. 

November  22,  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  met  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  D.P.W.  regarding  Route  1-495  and  many  expressions  of 
concern  were  voiced  about  the  relocation  of  the  Canoe  River,  salt  run- 
off, pollution  of  wells  and  the  proposed  diamond  interchange.  This  issue 
has  not  been  resolved,  and  the  Commission  is  deeply  concerned  that 
Norton  is  floating  on  a  sinking  ship  in  the  Canoe  River,  relative  to  1-495. 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  with  the  Planning  Board  and 
Recreation  Commission  with  the  idea  of  formulating  policies  for  a  com- 
prehensive open  space  and  recreation  Master  Plan.  More  of  these  meet- 
ings will  be  held, 

After  a  discussion  with  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee 
and  Landscape  Architect,  Mr.  Crowe,  approval  was  given  by  the  Con- 
servation Commission  for  an  extension  of  determination  that  the  Ele- 
mentary School  would  not  affect  the  Wading  River  provided  that  certain 
flood/storm  damage  measures  were  built.  This  was  required  by  the 
D.P.W.  before  any  action  could  be  taken  by  the  Contractor. 
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At  this  meeting  held  December  22,  1976,  the  Conservation  Commission 
renewed  its  constant  call  for  Associate  Members. 

On  January  13,  1977,  at  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Mr.  Josejh  VanDenBossche  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Charles  Gaides.  We  feel  Mr.  VanDenBossche  will 
be  a  valuable  member  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

At  the  regular  meeting  held  January  26,  1977,  tentative  approval  was 
given  to  the  proposed  location  of  the  new  D.P.W.  building  as  not  being 
applicable  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  but  any  drainage  of  this 
project  into  the  Rumford  River  will  require  a  wetlands  permit. 

Many  more  actions  taken  by  the  Conservation  Commission  are  listed 
below: 

Actions  involving  planning  or  enforcement  of  Wetlands  Laws/anti- 
pollution  with  Conservation  Commission: 

1)  A  2,000  gallon  oil  spill  in  the  Rumford  River  from  Reed  & 
Barton's  #2  fuel  tank. 

2)  Land  preservation  society  notice  of  intent  to  build  a  nature 
trail  and  bridge  along  the  Canoe  River,  for  educational 
purposes. 

3)  Town  of  Norton  Landfill  wetlands  application  and  planning 
to  avoid  further  pollution  and  filling  around  the  dump. 

4)  Town  of  Norton  spraying  for  gypsy  moths  and  mosquitos. 
Proposals  for  creating  programs  for  all  aerial  spraying  and 
water  treatment  of  lakes  will  be  submitted  to  the  Town  to 
provide  better  understanding  of  what  happens  and  avoid 
unnecessary  delays  or  problems. 

5)  Wetland  applications  for  A.  Caponigro  &  Co.  on  Berry  Street; 
Norwood  Engineering,  for  a  subdivision  off  of  Freeman 
Street,  Ann's  Place  Restaurant  for  extension  of  sewerage 
system;  Boating  Docks  on  the  Reservoir  and  house  lot  on 
Toad  Island  Road. 

6)  Chartley  Pond  Dam  was  repaired  and  cleaned  out. 

Three  C.E.T.A.  proposals  were  submitted  by  the  Conservation  Office 
for  the  Town  of  Norton  to  hire  people  for  work  on  town  rivers,  streams 
and  town  lands.  The  proposals  will  provide  $240,000  worth  of  labor  and 
equipment  to  improve  town  services  or  opportunities  for  better  use  on 
our  Town  lands. 

Many  more  items  have  been  resolved  by  the  Commission,  lack  of 
space  and  limited  funds  prevent  a  longer  report. 

As  evidenced  above,  a  busy  year  has  been  experienced  by  the  Com- 
mission, which  I  believe  has  served  the  Town  well. 
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These  minutes  are  open  to  the  Public  and  may  be  viewed  at  the 
Conservation  Office,  Town  Hall,  Norton. 

We  welcome  any  interested  citizen  who  may  wish  to  attend  our 
meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

The  Historic  District  Commission  during  the  year  continued  to  advise 
landowners  within  the  District  on  such  matters  as  the  erection  of  tem- 
porary signs,  alterations  in  planting,  and  appropriateness  of  new  roofing. 
At  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board  and  concerned  townspeople  it  held 
a  formal  hearing  on  Wheaton  College's  request  for  permission  to  erect 
new  permanent  signs.  A  certificate  of  appropriateness  was  granted. 

The  Commission  was  consulted  on  the  probable  impact  of  the  new 
municipal  building  on  the  District.  Together  with  the  Historical  Com- 
mission, it  urged  the  Selectmen  to  begin  planning  with  all  appropriate 
town  departments  for  future  use  of  the  old  Town  Hall  when  the  new 
building  is  occupied. 

To  all  landowners  within  the  District,  the  Commission  mailed  a 
simple  one-page  statement  of  the  landowners'  rights  and  duties.  It  is 
grateful  for  their  continued  cooperation. 

The  Commission  is  delighted  that  Wheaton  College  has  faithfully  car- 
ried out  its  agreement  to  restore  the  beautiful  white  fence  along  East 
Main  Street. 

It  has  currently  scheduled  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  plan  of  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners  to  alter  the  stone  walls  in  the  Center  Cemetery 
on  Pine  Street.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  seen  many  changes  in  its  management 
the  past  year,  including  the  appointment  of  George  Glaiel  as  its  Executive 
Secretary  and  the  addition  of  two  new  members,  resulting  in  a  five 
member  Board  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 
The  two  new  members  elected  on  April  25,  1977  were  Mr.  John  Drane 
and  Mr.  Francis  ''Champ"  Leroux.  Reelected  for  a  fifth  term  was  Mr. 
Raymond  Patenaude.  The  operation  of  a  five  member  Board  rather  than 
three,  necessitated  adjustments  to  previous  policy,  but  seems  to  be 
functioning  more  smoothly  as  time  passes  and  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
future  governing  of  the  Town. 

After  April's  election  the  Board  elected  as  Chairman,  Paul  Rich  and 
as  Clerk,  Lfeonard  Silvia.  The  Board  expressed  appreciation  to  the  out- 
going Chairman,  Raymond  Patenaude  for  his  leadership  during  his  term. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  every  Thursday  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  the  Town.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  also  serve  as  the  Board  of  Health 
and  meet  when  necessary.  The  Town  of  Norton  was  fortunate  to  receive 
a  $2,000,000  Federal  Grant  from  the  Economic  Development  Adminis- 
tration for  the  completion  of  our  Municipal  Building  Program  which  was 
developed  in  1971  as  a  four  phase  program.  In  1974,  phase  one  was  funded 
by  Town  meeting  and  the  three  remaining  phases  were  in  the  preliminary 
stages  due  to  the  lack  of  Town  funds.  We  believe  the  receipt  of  this  gremt 
allowed  the  Town  to  complete  all  phases,  10  to  25  years  before  the  Town 
would  have  been  able  to  finance  the  new  structure  such  as  the  Town 
Hall,  Fire  Station  and  the  Town  Highway  Garage. 

We  have  continued  to  improve  the  roads  and  drainage  in  the  Grove 
area  as  an  ongoing  program.  Approval  was  given  and  work  started  on 
an  additional  80  units  of  Housing  for  the  Elderly  at  Woodland  Meadows. 
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During  the  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  closely  observed  the  man- 
agement of  the  Police  Department  by  Acting  Chief  Benton  W.  Keene,  Jr. 
and  having  been  pleased  with  his  leadership  and  performance,  unanim- 
ously appointed  him  Chief  of  the  Department  in  May  of  1977. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  1-495  and  the  proposed  construction  of 
the  Mansfield  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant  on  the  Paul  Dever  Property 
have  been  concerns  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town.  We 
will  do  our  best  to  provide  solutions  beneficial  to  Norton. 

Many  citizens  are  donating  their  time  to  various  town  committees 
and  we  are  thankful  to  them.  However,  we  always  are  seeking  additional 
volunteers.  Please  let  us  know  where  your  interests  lie. 

The  cooperation  received  from  the  various  town  departments  has 
been  appreciated  by  the  Board  and  a  "job  well  done"  is  certainly  intended 
for  our  staff.  A  special  thanks  to  the  committee  who  organized  the 
successful  Bicentennial  programs. 

We  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  our  obligations  as  Selectmen  of  Norton, 
always  seeking  solutions  to  problems  affecting  the  well  being  of  the 
citizens  of  Norton.

(E)   ORGANIZATION  AND  COMMENCEMENT  OF  TERMS

The  term  of  office  of  any  member  from  a  member  town  shaU  begin

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  Norton  Middle 
School  Auditorium,  West  Main  Street,  Norton,  Mass.  by  Town  Modera- 
tor Charles  W.  McDonald  at  7:45  P.M.  A  count  was  taken  of  the  voters 
present  which  tallied  100,  and  at  this  time.  Moderator  McDonald  reces- 
sed the  meeting  until  8:00  P.M.  A  count  was  taken  at  8:05  P.M.  which 
revealed  129  present,  and  the  meeting  was  recessed  for  fifteen  minutes. 
At  8:20  P.M.  with  the  count  being  150  voters  present,  the  Moderator 
called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  Town  Clerk  Edward  S.  Smith,  Jr.  cer- 
tified that  the  quorum  of  150  voters  had  been  reached.

Results  of  the  vote  were  as 
follows:  Yes  160;  No  15;  Motion  declared  voted. 

At  this  time,  Mr.  Francis  Gallagher  challenged  the  vote,  and  the 
Moderator  stated  that  15  persons  would  be  required  to  stand  to  chal- 
lenge. A  count  was  taken,  and  17  persons  stood.  This  count  was  chal- 
lenged, and  the  Moderator  explained  the  situation  again  to  the  meeting, 
and  another  count  was  taken,  with  the  results  being  recorded  as  15  voters 
standing  to  challenge  the  vote.

QUESTION  NO.  1 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  joint 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  on  August  15,  1973 
by  a  vote  of  261-0  and  on  May  14,  1975  by  a  vote  of  217-55? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  provide  that  equality  under  the  law 
may  not  be  denied  or  abridged  on  the  basis  of  sex.  race,  color,  creed  or 
national  origin.  This  amendment  adds  one  sentence  to  Article  1  of  Part 
of  the  First  of  the  Constitution  which  now  contains  a  general  statement 
of  individual  rights,  including  the  right  to  enjoy  and  defend  life  and 
liberty  and  the  right  to  acquire  and  protect  property. 
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QUESTION  NO.  2 
Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  joint 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  on  August  15,  1973 
by  a  vote  of  199-66  and  on  May  7,  1975  by  a  vote  of  228-41? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amedment  would  authorize  the  Legislature  to  substitute 
for  the  present  system  of  flat  or  uniform  personal  income  tax  rates  a 
system  of  rates  graduated  according  to  the  total  amount  of  income  re- 
ceived. The  Legislature  would  also  be  authorized  to  provide  for  rea- 
sonable exemptions,  deductions,  credits  and  abatements  and  could  base 
Massachusetts  income  tax  provisions  on  provisions  of  Federal  income  tax 
law. 

QUESTION  NO.  3 
PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  joint 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  on  August  15,  1973 
by  a  vote  of  259-0  and  on  May  12,  1976  by  a  vote  of  262-1? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  authorize  the  Legislature  to  provide 
for  absentee  voting  by  persons  who  hold  religious  beliefs  in  conflict  with 
the  act  of  voting  on  the  day  on  which  any  election  is  to  be  held. 

QUESTION  NO.  4 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below  which  was  disapproved 
by  the  House  of  Represetatives  on  May  5,  1975  by  a  vote  of  179-46  and  on 
which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  7,  1975? 

SUMMARY 

SECTION  1  of  the  act  inserts  a  new  chapter  164B  into  the  General 
Laws  and  establishes  a  Massachusetts  Power  Authority,  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  with  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
staggered  six  year  terms.  The  Authority  is  to  establish  and  operate  a 
bulk  power  supply  system  to  supply  wholesale  electric  power  to  utilities 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  Authority 
is  to  supply  the  Commonwealth  with  power  with  the  minimum  adverse 
impact  on  the  environment.  The  Authority  is  also  authorized  to  engage 
in  research  and  development  of  new  sources  of  power,  new  siting  tech- 
niques and  methods  of  environmental  protection. 
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In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  the  Authority  is  authorized  to 
adopt  by-laws;  adopt  official  seal;  maintain  offices;  sue  and  be  sued; 
construct  or  acquire  facilities  either  within  or  without  the  Common- 
wealth; issue  revenue  bonds  and  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  is- 
suance of  revenue  bonds;  acquire  real  and  personal  property;  employ 
professional,  managerial  and  other  employees  deemed  necessary  and 
fix  their  compensation  to  be  paid  solely  out  of  revenues  of  the  Authority; 
appear  before  other  government  agencies;  apply  for  and  receive  federal 
or  other  grants  of  funds;  and  enter  into  contracts  and  agreements. 

The  Authority  will  build  and  operate  all  new  generating  and  trans- 
mission facilities  in  the  Commonwealth  and  has  the  option  to  purchase 
existing  facilities  through  negotiation,  condemnation,  or  eminent  do- 
main. After  an  initial  two-year  period,  no  other  utility  may  construct 
a  new  facility  unless  the  Authority  certifies  that  it  lacks  the  capability 
to  finance  the  facility  and  the  facility  would  further  the  purposes  of  the 
act. 

The  Authority  will  finance  its  activities  by  issuing  revenue  bonds.  The 
bonds  will  be  exempt  from  state  taxation,  but  will  not  be  backed  by  the 
full  faith  and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth.  Power  will  be  sold  to  other 
utilities  by  contract  but  no  special  discounts  or  bonuses  to  promote  the 
increased  use  of  power  may  be  given.  Public  hearings  are  required  on 
all  major  contracts. 

The  Authority  is  required  to  develop  a  master,  20-year  demand 
study  and  siting  plan  within  18  months  of  its  incorporation,  to  be  updated 
each  succeeding  year.  Sites  will  be  selected  in  accordance  with  the 
Electric  Power  Facilities  Siting  Council  Act  of  1973.  The  Governor 
and  the  community  in  which  any  facility  is  to  be  located  must  affir- 
matively approve  the  facility  before  it  can  be  constructed. 

The  Authority  will  be  subject  to  all  applicable  federal  and  state 
environmental  standards  and  must  obtain  all  necessary  federal  and 
state  permits  and  complete  all  necessary  environmental  impact  state- 
ments. 

The  Authority  will  be  exempt  from  taxation  but  will  make  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes  to  cities  and  towns  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  tax  which 
would  be  paid  if  the  Authority's  real  and  personal  property  were  owned 
by  a  private  electric  utility  company. 

The  Authority  is  forbidden  from  engaging  in  promotional  or  image 
advertising.  The  Authority  has  the  authority  to  bargain  collectively  with 
its  employees  and  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  150  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  governs  the  conciliation  and  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes.  Employees  of  the  Authority  are  not  subject  to  the  civil  service 
law  and  rules.  Employees  of  utilities  displaced  by  the  activities  of  the 
Authority  have  first  preference  in  employment  by  the  Authority. 
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SECTION  2  of  the  act  amends  section  43  of  Chapter  164  of  the  General 
Laws  to  provide  that  if  a  city  or  town  votes,  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  Chapter  164,  to  establish  a  municipal  utility  and  acquire 
the  facilities  of  the  utility  currently  serving  the  community  and  the 
utility  refuses  to  sell  its  property  to  the  city  or  town,  that  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  will  establish  a  fair  price  for  the  facilities  and  the 
utility  will  be  required  to  accept  the  price  determined  by  the  department 
and  tender  the  deed  for  the  facilities  to  the  city  or  town. 

QUESTION  NO.  5 

(This  question  appeared  as  question  5  (a)  in  the 
Information  for  Voters  booklet) 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved 
by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  3,  1976  by  a  vote  of  197-35  and 
on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  5,  1976? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  legislation  would  prohibit  the  possession,  ownership, 
or  sale  of  any  weapon  from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be  discharged  and 
which  has  a  barrel  length  of  less  than  sixteen  inches.  The  prohibition 
would  not  apply  to  military  personnel,  law  enforcement  officers,  federally 
licensed  handgun  manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  common  carriers  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  transport,  or  to  historical  societies  and  museums. 
The  act  would  not  affect  the  possession  of  rifles,  shotguns  and  certain 
antiques  and  replicas.  The  proposal  also  does  not  change  the  existing 
statutory  penalties  for  unlawful  possession,  ownership  or  sale  of  hand- 
guns, including  provision  imposing  mandatory  jail  sentences. 

The  proposal  would  permit  owners  of  handguns  to  surrender  their 
weapons  to  any  law  enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth  within 
six  months  of  the  effective  date  of  the  act  without  incurring  criminal 
liability.  Those  surrendering  handguns  within  that  six  months  will  be 
compensated  at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by  the  Commssioner  of  Public 
Safety. 

QUESTION  NO.  6 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  AN  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved 
by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  3,  1976  by  a  vote  of  146-85  and 
on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  5,  1976? 
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SUMMARY 

The  proposed  act  would  require  every  beverage  container  sold  or 
offered  for  sale  in  the  Commonwealth  to  have  a  refund  value  of  at  least 
five  (5)  cents,  and  would  prohibit  the  sale  of  metal  beverage  containers 
with  flip-tops.  It  would  apply  to  containers  for  beer  and  other  malt  bever- 
ages and  to  soft  drinks.  It  would  not  apply  to  containers  for  dairy  pro- 
ducts or  natural  fruit  juices,  nor  to  containers  which  are  biodegradable. 

The  act  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs  to 
certify  containers  as  reusable  or  recyclable.  It  contains  both  enforce- 
ment and  penalty  provisions  and  would  take  effect  on  February  1,  1977. 

QUESTION  NO.  7 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  AN  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved 
by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  3,  1976  by  a  vote  of  182-49  and 
on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  5,  1976? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  act  would  impose  a  general  requirement  that  every 
electric  company  charge  a  uniform  rate  per  kilowatt  hour  of  electricity. 
The  proposed  act  would  except  from  this  general  rule  rates  charged  to 
other  electric  utility  companies  and  to  residential  customers  who  must 
heat  their  principle  place  of  residence  by  electricity.  The  Act  would  also 
permit  a  different  rate  to  be  charged  residential  customers  for  the  first 
three  hundred  (300)  kilowatt  hours  they  consume  each  month,  and 
would  authorize  "peak  load"  pricing  whereby  a  higher  rate  than  the 
uniform  rate  per  kilowatt  hour  may  be  charged  during  the  periods  of 
the  day  or  seasons  of  the  year  when  consumption  of  electricity  is  the 
greatest.  The  Act  would  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  to 
issue  implementing  rules  and  regulations  and  provides  for  enforcement. 

QUESTION  NO.  8 
THIS  QUESTION  IS  NOT  BINDING 

The  following  is  a  non-binding  advisory  question:  "Shall  the  General 
Court  enact  legislation  authorizing  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery  and 
a  deep  water  port,  subject  to  the  approval  of  those  communities  directly 
affected  and  any  reservations  that  the  General  Court  may  prescribe"? 
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SUMMARY 

The  legislature  has  placed  this  question  on  the  ballot  in  order  to 
determine  whether  the  people  favor  or  oppose  the  construction  of  an 
oil  refinery  and  deep  water  port  in  Massachusetts.  The  vote  on  this 
question  is  not  binding  on  the  legislature.  The  question  deals  with  the 
general  advisability  of  such  construction  and  is  not  a  specific  proposal 
for  a  facility.  If  a  specific  proposal  is  made,  it  would  be  subject  to  ap- 
proval by  the  communities  directly  affected  and  subject  to  any  re- 
strictions imposed  by  the  Legislature. 

QUESTION  NO.  9 
THIS  QUESTION  IS  NOT  BINDING 

The  following  is  a  non-binding  advisory  question:  "Shall  retail  stores 
including  package  liquor  stores,  so  called,  be  allowed  to  open  for  business 
on  Sunday"? 

SUMMARY 

The  Legislature  has  placed  this  question  on  the  ballot  in  order  to 
determine  whether  the  people  favor  or  oppose  the  Sunday  opening  of 
certain  retail  stores,  including  package  liquor  stores.  As  the  law  now 
stands,  most  retail  and  all  package  liquor  stores  must  be  closed  on 
Sundays.  The  vote  on  this  question  is  not  binding  on  the  Legislature.

Motion  voted,  by  unani- 
mous voice  vote.

The  vote 
was  taken  on  the  first  amendment,  and  it  was  declared  lost  .A  motion 
was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Lnadis  and  seconded  by  Leonard  P.  Silvia  to 
move  the  question,  and  this  was  declared  voted.  Vote  was  taken  on 
Article  64  in  its  original  form,  results:  Motion  lost,  under  Article  64. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn.  Motion  voted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

Again,  this  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee. The  committee  has  held  twenty  eight  regular  meetings  plus  one 
special  meeting  and  eleven  negotiation  sessions. 

The  upcoming  school  year  is  one  of  special  importance  to  the  citizens 
and  students  of  Norton,  with  the  anticipated  opening  of  the  Joseph  C. 
Solmonese  Elementary  School.  The  committee,  in  addition  to  routine 
duties,  has  been  busy  for  the  past  year  working  with  the  administration 
preparing  and  planning  for  the  opening  of  this  new  school. 

We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  work  the  Elementary  School  Building 
Committee  has  done,  and  are  very  thankful  to  them  for  the  many  hours 
spent  on  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  School. 

The  results  of  the  verbal  and  math  test  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Apti- 
tude Tests  are  shown  on  the  accompanymg  graph.  As  can  be  seen,  the 
scores  for  Norton  students  tend  to  bracket  the  national  mean,  with  indi- 
cations of  improvement  over  the  last  three  years.  We  are  hopeful  that 
these  indications  will  develop  into  a  well  defined  trend  over  the  next  few 
years. 

This  year  was  marked  by  one  of  the  most  severe  snow  storms  on  rec- 
ord, and  the  committee  would  like  to  recognize  the  efforts  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  entire  school  community  in  effecting  a  smooth  and  rapid  re- 
covery. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  input  of  those  of  you  who  have  attended  our 
meetings  or  written  to  us.  We  welcome  your  presence  at  our  meetings 
and  your  letters. Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  83rd  Annual  School  Repoi  L  It  also  is  the  ninth  report  I  have 
made  to  the  townspeople  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  am  very  appre- 
ciative of  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  the  community 
and  would  like  to  continue  to  pledge  my  adherence  to  the  principles  of 
fiscal  responsibility  and  educational  progress  to  each  taxpayer. 

During  my  nine  years  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  have  observed 
and  been  involved  in  numerous  changes  and  reorganizations.  However, 
this  past  year  has  been  the  most  active  and  the  most  comprehensive  re- 
organization and  planning  to  date.  This  school  year  was  highlighted  by 
the  preparation  and  planning  for  the  opening  of  the  new  elementary  school 
in  Chartley,  joined  in  with  the  reorganization  of  the  school  system  kin- 
dergarten through  grade  twelve. 

This  school  year  will  mark  the  end  of  our  need  for  renting  kindergar- 
ten space  in  the  city  of  Attleboro  at  Faith  Alliance,  end  the  sixth  grade 
students  being  housed  in  the  high  school,  allow  us  to  regain  the  use  of 
the  gymnasium  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School,  and  will  properly 
house  our  entire  student  population.  I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  sup- 
port of  the  administrators  and  staff,  in  the  school  system  that  have  pro- 
vided me  with  much  help  and  information  for  the  changes. 

In  September  of  1978  we  will  house  kindergarten  through  grade  five  at 
the  new  school,  grades  one  through  five  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary 
School,  a  true  middle  school  with  proper  dedication  to  the  adolescent  child 
wiU  begin  in  the  middle  area,  and  the  high  school  will  be  able  to  have 
grades  nine  through  twelve,  exclusively. 

Numerous  staff  changes  have  been  made,  and  the  following  appoint- 
ments have  taken  place:  Mr.  Daniel  Wheeler,  Principal  of  Norton  High 
School;  Mr.  Philip  Gorman,  Acting  Assistant  Principal  of  Norton  High 
School;  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Principal  of  the  Joseph  C.  Sohnonese  Ele- 
mentary School;  Mrs.  Natalie  Gorczyca,  Principal  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
Elementary  School;  Mr.  Kenneth  Fernandes,  Assistant  Principal  of  the 
Joseph  C.  Solmonese  School;  subject  coordinators  were  expanded  through 
grade  eight,  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Reading,  Language  Arts  and  Hand- 
writing, and  Mr.  Robert  Smith,  Social  Studies,  Math  and  Science;  and 
the  department  chairmen  have  been  restored  to  grades  nine  through 
twelve.  These  changes  will  enable  us  to  have  coordination  and  articula- 
tion of  all  grade  levels. 

Renovations  of  various  rooms  will  also  be  required.  A  library  will  bo 
built  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School,  removing  it  from  the  stage 
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area  of  the  cafeteria,  and  adequate  space  for  Art  and  Reading  will  also  be 
provided.  In  the  middle  school,  science  laboratories  will  be  established 
for  each  unit.  This  unit  approach  takes  into  consideration  the  physical, 
emotional  and  intellectual  ages  of  its  students. 

The  Norton  Public  Schools  is  still  fortunate  to  be  a  member  of  Project 

SPOKE,  which,  in  addition  to  providing  managerial  services,  provided 
collaborative  bidding  of  special  needs  transportation,  oil,  gasoline,  cus- 
todial supplies,  paper  and  art  supplies  and  audio  visual  materials  at  a 
great  savings  to  the  community.  Over  two  miUion  gallons  of  fuel  oil  was 
bid  collaboratively  for  the  school  departments  and  towns  involved  in  this 
process.  One  interesting  feature,  because  of  this  collective  purchasing, 
is  that  fuel  oil  will  be  purchased  directly  this  year  and  supplied  to  the 
bus  contractor  at  a  substantial  savings. 

This  school  year  was  marked  by  the  death  and  great  loss  to  the  school 
system  of  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Solmonese,  a  great  friend  and  a  true  educator. 
Mr.  Solmonese's  passing,  on  December  2,  1977,  was  a  sadness  that  was 
shared  not  only  by  the  students  and  the  staff,  but  the  townspeople.  The 
new  elementary  school  has  been  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Solmonese,  a 
truly  deserving  tribute.  Also,  a  lasting  scholarship  has  been  established 
in  his  name  in  which  over  $6,000  has  been  donated  to  date. 

The  School  Committee  has  been  actively  involved  in  negotiations  and 
has  currently  settled  its  contracts  with  the  AFL-CIO,  custodial,  cafeteria 
and  clerical  units. 

In  keeping  with  consolidation  and  providing  economic  and  efficient 
town  services,  the  school  department  wiU  be  part  of  a  town-wide  muni- 
cipal telephone  system  in  which  we  will  purchase  the  phones  over  a  five 
year  period  of  time  from  International  Business  Telephones  and  reduce 
telephone  expenditures. 

In  areas  of  curriculum,  new  courses  have  been  added  to  the  high  school 

such  as  Spanish  V,  Advanced  Placement  History,  Data  Processing  and 
Advanced  Architectural  Drawing. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  Norton  School  Department  was  part  of 
the  Mayflower  League.  Our  teams  did  extremely  well  with  three  of  the 
teams  participating  in  extra  preseason  tournaments,  and  the  baseball 
team  captured  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Division  III  Championship. 

The  future  goals  for  the  school  department  will  be  the  evaluation  of  our 
present  curriculum  with  constant  efforts  to  improve  in  all  areas.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  curriculum  to  date  and  want  to  continually  update  and 
evaluate  it. 
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Release  time  will  again  be  provided  next  year  to  the  system  and  trans- 
portation for  help  sessions,  twice  a  month,  will  be  provided  to  the  stu- 
dents in  grades  one  through  eight. 

I  would  like  to  praise  the  Norton  Elementary  School  Building  Com- 
mittee which  has  been  meeting  very  frequently  over  the  past  year  to 
oversee  the  construction  of  the  new  Solmonese  school.  This  has  been  a 
very  involved  process  and  I  am  certain  that  when  you  visit  the  new  build- 
ing you  will  be  very  pleased. 

Also,  I  wooild  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Committee 
who  has  given  endless  time  and  effort,  and  to  Mrs.  Gallagher  who  was  a 
very  able  and  dedicated  chairman  and  provided  much  Insight  into  the 
operation  of  the  school  department. 

Included  are  the  various  reports  from  the  principals,  supervisors,  co- 
ordinators and  department  heads  which  will  give  yooi  a  comprehensive 
view  of  the  individual  undertakings  of  the  school  department  for  the  past 
year. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Daniel  Wheeler,  Principal 

Norton  High  School,  and  the  Norton  School  system  in  general,  were 
grieved  with  the  passing  of  our  dear  friend  Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese,  in 
December  1977. 

Because  of  the  efforts  of  so  many,  the  high  school  has  successfully  com- 
pleted its  school  year  with  the  following  highlights  to  be  kept  in  mind: 

1.  As  usual,  the  Parent  Advisory  groups  were  consistent  in  attendance, 
very  informative  and  helpful  with  their  suggestions. 

2.  With  the  entrance  of  Norton  High  into  the  Mayflower  League  in 
sports,  our  students  have  subsequently  won  three  play-off  berths  in  state 
tournaments. 

3.  The  establishment  of  a  Career  Education  Resource  Center  and  a 
career  education  teacher  at  the  high  school. 

4.  A  new  contract  was  established  with  the  Westinghouse  Learning  Cor- 
poration to  handle  our  scheduling  and  our  attendance  for  the  high  school. 
Plans  have  been  set  in  motion  to  have  students  scheduled  prior  to  their 
departure  before  the  summer  vacation. 

5.  The  addition  to  the  high  school  staff  of  a  special  needs  teacher  who 
would  be  dealing  with  emotionally  disturbed  and  learning  disabled  stu- 
dents. We  have  excellent  in-service  programs  dealing  with  special  needs 
involving  outside  speakers  and  staff.  Both  department  heads  and  indi 
viduals  teaching  within  the  departments  have  contributed. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Philip  Gorman,  Acting  Assistant  Principal 

The  Student  Council  at  Norton  High  School  effectively  functioned  at 
three  levels  during  the  1977-1978  school  year.  Strides  were  made  in  stu- 
dent government,  fund  raising  and  social  events. 

In  terms  of  student  government,  monthly  meetings  were  held  to  im- 
prove the  functioning  efficiency  of  the  student  council.  The  Fall  Conven- 
tion at  Falmouth  High  School  and  the  Spring  Convention  at  New  Bedford 
High  School  saw  representation  from  five  delegates  and  an  advisor  from 
Norton.  In  addition,  a  student  government  workshop  was  held  for  the  Stu- 
dent Council  by  the  Regional  Advisory  Committee.  The  Student  Advisory 
Committee  and  the  School  Committee  met  several  times  this  year  to  dis- 
cuss a  student  survey,  appointment  of  a  Pep  Club  Advisor,  weighted  class 
rank  and  a  course  on  human  sexuality. 

Fund  raising  events  included  the  Homecoming  Dance  (November  19, 
1977),  the  Senior/Faculty  Basketball  game  (April  4,  1978)  and  the  annual 
Santa  Drive  for  needy  families.  The  Santa  Drive  collected  and  donated 
over  $1,000.00,  the  all  time  school  record. 

Social  events  included  Halloween  Dress  Up  (October  30,  1977),  Home- 
coming Queen  and  Class  Floats  (November  19,  1977)  and  the  Senior  Class 
Breakfast  (May  10,  1978). 

Plans  for  next  year  include  preparation  and  distribution  of  a  new  stu- 
dent handbook,  and  a  renewed  commitment  to  effective  student  govern- 
ment. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  John  Atwood,  Director 

During  the  1977-1978  school  year  the  guidance  department  has  provided 
services  to  all  students.  The  emphasis  has  been  on  individual  counseling. 
Students  have  regular  scheduled  conferences  with  their  guidance  coun- 
selor. Students  are  counseled  in  the  areas  of  career  planning,  vocational 
and  occupational  education,  higher  education  or  military  careers. 

The  counselors  worked  cooperatively  with  the  career  coordinator  in  the 
implementation  of  the  career  education  federal  grant,  *'Me,  Myself  and 
Work."  This  program  is  for  special  needs  students.  The  general  objectives 
of  the  program  are  as  follows:  Appreciation  and  attitudes,  self  aware- 
ness, decision  making,  educational  awareness,  career  awareness,  eco- 
nomic awareness  and  employ  ability  skills.  Students  were  scheduled  on  a 
regular  basis  to  attend  classes  in  the  Career  Resource  Center.  An  orien- 
tation program  for  students  in  grades  nine  through  twelve  was  held  to  ac- 
quaint them  with  the  Career  Education  Program  and  the  Career  Resource 
Center.  The  program  has  been  highly  successful  and  will  be  expanded  in 
the  1978  1979  school  year  to  provide  services  to  all  students. 
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Mr.  Peter  Bartek  directed  the  Standardized  Achievement  Testing  Pro- 
gram. In  October  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test  was  administered  to 
students  in  grades  nnie  through  twelve.  In  May,  achievement  tests  were 
administered  to  students  in  subject  areas.  Mr.  Bartek  coordinated  the 
Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  CEEB  Testing  Program,  National 
Education  Development  Test  and  the  Armed  Services  Vocational  Apti- 
tude Battery.  The  test  results  are  providing  valuable  information  to  teach- 
ers and  administration  for  curriculum  evaluation. 

Norton  High,  in  collaboration  with  Bishop  Feehan  High,  Attleboro  High 
and  North  Attleboro  High,  hosted  a  college  night  on  October  11,  1977. 
Seventy-five  college  representatives  met  with  juniors,  seniors  and  their 
parents.  The  program  was  attended  by  six  hundred  people.  On  December 
6,  1977  a  Financial  Aid  Information  Program  was  held  at  Bishop  Feehan 
High  for  seniors  and  their  parents.  Information  on  the  new  Financial  Aid 
Form  was  presented  by  financial  aid  officers  from  Stonehill  College, 
Bridgewater  State  College  and  Wheaton  College.  The  program  was  well 
attended  and  highly  successful. 

Admission  representatives  from  fifty  schools  of  higher  education  visited 
the  high  school  during  the  year.  Students  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
the  representatives  to  acquire  information  of  many  career  and  college 
programs.  An  Armed  Services  Day  Program  was  held  to  give  students 
information  about  careers  in  the  military. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  forty-two  graduates  in  the  class  of  1978. 
Thirty-six  students  will  attend  a  four-year  college,  seventeen  will  attend 
a  two-year  college,  two  will  attend  nurse  training  programs,  nine  will 
attend  other  post  secondary  schools,  eleven  wiU  enter  the  military,  forty- 
three  will  go  to  work  and  twenty-four  are  undecided.  Forty-five  percent 
are  contmuing  their  education;  thirty-eight  percent  of  the  class  are  en- 
tering the  labor  market  or  will  enter  the  armed  forces;  twenty-four  per- 
cent are  undecided. 

In  the  area  of  special  needs,  a  new  class  was  established  for  students 
with  moderate  special  needs.  This  program  provided  services  for  twenty- 
four  students.  Each  student  received  individualized  instruction  to  meet 
their  special  needs.  Students  also  had  classes  in  the  area  of  values  clari- 
fication. There  are  sixty-one  students  receiving  services  from  the  special 
needs  staff.  Teachers  have  worked  cooperatively  with  the  special  needs 
staff  to  develop  educational  plans  to  meet  students'  individual  needs. 

Dr.  John  Junkala,  Division  of  Special  Education,  Boston  College,  pre- 
sented four  workshops  for  teachers,  special  needs  staff,  guidance  coun- 
selors and  administrators  in  the  area  of  developing  observational  skills 
and  writing  objective  reports.  These  workshops  provided  valuable  infer- 
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mation  to  the  staff,  giving  them  a  better  understanding  of  these  im- 
portant areas.  In-service  programs  have  proven  to  be  valuable  and  we 
intend  to  have  more  of  them  in  the  1978-1979  school  year. 

Our  goal  has  been,  and  will  continue,  to  provide  services  for  every  stu- 
dent in  the  highschool.  The  guidance  and  special  needs  staff,  adminis- 
trators and  teachers  will  continue  to  work  together  to  attain  this  goal. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT  —  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  Chairman 

This  year,  the  Norton  High  School  English  Department  revised  and 
updated  its  curriculum  in  grades  nine  through  twelve.  One  new  course- 
Review  for  College  Boards  met  with  tremendous  student  approval— forty 
students  took  the  course  in  preparation  for  taking  the  SAT's  on  June  3rd. 
In  conjuncticn  with  materials  taught,  various  field  trips  were  taken  by 
students.  These  trips  were  to  Boston,  Newport  and  New  Bedford,  and  the 
tours  involved  visiting  mansions,  a  T.V.  Station,  seeing  play  productions, 
and  viewing  contemporary  city  life  at  the  Quincy  Market. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Frederick  Kelley,  Chairman 

Five  selected  mathematics  students  from  the  senior  class  were  enrolled 
in  a  freshman  Calculus  class  at  Wheaton  College.  The  five  students  suc- 
cessfully completed  this  full  year  college  course  receiving  college  credits. 

The  Mathematics  Club,  consisting  of  twenty  members  from  grades  nine 
through  twelve,  competed  in  two  separate  mathematics  leagues  during 
the  school  year.  Two  of  the  eight  meets  were  held  at  Norton  High  School. 

The  Computer  Club  for  grades  nine  through  twelve  had  meetings  sched- 
uled each  Monday  afternoon  in  the  Computer  Laboratory.  These  students 
are  being  trained  as  laboratory  assistants  and  they  help  manage  the  com- 
puter during  the  school  day  as  well  as  before  and  after  school.  The  com- 
puter is  available  to  all  students  from  7:30  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  each  day. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  John  Minichiello,  Chairman

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT  —  Miss  Evelyn  Rapoza,  Chairman 

The  Business  Education  Department  has  five  business  teachers  and  an 
enrollment  of  over  four  hundred  students.  Most  of  our  students  upon  com- 
pletion of  high  school  will  be  working  in  different  areas  of  business.  We 
try  to  placeourstudents  in  secretarial  or  clerical  positions  each  year.  As 
of  May  1978,  ten  percent  of  our  business  students  are  working  in  busmess 
offices  and  the  department  is  continually  working  on  placing  more  sen- 
iors wherever  jobs  are  available. 

The  department's  offerings  such  as  typing,  personal  typing,  office  ma- 
chines, stenography,  machine  transcription,  and  accounting  have  con- 
tributed a  great  deal  to  the  business  student  as  well  as  other  students 
not  in  business  course  that  are  in  the  high  school. 

The  Business  Department  has  special  students  that  have  already  grad- 
uated from  high  school  or  have  not  graduated  and  are  taking  business 
courses  to  complete  their  high  school  requirements  and  also  helping 
these  students  to  get  clerical  or  secretarial  positions  in  the  business 
world. 

The  enrollment  in  our  shorthand  classes  is  constantly  increasing  each 
year.  The  department  is  offering  half-year  courses  in  Office  Machines, 
Machine  Transcription,  Consumer  Economics,  Personal  Typing  and  Note- 
hand  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  business,  non-business,  and  college-bound 
students.  Typing  enrollment  will  increase  for  next  year.  Business  English 
has  proven  very  successful  this  year  and  will  be  of  benefit  to  those  bus- 
iness students  that  are  planning  a  future  in  business. 

The  Business  Department  prepares  the  students  for  positions  such  as 
clerk  typists,  secretarial  (shorthand  and  machine  transcription),  key- 
punch operators  and  bookkeepers. 

The  department  provides  on-the-job  experience  in  the  office  practice 
classes.  The  students  work  system-wide  for  the  Norton  School  System. 
This  class  does  a  great  deal  of  work  during  the  year.  We  have  done  work 
for  the  school  and  townspeople;  such  as  programs,  tickets,  booklets  and 
curriculums.  For  next  year,  the  office  practice  class  will  be  working  in 
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an  office  simulation  unit.  With  this  unit,  the  department  would  like  to  see 
installed  a  telephone  unit  (Teletrainer  Set)  in  the  office  practice  class- 
room. This  teletrainer  will  provide  the  actual  office  atmosphere  and  use 
of  the  telephone  that  is  absolutely  necessary  in  today's  business  world. 
Speaking  to  businessmen,  they  state  that  the  usage  of  the  telephone  is 
very  important  and  find  that  some  students  are  unable  to  handle  them- 
selves on  the  telephone.  Each  office  practice  student  this  year  was  re- 
quired to  prepare  a  letter  of  application  and  a  data  sheet. 

The  typing  of  term  papers  was  taught  in  all  the  typing  classes  this 
year.  Term  paper  guide  booklets  prepared  by  the  department  and  dupli- 
cated for  the  students  in  the  typing  class  were  used  in  the  instruction  of 
term  papers. 

The  Retail  Merchandising  class  operated  the  bookstore.  Hopefully, 
next  year  we  will  have  the  Distributive  Education  Program. 

The  General  Business  ninth  grade  classes  have  an  exploratory  course 
in  the  business  skills  such  as  accounting,  shorthand,  typing  and  office  ma- 
chines. This  includes  office  work. 

Future  Plans:  Three  courses  were  written  this  year. 

1.  Resource  Duplicating  Processes  Center— this  includes  all  new  equip- 
ment in  the  field  of  offset  duplicating. 

2.  Court  Reporting — twelve  machines  for  use  in  machine  shorthand. 

3.  Distributive  Education — ^preparing  our  students  in  the  field  of  retail- 
ing^Career  Education. 

For  next  year  we  are  offering  a  new  course  called  Data  Processing. 
There  are  twenty-eight  students  enrolled  in  the  course.  Two  classes  of 
data  processing  will  be  offered.  This  course  will  be  coordinated  with  the 
Math  Department. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  Chairman 

One  of  the  major  accomplishments  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  for 
the  1977-1978  school  year  has  been  the  inception  of  an  advanced  placement 
course  in  American  History.  This  course,  approved  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, will  be  taught  for  the  first  time  in  September  1978.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  this  course  to  prepare  "gifted**  students  for  college  courses,  to  let 
them  actually  experience  a  college  course,  and  to  give  them  college  credit 
for  this  course  if  it  is  successfully  completed. 

This  past  year  has  also  seen  the  first  teacliing  of  a  United  States  His- 
tory course  specifically  designed  for  academically  handicapped  students. 
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This  "American  Adventure"  series  is  used  for  students  who  have  diffi- 
culties in  reading  and  learning  in  the  more  traditional  methods.  The  de- 
partment feels  that  this  class  has  been  most  successful.  We  have  reached 
this  conclusion  based  upon  the  drastic  reduction  of  flunking  students  in 
the  lower  groups  and  the  decrease  in  class  absenteeism. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Robert  Maher,  Chairman 

The  Social  .Studies  and  Foreign  Language  Departments  co-sponsored  a 
field  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  this  spring  to  see  the  special 
Pompeii  exhibit  which  is  touring  the  United  States  this  year. 

The  standarized  test  results  from  May  1977  revealed  that  the  second 
level  French  students  had  achieved  the  highest  scores  in  listening  and 
reading  in  the  four  years  that  the  tests  have  been  given  to  our  students. 
The  Spanish  second  level  students  achieved  the  highest  score  in  reading 
for  the  same  period. 

ART  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  John  Beausoleil 

A  change  in  the  physical  set  up  of  the  Art  room  designating  various 
learning  areas  has  taken  place.  Three  areas  are  now  in  operation;  a 
studio/lab  area;  a  resource/ audio  visual  area;  and  a  theory  area.  The 
main  purpose  of  these  areas  is  to  increase  individualization  and  to  im- 
prove use  of  resurces. 

The  Art  and  Graphic  Art  Olubs'  merger  into  the  Multi^Media  Club  has 
brought  about  more  use  of  the  Art  room  resources. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Richard  Pino,  Chairman 

The  exploratory  industrial  arts  program  for  freshmen  has  just  com- 
pleted its  first  full  school  year.  Students  were  enrolled  in  four  different 
ten  week  courses  in  industrial  arts  education.  These  courses  were  metal 
shop,  wood  shop,  graphic  arts  and  technical  drawing. 

A  new  course  in  technical  drawing  sequence,  Advanced  Architectural 
Drawing,  was  approved  by  the  School  Committee. 

The  Graphic  Arts  Department  has  printed  programs,  tickets,  letter- 
heads and  posters  for  the  community  and  the  school  system.  Flocking, 
ghtter  and  Rub-R  ink  were  introduced  into  the  silk-screen  program  this 
year  as  well  as  student  contracts  for  projects. 

Plans  call  for  sandblasting  the  metal  shop  floor  this  summer. 

A  Federal  proposal  was  written  for  an  A.B.  Dick  offset  360  printing 
press  for  Graphic  Art  for  September  1978. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mrs.  Geneva  Rounds,  Chairman 

Some  community  resources  included  field  trips  to  Slater  Mil  in  Paw- 
tucket,  Fernandes  Super  Market  and  Wheaton  Nursery  School.  Guest 
speakers  included  Reverend  Fred  Anderson,  Arthur  Stentiford,  Heidi 
Peckham,  Clair  Heaney  from  the  March  of  Dimes  and  Maureen  Moriaty, 
Family  Day  Care  Specialist. 

Food  classes  were  involved  in  the  annual  pie  sale,  served  the  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  dinners  to  staff  members,  and  operated  the  Dew 
Drop  In  on  a  very  limited  basis  due  to  small  class  size. 

The  classes  in  basic  child  care  held  a  party  for  preschoolers.  Curricu- 
lum in  the  advanced  child  care  class  was  expanded  to  include  Standard 
First  Aid  and  CPR.  Qualified  students  received  cards  from  the  American 
Red  Cross.  Near  the  end  of  the  year,  the  nursery  school  was  run  the 
same  as  last  year.  A  grant  has  been  written  which  would  further  expand 
this  course  next  year. 

Clothing  students  terminated  their  year  with  a  fashion  show  which 
was  attended  by  parents,  friends  and  faculty  members. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION/ ATHLETICS  —  Mr.  Howard  KeUey,  Supervisor 

The  1977-1978  school  year  marks  our  first  year  in  the  Mayflower  League. 
The  most  significant  improvement  in  the  athletic  program  was  the  suc- 
cess enjoyed  by  our  female  athletes.  They  experienced  their  most  suc- 
cessful year  to  date  in  all  sports. 

The  physical  education  program  is  striving  to  meet  the  challenge  of  a 
co-educational  program.  Highlighting  the  year  was  a  visit  by  the  Walnut 
Hill  School  of  Gymnastics,  from  Natick,  Massachusetts.  Their  presenta- 
tion was  very  well  received. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  WilUam  MacMuUen,  Supervisor 

The  Music  Department  has  further  developed  its  program  by  the  addi- 
tion of  new  opportunities  for  learning  and  experience  at  aU  levels,  kin- 
dergarten through  grade  twelve.  Aside  from  the  regular  seasonal  con- 
certs, parades,  football  game  haK-time  shows,  the  band  was  joined  by 
the  chorus  this  year  for  the  annual  exchange  program. 

Several  students  from  the  band  and  the  chorus  had  the  opportunity  to 
audition  for  the  Southeastern  District  Festival  held  annually.  The  stage 
band  performed  for  the  annual  Senior  Class  Play  held  in  March  and  the 
Media  Club  Gong  Show  in  the  fall. 

Through  the  assembly  programs  at  all  three  schools,  the  students  were 
given  an  experience  in  observing  the  bands,  stage  band,  and  all  of  the 
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choruses  perform  and  appreciate  the  different  styles  of  literature  in  in- 
strumental and  vocal  music. 

MEDIA  SERVICES  —  Mrs.  Veronica  Maher,  Librarian 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  Henri  A.  Yelle  Library  this  year,  we  can 
include  the  successful  and  new  orientation  program  for  ninth  graders  and 
an  increase  in  classroom  visits.  The  assistance  of  a  student  teacher, 
Nancy  Menard,  from  Bridgewater  College  proved  to  be  a  valuable  ex- 
perience for  all.  Her  book  talks  proved  so  popular  them  have  been  added 
as  a  regular  service  to  all  classes.  Also,  a  Trivia  Contest,  answers  to  be 
found  in  reference  books,  was  sponsored  by  the  library.  A  total  of  twenty 
students  completed  the  Communications  Technology  Course  this  year. 
Susan  Carey  was  presented  with  the  Senior  Media  Services  Award  for 
outstanding  service. 

Statistically  we  have  added  442  books,  over  250  class  visits  recorded, 
over  2,300  books  circulated  and  student  use  topped  the  15,000  mark. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Principal 

This  past  school  year  has  been  a  busy  and  active  one  for  aH  our  staff 
and  students.  Of  particularly  significance  has  been  the  introduction  of  an 
educational  program  for  the  gifted  students  in  grade  six.  Five  workshops 
were  provided  to  grade  six  teachers  along  with  a  meeting  for  parents. 
After  an  extensive  selection  process  eighteen  students  were  chosen  and 
participated  in  individual  educational  programs  in  specific  areas  while 
still  maintaining  their  regular  program  of  studies.  This  program  will  be 
expanded  to  grade  seven  next  year. 

A  full  day  in-service  workshop  was  also  conducted  for  the  entire  km- 
dergarten  through  eighth  grade  staff  in  preparation  for  next  year's  unit 
approach  utilizing  team  teaching  as  an  important  method.  Techniques 
in  team  teaching  were  reviewed  along  with  goals  of  the  program  for  next 
year.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Mansfield  School  Department  for  their  sup- 
port on  this  day.  A  team  of  teachers  from  Mansfield  assisted  in  making 
this  day  a  success. 

The  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  staff  were  also  organized  into 
teams  for  next  year.  Each  team  will  consist  of  a  Reading,  English,  Sci- 
ence, Social  Studies  and  Math  teacher  and  wiH  be  responsible  for  a  group 
of  students  for  the  entire  day.  This  type  of  organizational  structure  is 
characteristic  of  true  middle  schools  which  must  act  as  a  bridge  be- 
tween the  elementary  and  high  schools.  The  middle  school  child,  the  early 
adolescent,  needs  a  unique  blend  of  both  the  elementary  school  and  the 
high  school.  Our  organizational  pattern  developed  during  this  school  year 
will  be  able  to  provide  this. 
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Closely  related  to  this  idea  will  be  additional  science  facilities  for  all 
our  students.  The  students  of  each  team  will  have  their  own  science  lab- 
oratory in  which  to  work.  These  science  labs  will  be  completed  during 
the  summer  months. 

Also,  related  to  the  new  organizational  structure  of  our  schools  in  Nor- 
ton, is  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Kenneth  Fernandes  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  Principal  at  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School.  Mr. 
Fernandes  has  been  an  outstanding  teacher  and  friend  to  the  middle 
school  students  and  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  town  in  his  new  posi- 
tion. 

Next  year  will  be  an  exciting  year  with  our  new  organization.  The  staff 
is  looking  forward  to  it  and  will  continue  to  extend  their  best  efforts  to 
make  it  succeed  so  that  the  students  will  receive  the  best  education  pos- 
sible. 


MIDDLE  SCHOOL  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT  — 
Mr.  John  Atwood,  Director 

The  Norton  Middle  School  Guidance  Department  has  been  active  in 
providing  services  to  students,  teachers,  administrators  and  parents. 
The  counselors  served  as  Core  Evaluation  Chairpersons,  coordinating 
Core  evaluation  meetings,  working  with  special  needs  teachers,  class- 
room teachers,  administrators,  parents  and  outside  agencies  to  provide 
individualized  educational  programs  for  students  with  special  needs. 

Individual  and  group  counseling  was  provided  for  all  students.  In  ad- 
dition, they  organized  and  administered  the  Standairdized  Testing  Pro- 
gram. Meetings  were  held  with  teachers  to  evaluate  the  test  results.  Test 
scores  were  mailed  home  to  parents  in  April. 

Orientation  programs  were  held  for  students  in  grade  three  entering 
the  middle  school,  and  for  students  in  grade  eight  who  will  be  entering 
the  high  school  in  September  1978. 

The  Guidance  Department  worked  with  the  administration  in  the  re- 
organization of  the  middle  school  for  the  1978-1979  school  year.  The  em- 
phasis will  be  on  team  teaching. 

The  counselors  coordinated  workshops  for  teachers  and  specialists  in 
the  area  of  special  needs.  Dr.  John  Junkala,  Division  of  Special  Educa- 
tion, Boston  College,  presented  two  workshops  on  December  8th  and 
14th  in  the  area  of  developing  observational  skills  and  writing  objective 
reports.  These  workshops  were  beneficial  to  the  staff  in  providing  infor- 
mation to  further  develop  their  skills  in  writing  objective  reports  on  spe- 
cial needs  students. 
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In  the  area  of  special  needs,  there  are  one  hundred  and  forty-two  stu- 
dents receiving  services  from  six  special  needs  resource  room  teachers, 
two  learning  disabilities  specialists,  one  speech  therapist  and  a  school 
psychologist.  Each  student's  educational  plan  is  written  to  provide  an 
individualized  program.  The  special  needs  staff  provided  consultation  to 
teachers,  submitted  a  written  quarterly  report  to  parents  and  held  con- 
ferences with  parents  to  review  the  student's  progress. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  special  needs  staff  worked  on  develop- 
ing objectives  and  long-range  goals  to  enhance  the  development  of  the 
special  needs  program. 

There  are  two  special  needs  classes  for  students  in  the  SPOKE  Col- 
laborative which  provided  individualized  programs  for  fourteen  students 
from  the  towns  of  Norton,  Easton,  Foxboro  and  Mansfield.  On  June  20, 
1978  two  students  graduated  from  the  program  and  will  be  placed  in 
workshops  individually  tailored  to  their  individual  needs. 

A  program  for  parents,  Systematic  Training  for  Effective  Parenting 
(STEP)  was  presented  by  John  Hanson  and  Mrs.  Janice  Burkhart.  Ap- 
proximately one  hundred  parents  completed  the  program. 

JOSEPH  C.  SOLMONESE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  — 
Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Principal 

Since  being  appointed  principal  of  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elemen- 
tary School,  much  time  has  been  spent  coordinating  the  organization  of 
the  elementary  schools.  Along  with  Mrs.  Gorczyca,  Mr.  Ferrara,  Mr. 
Smith,  Mr.  Koss  and  Dr.  Spaine,  we  have  reorganized  the  kindergarten 
through  grade  eight  staffs,  making  the  necessary  transfers  to  accom- 
modate each  school. 

In  addition,  we  have  been  involved  in  interviewing  over  one  hundred 
candidates  for  twenty  positions  needed  to  staff  the  elemenary  school, 
kindergarten  through  grade  eight.  We  have  also  been  involved  in  estab- 
lishing the  starting  times  for  the  elementary  schools,  and  developing 
bus  routes  for  the  Solmonese  school. 

Another  important  aspect  has  been  to  write  the  bid  specifications  for 
the  movable  equipment  for  the  Solmonese  school.  This  equipment  in- 
cluded teacher  desks,  chairs,  student  desks  and  chairs,  library  equip- 
ment, physical  education  equipment,  music  equipment,  cafeteria  equip- 
ment, all  media  center  equipment  and  furniture,  and  all  office  furniture, 
etc.  Bid  specifications  were  also  reviewed  with  the  proper  recommen- 
dations made  to  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  for  award- 
ing. It  will  also  be  necessary  to  check  all  equipment  as  it  is  delivered 
and  place  it  in  the  necessary  locations. 
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Also,  conducted  during  this  period  of  time  was  a  one  day  workshop 
for  elementary  teachers,  kindergarten  through  grade  eight,  on  team 
teaching.  This  was  done  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Norton  Middle  School. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  attending  elementary  school  building  com- 
mittee meetings,  meetings  with  the  architect,  staff  and  with  the  prog- 
ress of  the  building  of  the  Solmonese  school. 

LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  — 
Mrs.  Natalie  Gorczyea,  Principal 

In  October  a  fire  safety  program  was  conducted  with  cooperation  from 
the  Norton  Fire  Department. 

The  volunteer  program  was  utilized  again  this  year  with  about  fifty 
parents  working  and  assisting  teachers  throughout  the  day,  as  well  as 
thirty  or  more  parents  acting  as  homeroom  mothers. 

On  November  1,  1977  the  Kindergarten  curriculum  presentation  was 
held  at  Faith  Alliance  by  the  kindergarten  teachers,  Mrs.  Patti  Fergu- 
son, Miss  Carol  Jensen,  Mrs.  Nancy  Roy  and  Miss  Mary  Schriever. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  consists  of  the  following  members:  Mrs. 
Joan  DeCosta,  Mrs.  Diane  Makrin,  Mrs.  Mary  Scotti,  Mrs.  Pat  Travers, 
Mrs.  Judy  Gibbs,  Mrs.  Janet  Andreason,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Lamb,  Mrs. 
Karen  Buja,  Mrs.  Jan  Pelletier  and  Mrs.  Mary  Cunningham.  Mrs.  Joan 
DeCosta  was  chairperson,  Mrs.  Diane  Makrin,  secretary,  and  Mrs.  Pat 
Travers,  treasurer. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  fund  raising  events  included  two  bake 
sales;  one  in  November  1977  which  grossed  $220.00,  and  another  in  April 
1978  grossing  $250.00. 

The  Annual  Fishing  Derby  held  at  Wheaton  College  in  June  for  chil- 
dren in  grades  kindergarten  through  three.  The  Parent  Advisory  Board 
also  sponsored  a  movie  in  April  at  the  cafetorium  for  grades  kinder- 
garten through  three. 

A  sports  program  for  boys  and  girls  in  grade  three  was  again  con- 
ducted during  the  school  year  with  Mr.  Michael  Muffs  and  Mr.  Michael 
Dancey  in  charge.  They  covered  the  following  objectives: 

1.  To  promote  social  relationships  among  students. 

2.  To  increase  perceptual  motor  skills. 

3.  To  promote  athletic  interest. 

4.  To  develop  specific  athletic  skills  in  various  areas. 
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The  above  were  met  Llirough  the  iollowhig  activities;  Floor  hockey, 
scooter  board  activities,  calisthenics,  handball,  soccer,  softball  whiffle 
ball,  football  skills,  dodge  ball  games,  and  basketball  skills. 

Next  year  similar  activities  will  be  planned  for  the  appropriate 
levels. 

On  April  14,  1978  kindergarten  registration  was  held  during  the  day. 
On  June  7,  1978  the  Kindergarten  Orientation  Program  for  parents  was 
held  in  the  cafetorium. 

I       The  Parent  Advisory  Board  planned  an  Appreciation  Tea  at  the  L. 

G.  Nourse  Cafetorium  in  May  for  all  staff  members,  homeroom  moth- 
■    ers  and  parent  volunteers,  secretaries  and  aides. 

A  bus  safety  program  was  conducted  during  the  school  year.  Evacua- 
tion drills  were  reld  in  the  fall  and  spring  in  all  grades. 

1  This  year  the  elementary  and  intermediate  Art  program  followed  and 
j  expanded  upon  the  existing  Art  curriculum  in  all  areas  of  art  (draw- 
I  ing,  painting,  sculpture,  crafts,  print-making,  pottery,  architecture  and 
!  art  history).  Two  mini-units  in  woodworkmg  and  calligraphy  have  been 
I  developed.  In  addition  to  this,  learning  centers  and  resource  materials 
I  for  each  of  these  areas  have  been  greatly  expanded  upon.  These  cen- 
I     ters  were  designed  to  be  integrated  with  other  areas  such  as  social 

studies,  math,  creative  writing,  science,  etc.  Hopefully  this  will  aid  in 

team  teaching  next  year. 

Students  were  encouraged  and  aided  in  participating  in  Art  contests 
held  during  the  year.  The  Art  and  Music  Departments  worked  together 
in  a  few  combined  contests  for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT  — 
Mr.  John  Atwood,  Director 

At  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  the  guidance  and  special  needs  staff  have 
been  active  in  providing  services  to  students,  teachers  and  parents.  Mrs. 
Janice  Burkhart,  Guidance  Counselor  and  chairperson  for  Core  evalua- 
tion meetings,  coordinated  the  Stanford  Achievement  Testing  Program, 
and  provided  group  counseling  for  students.  Individual  counseling  for 
students  was  provided  by  Miss  Mary  Conroy,  Guidance  Counselor.  The 
counselors  provided  career  awareness  units  for  students  in  grades  kin- 
dergarten through  three. 

In  the  area  of  special  needs,  there  are  one  hundred  and  forty-nine 
students  receiving  services  from  two  special  needs  teachers,  five  learn- 
ing disabilities  specialists,  one  speech  therapist  and  a  school  psycholo 
gist. 
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The  learning  disabilities  specialists  organized  and  directed  kindergar- 
ten screening;  administered  the  Slingerland  Screening  Test  to  two 
hundred  and  fifty  second  grade  students;  wrote  recommendations  for 
remediation  and  general  and  specific  three,  six  and  nine  month  goals 
for  educational  plans;  and  implemented  individualized  programs  for 
special  needs  students. 

The  two  substantially  separate  classes  have  provided  individualized 
programs  for  eighteen  students.  Each  of  the  students  were  integrated 
for  art,  physical  education,  music,  library,  recess  and  lunch.  Several 
of  the  students  were  integrated  for  social  studies  and  science.  Quarterly 
progress  reports  were  submitted  to  parents  and  parent  conferences 
were  held  in  November  and  April. 

The  speech  therapist  serviced  in  grades  kindergarten  through  three 
and  pre-school  children.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  all  kindergarten 
students  were  screened  in  speech  and  language.  The  speech  therapist 
provided  individual  and  group  therapy  for  students.  Parent  conferences 
were  held  to  discuss  the  information  relative  to  the  students'  speech 
problem,  therapy  goals,  remediation  procedures  and  recommendations. 
Quarterly  reports  were  written  and  submitted  to  parents. 

The  speech  department  presented  a  workshop  for  parents  to  inform 
them  of  goals  and  objectives  of  the  speech  program. 

On  November  30,  and  December  7,  Dr.  John  Junkala,  Boston  College 
School  of  Education,  presented  workshops  for  all  staff  members  in  the 
area  developing  observational  skills  and  writing  objective  reports  on 
students  with  special  needs. 

The  learning  disabilities  staff  and  the  Core  evaluation  ohairperson 
wrote  a  federal  grant  application  under  P.L.  94-142,  Title  VI-B.  This 
proposal  is  designed  to  provide  an  individualized  program  in  a  highly 
structured  resource  room  setting  for  approximately  tv/elve  children  whose 
learning  problems  include  severe  deficits  in  the  following  areas:  Audi- 
tory and  visual  perception;  motor  functioning;  written  and  oral  com- 
munications; concept  formation;  and  attending  behavior.  The  program 
will  begin  in  September  1978.  The  program  will  be  staffed  by  a  teacher 
and  an  instructional  aide,  and  supported  by  a  guidance  counselor. 

COORDINATOR  OF  READING,  SYSTEM-WIDE,  AND  ELEMENTARY 
LANGUAGE  ARTS  —  Mr.  William  Ferrara 

CURRICULUM 

The  Zaner-Bloser  Handwriting  program  was  extended  to  fourth  grade. 
Curriculum  Associates  Working  Words  in  Spelling,  an  individualized  ap- 
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proach  to  spelling  was  also  introduced  at  this  level. 

A  handbook  was  developed  for  secondary  teachers  of  content  area 
subjects. 

A  Kindergarten  screening  lest,  the  NKPA,  (Norton  Kindergarten 
Placement  Analysis)  was  developed  which  will  be  used  next  fall.  This 
individualized  analysis  tests  basic  readiness  skills  at  developmental 
levels.  The  results  of  the  test  will  enable  Kindergarten  teachers  to  set 
up  a  more  individualized  classroom  in  which  children  will  be  working 
at  different  levels  in  all  skill  areas. 

TITLE  I 

The  Title  I  program  Project  REACH  was  again  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  This  program  services  middle  grade  students 
who  are  experiencing  reading  difficulties.  Norton  was  also  awarded  Part 
B  funds  with  which  a  basic  reading  program  was  set  up  with  career 
awareness  and  occupational  education  an  integral  part.  Part  B  is 
awarded  annually  on  a  competitive  basis. 

WORKSHOPS 

The  Zaner-Bloser  consultant  held  a  penmanship  workshop  for  fourth 
grade  teachers.  The  consultant  also  met  with  fifth  and  sixth  grade  teach- 
ers to  give  them  some  suggestions  for  improving  handwriting  until  the 
program  reaches  those  grades. 

The  consultant  from  Curriculum  Associates  met  with  fourth  grade 
teachers  to  orient  them  to  the  new  spelling  program. 

The  Reading  Department  held  a  workshop  for  content  area  teachers 
of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  level. 

COORDINATOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCIENCE,  SOCIAL  STUDIES  AND 
MATH  —  Mr.  Robert  P.  Smith 

During  this  past  year,  the  Math,  Science  and  Social  Studies  curricu- 
lums  have  been  broadened  and  strengthened.  The  Individualized  Math- 
ematics System  (IMS)  has  been  extended  through  grade  six.  A  sincere 
thank  you  to  all  volunteers  who  have  supported  and  participated  in  this 
program.  This  parent  involvement  has  certainly  increased  its  effective- 
ness. I  look  forward  to  having  your  assistance  next  year.  Also,  in  a  con- 
tinued attempt  to  improve  the  Basic  Facts  Program,  a  management  sys- 
tem has  been  developed  by  the  Math  Curriculum  Commitee.  Minimum 
competencies  were  determined  and  a  means  of  recording  student  prog- 
ress through  grade  six  has  been  devised.  Hopefully,  the  combination 
of  these  two  programs  will  provide  the  children  of  Norton  with  a  solid 
mathematical  background. 
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The  Science  Curriculum  has  been  piloting  a  program  developed  by  the 
National  Dairy  Council.  **Food  .  .  .  Your  Choice",  a  nutrition  learning 
system,  consists  of  three  sequential  programs  designed  to  prepare  ele- 
mentary students  to  make  intelligent  food  choices  and  to  establish 
healthful  dietary  habits. 

The  Map  Skills  Program  which  began  as  a  pilot  project  last  year  is 
now  an  integral  portion  of  the  grades  four  through  six  Social  Studies 
Curriculum.  The  inclusion  of  this  program  should  provide  the  final  ele- 
ment of  a  comprehensive  elementary  social  studies  curriculum.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE  —  July,  1978 

The  Norton  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  has  been  meeting 
regularly  over  the  past  year,  supervising  and  managing  the  construction 
of  the  new  elementary  school.  Many  of  the  members  of  this  committee 
were  on  the  High  School  Buildmg  Committee  and  worked  with  Mr.  Joseph 
C.  Solomonese.  We  were  all  sadden  by  his  untimely  passing  and  un- 
animously voted  to  recommend  to  the  School  Committee  that  the  name 
of  the  new  elementary  school  be  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary 
School.  We  feel  this  is  a  very  appropriate  and  fitting  name,  and  are 
very  appreciative  that  the  School  Committee  honored  this  request. 

The  construction  of  the  building  has  been  right  on  schedule  through- 
out the  year.  The  only  delay  in  time  was  during  the  blizzard  in  February 
so  the  committee  granted  the  contractor  an  additional  seven  days  which 
put  the  completion  date  at  July  7,  1978.  However,  at  that  date  the  build- 
ing was  96%  complete.  The  committee  needs  the  building  to  put  in  all 
the  furnishings  and  to  have  it  ready  for  opening  on  the  first  day  of  school 
in  September.  We  probably  will  make  it,  but  we  are  now  scheduling  very 
close  to  opening  day. 

The  architectural  plans  by  Drummy,  Rosane  &  Anderson  Architects 
of  Newton,  Mass.  were  very  good  and  the  building  committee  has  voted 
for  very  few  changes.  All  extra  costs  were  held  to  a  minimum. 

With  the  exception  of  the  slight  delay  in  meeting  their  completion  date 
on  time,  the  general  contractor,  Ctimberland  Construction  Company  of 
Bellingham,  Massachusetts,  has  done  a  very  good  job.  The  building  com- 
mittee is  pleased  with  the  new  school  building  and  feel  that  when  citi- 
zens of  Norton  visit  the  school  on  dedication  day,  sometime  this  fall, 
everyone  will  be  pleased  with  the  school,  and  especially  with  the  cost 
which  should  be  approximately  $32.00  per  square  foot  furnished.  The  costs 
of  similar  buildings  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  are 
running  approximately  $45. 00  per  square  foot. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  amount  of  time  and  effort  that  each  member 
of  the  building  committee  has  given  to  the  committee,  and  also  the  time 
and  effort  given  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine, 
Jr.,  and  the  new  principal  of  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  School,  Mr.  Richard 
Silva,  all  of  which  will  ultimately  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  students.

Robert  B.  Ewing,  the  representative  from  East  Bridgewater  to  the 
District  since  the  organization  of  the  District  in  1964,  passed  away  on 
November  10,  1977.  The  Committee  is  deeply  saddened  by  his  passing. 
His  vigor,  understanding,  effort  and  loyalty  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  Committee,  however,  is  looking  forward  to  a  relationship  with 
Mr.  Ewing's  successor,  Mr.  Stanley  B.  Goldman,  a  long  time  educator 
from  East  Bridgewater,  who  has  retired  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  that  town. 

There  are  a  total  of  twenty-four  occupational  programs  offered  at 
Southeastern  Regional  High  School  and  six  at  the  Technical  Institute 
level.  School  population  is  1288  secondary  and  202  post-secondary,  for  a 
total  of  1490  students  benefiting  from  vocational  training. 

The  Evening  School  programs  offered  specialized  training  to  inter- 
ested citizens  of  the  District  in  12  speciahzed  programs  to  470  students. 
105  students  were  enrolled  in  the  apprenticeship  programs.  Participa- 
tion in  the  evening  school  programs  increased  40%  over  1976. 

An  extensive  summer  school  program  is  provided  for  all  students 
requiring  tutorial  help. 
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The  Job  Placement  Program,  under  the  direction  of  the  Guidance 

Department,  located  97%  of  the  graduating  students  in  jobs.  Aid  in  job 
location  and/or  relocating  is  offered  to  past  graduates  as  well  as  each 
graduating  class. 

The  interscholastic  program  was  expanded  by  providing  opportuni- 
ties for  girls  to  compete  in  the  Mayflower  League  in  field  hockey,  soft- 
ball  and  basketball  and  track. 

Students  requiring  special  needs  aid  continue  to  be  served  by  the 
three-regional-school  collaborative.  Mr.  Charles  W.  McDonald  of  Nor- 
ton chairs  the  Collaborative  of  Southeastern,  Old  Colony  and  Bristol- 
Plymouth  Regional  School  Districts. 

The  1977  town  meetings  approved  changes  in  the  agreement  be- 
tween the  communities,  changing  the  organizational  date  to  after  the 
town  meeting  and  the  election  of  the  Brockton  representatives  to  four- 
year  terms.  Both  of  the  changes  will  benefit  the  operation  of  the  Dis- 
trict Committee. 

A  new  structure  is  being  erected  on  the  school  property.  The  struc- 
ture will  be  known  as  the  Pre-Fabrication  Center  and  will  be  used  by 
the  Mill  &  House  Carpentry  students.  It  has  been  designed  to  eventually 
produce  modular  structures  such  as  automobile  garages,  cottages  and 
small  homes.  The  students  in  the  Mill  &  House  Carpentry  shop  are 
building  the  structure.  Utilities  such  as  plumbing,  electricity  and  heat 
are  being  completed  by  the  students  in  those  respective  shops.  Once 
again,  Southeastern  is  employing  its  "Do-it-Yourself"  philosophy. 

No  one  town  in  the  District  has  a  responsibility  for  maintaining  the 
school  property.  Rather,  the  District  must  assume  those  responsibilities. 
The  maintenance  of  all  athletic  fields,  lawns,  driveways  and  buildings 
is  done  by  a  core  of  people  trained  and  experienced  in  those  particular 
areas. 

The  football  field,  for  example,  must  be  relocated  and  rehabilited 
because  of  expanding  athletic  programs.  With  the  proper  men,  equip- 
ment and  raw  materials,  the  field  will  be  improved,  costing  the  towns 
many  dollars  less  than  using  the  services  of  an  independent  contractor. 

Lawns  are  cut,  fertilized  and  watered  by  our  own  personnel.  Drive- 
ways are  swept,  repaired,  plowed  clear  of  snow,  once  again  properly 
utilizing  men  and  equipment. 

The  administration  is  seeking  new  and  improved  methods  of  offer- 
ing instruction  to  large  groups,  as  well  as  individualized  instruction.  The 
addition  to  the  school  included  three  areas  designed  to  conduct  both 
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large  group  and  individualized  instruction.  Two  of  the  areas  are  de- 
signed to  accommodate  approximately  150  students  at  a  time  for  large 
group  instruction.  The  other  area  will  accommodate  80  students  at  a 
time  for  individualized  training.  The  use  of  audio-visual  equipment  is 
the  pace-maker  for  both  kinds  of  instruction.  All  of  the  pilot  programs 
have  met  with  unqualified  success. 

Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new,  different  ways  of  conducting 
its  educational  programs  to  better  benefit  the  student  while  at  the  same 
time  accomplish  that  end  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayer  of  the  Dis- 
trict.

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The  total  loss  excluding  brush  vehicle  fires  for  the  year  1977  was 

$139,431.35.  In  the  year  1976  we  had  a  total  loss  of  $204,475.31.  This  de- 
crease in  fire  loss  can  be  contributed  to  the  role  of  our  fire  prevention 
program  which  the  Norton  Fire  Department  has  instituted.  We  were 
fortunate  that  we  did  not  lose  a  single  life  in  any  of  our  dwelling  fires, 
although  we  had  a  few  close  calls.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  urge  the  Norton  towns  people  to  purchase  smoke  detectors  for  their 
homes.  The  cost  of  said  detectors  is  negligible  as  compared  to  the  loss 
of  a  human  life. 

The  fire  department  also  would  like  to  remind  anyone  contemplat- 
ing installing  a  wood  stove  or  chimney  to  obtain  the  proper  permits  for 
such  installations.  The  Norton  Fire  Department  does  not  endorse  any 
one  type  of  equipment,  but  upon  request  will  answer  any  questions  in- 
volving fire  alarms,  fire  extinguishers,  etc.

Engines  2  and  3  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  class  A  pumper.  En- 
Igine  2  is  a  rebuilt  engine  dating  back  to  1954.  The  same  as  Engine  3. 
Both  of  these  trucks  should  be  used  as  forest  fire  trucks  with  Engine  3 
being  refurbished  with  a  new  4  wheel  drive  chassis. 

Rescue  1  and  Utility  Truck:  The  chassis  for  rescue  1  should  be  re- 
placed immediately  due  to  several  factors.  The  chassis  of  the  rescue 
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■should  be  used  as  a  chassis  for  the  utility  truck  in  order  to  give  the 
department  further  service  from  the  truck. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  experienced  a  year  that  has  gone  un- 
paralleled in  previous  years.  The  blizzard  of  "78"  which  was  preceded  by 
serious  flooding  conditions  in  many  parts  of  the  town  put  a  strain  on 
both  men  and  equipment.  However,  the  call  and  permanent  fire  fighters 
and  officers  showed  a  great  deal  of  dedication  and  responsibility  by 
their  efficient  tackling  of  extra  long  hard  duties  during  these  two  ex- 
treme natural  emergencies.  We  were  fortunate  during  these  two  emer- 
gencies that  the  fires  and  rescue  calls  we  had  were  kept  to  a  minimum 
and  handled  quickly  and  efficiently  with  the  help  that  we  had.  Speaking 
of  the  help  we  had  I  would  like  to  thank  the  snowmobile  and  four  wheel 
drive  owners  that  were  here  for  many  hours  during  the  storm  and  who, 
without  their  equipment  we  would  have  been  helpless. 

The  most  serious  fire  Norton  had  this  year  could  have  been  devas- 
tating to  the  town  of  Norton.  This  fire  involved  the  former  Talbot  Woolen 
Mill  on  Elm  St.  The  fire  had  gained  much  headway  before  the  Fire  De- 
partment was  notified,  and  the  flames  were  coming  through  the  roof 
upon  our  arrival.  The  fire  was  extinguished  after  a  battle  that  saw  all 
of  the  Norton  apparatus  pressed  into  service,  plus  contingents  from  At- 
tleboro,  Mansfield,  Easton  and  Rehoboth,  whom  we  called  upon  for 
assistance. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  town  departments  for 
their  assistance  during  the  year,  and  especially  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  Norton  Fire  Department  for  a  fine  job  well  done. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  voters  who  attended  the  town  meetings  and 
approved  our  articles  and  for  those  who  voted  the  articles  down,  thank 
you  for  allowing  us  a  chance  to  plead  our  case.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

The  town  of  Norton  was  fortunate  during  the  brush  fire  season.  The 
number  of  forest  fires  and  brush  fires  was  kept  at  a  minimum.  There 
were  several  factors  contributing  to  this,  one  was  the  watchful  eyes  of 
the  North  Attleboro  Fire  Tower,  and  the  other  was  the  consciousness  of 
of  the  towns  people  in  Norton.  The  several  fires  we  had  were  minor 
and  did  a  minimum  of  damage. 

The  fire  department  received  a  four  wheel  drive  Jeep  from  the  Civil 
Defense  last  year  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  The  fire  fighters  refurbished 
this  vehicle  into  a  brush  fire  piece  and  it  has  proven  invaluable  in  get- 
ting into  unaccessable  parts  of  the  woods.  We  are  about  to  receive  an- 
other vehicle  this  fall,  and  it  will  also  be  refurbished  to  do  forest  fire 
and  brush  fire  work.  This  will  avoid  using  the  bigger  pumpers  for  woods 
fires,  and  allow  them  to  be  kept  free  for  building  fires. 

We  also  hope  the  state  will  allow  us  the  burning  again  for  2  months. 
We  gave  out  over  800  permits  last  year  and  we  did  not  have  one  that 
got  out  of  hand. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  again  mention  to  land  owners  to  please 
keep  any  fire  trails  open  so  that  we  can  gain  easy  access  to  the  wood- 
lands.

Veterans'  benefits  are  allotted  to  those  veterans*  and  their  depend- 
ents who  are  found  to  be  in  need  through  no  fault  of  their  own.  Each 

applicant  is  thoroughly  investigated  by  your  Agent,  and  approval  fcr 
payments  of  such  benefits  is  approved  by  the  OfTice  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Mass. 

All  monies  expended  for  the  care  of  the  veteran  and  his  dependents 
are  reimbursable  to  the  town  by  the  Commonwealth  at  50%. 

Service  work  for  the  veteran  and  his  dependents  consist  of  filing  for 
widows  and  orphans  pension  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  veteran, 
disability  pensions  in  the  event  the  veteran  becomes  so  disabled  that  he 
can  no  longer  work.  Also,  pensions  for  those  65  years  or  older.  The 
Agent  has  been  heavily  involved  in  this  type  of  work  this  past  year. 

Other  areas  covered  in  service  work  consist  of  filing  for  burial  allow- 
ance, procuring  grave  markers  for  deceased  veterans,  assistance  in 
getting  the  veteran  into  VA  hospital  should  the  need  arise,  procuring 
copies  of  lost  or  stolen  discharges,  filling  out  annual  pension  question- 
naire cards  for  the  veteran  or  widow,  filling  out  educational  forms,  rou- 
tine visits  to  nursing  home  patients,  referrals  to  various  agencies  for 
assistance  and  advising  the  veteran  and  his  dependents  for  benefits 
due  them  under  State  Veterans  Programs  and  Federal  Veterans'  Pro- 
grams. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  Town  Depart- 
ments who,  when  called  upon,  so  ably  assisted  me  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  the  Highway  Dept  from  July  1.  1977  to  June  30,  1978. 
We  had  the  worst  snow  storm  I  remember  Feb.  6,  1978  and  it  cost 
more  money  than  any  snow  storm  in  history.  We  had  a  lot  of  road  dam- 
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age  due  to  the  abuse  of  a  severe  winter.  Type  I  mix  was  applied  to  por- 
tions of  East  Main  Street,  North  Worcester  Street  and  Eddy  Street. 

We  sealed  many  roads.  We  replaced  the  bridge  on  Richardson  Ave. 
with  3  6-foot  culverts  encased  in  concrete.  Drainage  problems  are  get- 
ting to  be  more  of  a  problem  because  of  land  value.  We  are  less  able  to 
get  easements  to  dump  water,  so  problems  sometimes  take  quite  some 
time  to  get  done.  Signs  in  the  town  are  always  a  problem  and  are  ex- 
pensive to  the  town.

Gentlemen: 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  Town  body  consisting  of  nine  non-paid 
members.  The  Council  concerns  itself  in  assisting  our  Senior  citizens  of 
any  new  tj^e  programs  or  other  type  assistance  to  which  they  may  be 
entitled. 

The  Council  meets  monthly  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month  to  determine  if  new  policies  should  implemented  for  the  good 
of  the  Council  or  any  aspect  to  better  help  the  Seniors. 

The  Council  has  direct  supervision  over  the  mini-bus  which  was  pur- 
chased by  a  vote  of  the  townspeople  in  1975.  The  bus  is  free  to  all  seniors, 
and  arrangements  must  be  made  for  it's  use  24  hours  in  advance.  Such 
arrangements  can  be  made  at  the  Drop  in  Center  which  is  located  in 
the  Unitarian  Church  Vestry  either  by  phone  or  in  person. 

The  Drop  in  Center,  which  has  proven  to  be  an  ideal  place  for  seniors 
to  engage  in  various  recreation  type  programs,  and  the  programs  are 
supervised  by  Mrs.  Sue  Dirks,  who  over  the  years  has  proven  to  be  a 
most  capable  and  able  director. 

The  Center  is  open  on  Tuesday,  Thursdays  and  Fridays  of  each  week, 
hours  are  10:00  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  and  each  day  there  are  different  programs 
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offered  such  as  line  dancing,  bingo,  classes  in  arts  and  crafts.  Birthday 
and  anniversary  parties  are  held  on  a  monthly  basis  for  all  seniors  having 
birthdays  and  anniversaries  in  that  particular  month.  Blood  pressure 
clinic  is  also  offered  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Hot  lunches  are  served  daily  at  a  small  cost  at  the  Norton  High 
School  Cafeteria,  except  during  holidays  and  the  summer  months.  This 
has  proven  to  be  very  popular. 

Merchants  in  Norton  have  been  most  cooperative  in  granting  dis- 
counts to  our  senior  citizens.  I.D.  cards  for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained 
at  the  Drop  in  Center  on  the  days  that  it  is  open. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  year  1979  will  be  a  productive  year  for  the  Council, 
and  an  excellent  one  for  all  of  our  senior  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
July  1, 1977  to  June  30, 1978 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  is  an  elected  body  consisting  of  seven 
non-paid  members  who  act  to  oversee  and  coordinate  growth  and  deve- 
lopment within  the  town.  Between  July  1,  1977  and  June  30,  1978  the 
Norton  Planning  Board  held  28  regular  meetings,  7  Public  Hearings,  and 
5  Workshop  sessions.  Planning  Board  activities  can  be  broken-down  into 
two  general  areas;  plan  reviews  and  approval  including  both  individual 
building  lots  and  subdivisions,  and  comprehensive  planning  projects. 

In  this  period,  the  Planning  Board  approved  19  plans  for  building 
lots  on  existing  streets  (''Subdivision  Conlrol  Law  Not  Required"),  totall- 
ing 51  residential  building  lots.  Six  plans  were  denied  but  later  resub- 
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mitted  for  approval  with  a  variance  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  totalling 
8  residential  building  lots.  One  plan  was  denied  without  further  action. 
The  Planning  Board  also  approved  two  Subdivision  plans  for  a  total  of 
22  new  residential  building  lots.  In  addition,  a  preliminary  subdivision 
plan  was  reviewed  by  the  Board. 

Comprehensive  pJ  arming  projects  in  this  period  included  revisions  to 
the  Zoning  By-Laws,  1-495  Local  Growth  Policy,  Fair  Housing  Objectives, 
Bikepath  development,  Floodplain  studies  for  the  Federal  Flood  Insur- 
ance Program  and  the  reissuing  of  House  Numbers. 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  the  Planning  Board  spent 
a  great  deal  of  time  revising  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  of  1974  to  con- 
form with  the  standards  set  by  the  state.  The  revisions  included  some 
procedural  changes  in  the  By-Law,  design  and  operation  standards  for 
gravel  removal  operations,  the  elimination  of  use  variances,  and  an  up- 
date of  the  map  designating  the  use  districts.  Four  "input"  hearings  were 
held  to  gather  information  for  the  map  and  air  the  views  of  the  people. 
The  final  map  and  By-Law  amendments  were  presented  at  a  Public 
Hearing  after  which  the  Zoning  revisions  were  placed  on  the  warrant 
for  Special  Town  Meeting,  June  26,  where  the  package  was  finally  ap- 
proved. New  Zoning  By-Law  books  will  be  available  in  the  Town  Clerks 
Office. 

With  the  construction  of  Rt.  1-495  underway,  we  have  been  looking 
ahead  to  the  possible  growth  impacts  which  will  be  felt  m  Norton.  Our 
effort  has  coordinated  with  other  area  towns  under  the  direction  of  the 
Southeast  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District.  With 
the  input  of  the  towns  and  guidance  from  growth  experts,  SRPEDD  has 
put  together  reports  on  what  the  towns  should  expect  in  terms  of  growth, 
and  how  to  best  maximize  the  benefits  that  will  come  with  the  new  inter- 
state. Persons  interested  in  the  results  of  the  1-495  task  force  study  can 
contact  the  Norton  Planning  board  Office  where  information  is  available. 

Fair  Housing  objectives  set  a  town  policy  for  the  elimination  of  dis- 
crimination in  housing,  particularly  for  minorities  and  female  heads  of 
the  household.  In  February,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  asked  that  the  Plan- 
ning Board  appoint  the  Town  Planner  as  the  agent  responsible  for  the 
review  of  housing  Practices  in  the  effort  for  just  allocation  of  housing. 

The  Bikepath  construction  has  been  delayed  in  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  in  Transportation  on  the  design  of  the  Wading  River 
bridge;  a  bridge  that  is  necessary  to  safe  bike  and  foot  travel  along  Rt. 
123.  A  new  plan  calls  for  a  foot  bridge  parallel  to  the  existing  highway 
bridge.  We  hope  to  be  into  construction  in  the  fiscal  year  1978-1979,  dt- 
pendent  on  the  Highway  Department  schedule. 
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In  March,  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  published  a  Flood- 
plain  map  of  the  Town  of  Norton.  Since  that  time,  the  Planning  Board 
and  Conservation  Commission  have  set  about  to  ask  for  clarification  of 
many  vague  areas  on  the  map.  This  may  necessitate  additional  bench- 
marks to  be  set  in  town  for  a  future  project  with  possible  funding  in- 
volved. Additional  benchmarks  will  lower  the  cost  for  the  homeowner  in 
determining  whether  or  not  their  house  is  in  a  floodplain. 

For  a  few  years  now  street  numbers  on  houses  have  been  just  short 
of  total  confusion.  In  an  effort  to  correct  some  obvious  problems  and 
make  the  job  of  assigning  house  numbers  to  new  development  easier  in 
the  future,  the  Planning  Board  is  re-assigning  house  numbers  in  town. 
This  does  not  mean  that  every  number  will  necessarily  change  but  we 
hope  to  straighten  out  the  greatest  problem  areas.  The  new  numbers 
will  make  allowances  for  new  houses  that  might  be  built  between  existing 
homes  as  well  as  features  that  render  the  land  undevelopable.  We  ask 
that  when  you  receive  your  number  card,  that  you  post  the  assigned  num- 
ber as  soon  as  possible  as  is  required  by  law. 

The  Planning  Board  has  experienced  many  new  faces  this  year.  In 
August,  Town  Planner  Cheryl  Cooper  resigned  and  left  the  Board  search- 
ing for  a  new  Planner.  In  September,  Secretary  Maria  Arcaro  also  re- 
signed and  was  replaced  by  Diane  Leroux. 

In  early  December,  Planning  Board  member  Ronald  Lima  resigned 
from  the  Board  in  order  to  devote  more  time  to  his  new  position  in  the 
Fire  Department.  In  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Richard 
Owen  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  election  time.  New  member 
James  Watson  was  welcomed  to  the  Planning  Board  after  the  April 
elections.  In  May,  the  Planning  Board  reorganized  with  John  Schneider 
Jr.  retaining  the  Chairmanship  and  Raymond  Hebert,  Clerk. 

After  operating  for  five  months  without  a  Planner,  the  Planning 
Board  hired  Laurel  Jenney  for  the  Town  Planners  position  on  a  part-time 
basis  imtil  June.  In  June,  Miss  Jenney  began  working  full-time  in  the 
Planners  position. 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  office  is  open  daily  from  8:30  a.m.  to 
4:30  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday.  We  welcome  any  questions  on  zoning, 
subdivisions  or  other  planning  related  topics.  We  also  have  material  on 
Solar  Energy,  Water  Conservation  Recycling,  and  a  variety  of  ecological 
concerns  for  your  information.  The  Planning  Board  holds  regular  meet- 
ings on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every  month.  Anyone  wishing  to 
be  on  the  agenda  should  call  the  Secretary  at  the  Planning  Board  office.

Authority  members  thanked  Mr.  Church 
for  his  excellent  service  and  dedication  to  the  board  as  Treasurer  of  the 
authority. 

In  April  of  1978,  Raymond  N.  Patenaude  was  elected  to  the  authority 
for  a  5  year  term.

24,  1978  on  the  new  additional  80  units.  The  contract  was  signed  by 
Concrete  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  of  Everett,  MA.  in  December  of  1976. 
The  authority  has  been  disappointed  in  the  manner  in  which  the  con- 
tractor has  handled  the  project.

5  emergency  trees  removed.  (Middle  of  the  nite  and  soaking  wet.) 

11  bad  trees  removed  and  4  boles  from  last  year.  7  others  heavy 
pruned. 
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8  Tree  Warden  meetings  attended. 

A  small  building  back  of  the  Tree  Barn  was  cleaned  out,  tightened 
up,  and  re-papered,  for  use  as  Tree  Dept.  Dead  Storage. 

Prof.  Cliff  Chater  came  into  Town  again  and  advised  on  Trees  & 
Bugs. 

An  old  Mulberry  (can't  hardly  find  a  Buggy  Whip  anymore,  either) 
was  saved  by  pruning  and  cabling. 

Removed  big  dead  triple  Pine  on  E.  Main  St.  and  2  pines  at  Winne- 
cunnet.  Many  big  pines  and  spruces  seem  to  be  fast-drying  from  the  top 
down. 

Lifted  and  cut  back: 

King  Philip  Rd.  for  School  Busses,  S.  Washington,  Pleasant,  part  of 
Oak  St.,  and  balance  of  Richardson  Ave. 

The  Elec.  Co.  trimmed  trees  and  set  new  poles  on  half  of  Walker  St. 
Also  2  new  poles  on  Richardson  Ave.  (To  service  new  houses). 

They  also  topped  6  trees  for  the  Town. 

Storms  &  Tree  Damage: 
January  9  —  Wind. 
January  20  —  15  inches  snow. 
January  15  —  Ice. 

January  26  —  Chinook  wind  and  rain  (Flooding). 
February  6  —  Great  Blizzard  of  '78.  We  were  cleaning  up  for 
better  than  a  month,  and  there  is  still  a  lot  of  broken  limbs. 
March  4  —  7  inches  of  snow.  (We  all  got  ''Snow  Nerves"). 

The  Brush  Dump  off  Newland  St.  was  closed  Sept.  23rd  at  the  in- 
sistance  of  the  State  Environmental  People. 

However,  we  opened  it  up  again  after  the  Big  Storm  and  burned  a 
lot  of  brush  during  the  Extended  Burning  time. 

Conservation  Director  David  (Stumpy)  Opatka  and  the  C.E.T.A.  crew 
have  been  using  the  Tree  Truck  a  lot,  and  they  have  done  much  roadside 
cutting  and  chipping  for  the  Tree  Dept.,  and  much  of  the  Big  Storm  clean- 
up. 

I  surveyed  the  Town  and  compiled  about  $2,000.00  worth  of  Possible 
Wind  Damage  Federal  Reimbursement. 

They  finally  allowed  us  $176.00.

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NORTON  SEWER  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT July.  1978 

The  Norton  Sewer  Commission  has  met  regularly  on  the  first  and 
third  Thursdays  of  the  month  during  1977-78  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  Sewer 
Commission  met  regularly  with  representatives  from  Metcalf  and  Eddy, 
Inc.,  Consulting  Engineers,  to  finish  up  the  "201  Sewer  Facilities  Re- 
port." The  report  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their 
comments  were  included  in  the  report.  The  report  was  presented  to  the 
Town  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  and  the  voters  of  Norton  voted  to  re- 
ceive the  report  and  to  allow  the  Sewer  Commission  to  begin  negotiations 
with  Mansfield. 

The  Sewer  Commission  was  advised  by  the  Consulting  Engineers 
that  the  State  Division  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  had 
placed  a  further  study  of  the  Norton  Grove  area  on  their  priority  list 
for  almost  100%  reimbursement  with  Federal  funds  if  the  voters  of  Nor- 
ton would  vote  to  pay  their  share  which  would  be  quite  small,  compcira- 
tively  speaking.  With  this  in  mind  the  Sewer  Commission  then  presented 
two  articles  to  the  town  at  the  regular  Town  Meeting.  The  town  voted 
not  to  go  any  further  with  the  study  at  this  time  and  voted  both  articles 
down.

The  Norton  Recreation  Commission  went  through  a  few  changes  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Recreation  Director  Tim  McEndy  resigned  and  was 
replaced  by  Christopher  Boardman.  Under  Mr.  Boardman's  direction, 
the  Commissions  programs  were  more  varied  and  more  diversified  than 
in  the  past.

Overall  the  past  year  has  been  a  good  success.  The  town's  Recrea- 
tion Program  will  continue  to  grow  as  the  great  interest  is  still  there.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

I  was  appointed  Supt.  of  Insect  Pest  Control  Sept.  1,  1977  and  very 
soon  found  that  I  had  $2,010  to  work  with;  29  diseased  elms  that  were 

tagged  for  removal  by  the  state  and  no  place  to  dump  the  wood. 

Only  one  thing  to  do:  give  the  wood  away.  But  who  wants  big  elm 
butts?  After  many  phone  calls  a  company  from  Stoughton  that  makes 
wooden  pallets  said  if  I  piled  them  up  they  would  remove  them  at  no 
cost  to  the  town.  I  convinced  people  that  small  elm  wood  will  split  and 
burn  well  and  because  of  the  fuel  crisis  all  small  wood  was  taken  and 
burnt  by  homeowners. 

All  the  brush  was  chipped  so  no  debris  from  removal  was  put  into 
the  town's  sanitary  landfill.  When  the  money  ran  out  we  had  removed 
38  diseased  trees.

I  put  out  250  gallons  of  Sevin  to  tents  at  Town  Hall,  schools,  ceme- 
teries and  some  roadsides. 

Also  applied  155  gallons  of  ammino  to  roadside  poison  ivy. 

I  attended  several  meetings  held  by  the  State  Department  of  En- 
vironmental Management  concerning  the  gypsy  moth  problem.  Repre- 
sentatives of  various  towns  were  advised  what  chemicals  to  use  and  to 
spray  by  helicopter. 

We  put  out  bids,  then  the  state  advised  us  not  to  spray  for  the  con- 
trol of  gypsymoths  by  helicopter. 

We  decided  to  ground  spray  yards  on  request  and  a  notice  was  put 
in  area  papers  to  call  my  home.  Wow!  The  phone  rang  all  hours  of  the 
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day  and  night.  Three  private  spray  men  were  hired  and  they  took  care 
of  197  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $4,094.50. 

I  think  we  got  to  everyone  who  called.  If  we  didn't,  I  apologize.

1977-1978  REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

At  their  meeting  of  May  5,  1978  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
re-elected  as  Chairman  Alfred  Gariepy  and  Paul  Curelop  as  clerk. 

In  November  1977,  after  many  years  of  faithful  service,  the  Board 
accepted  the  resignation  of  John  Pino.  Harry  Dermody  was  appointed 
to  complete  Mr.  Pino's  term. 

It  was  also  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  announced  that  Donald 

Robinson,  Supt.  since  1954,  had  informed  them  of  his  intention  to  retire 
effective  July  21,  1978.  Mr.  Robinson  had  worked  for  the  department  pre- 
vious to  this  for  a  period  of  approximately  3V4  years.  The  Town  and  the 
Board  will  miss  his  quiet,  effective  leadership. 

We  are  still  forced  to  maintain  the  ban  on  the  use  of  automatic 
sprinklers  and  are  imposing  a  $25  fine  for  any  violations.  In  March  1978, 
because  of  the  lack  of  storage,  the  Board  placed  a  moratorium  on  new 
services.  This  is  a  harsh  move  and  we  will  review  it  in  six  months  but 
the  Board  felt  that  we  had  an  obligation  to  the  existing  residents  of  our 
Town.  The  Board  has  applied  for  federal  assistance;  however,  there  has 
not  been  anything  concrete  to  offer  at  this  time.  Each  year  the  need  for 
the  water  storage  tank  becomes  greater.  We  are  presently  using  each 
day  more  water  than  we  can  store  for  a  day.  This  is  not  a  good  situa- 
tion and  we  will  not  be  able  to  avoid  it  much  longer. 

The  office  is  working  on  instituting  computerized  billing  effective 
with  the  September  1978  bills. 

The  men  of  the  department  have  installed  six  inch  mains  under  a 
$25,000  Community  Development  Block  Grant  in  the  Grove  area  on  the 
following  streets:  Rock  Lane,  Holly  Road,  North  Lakeview  Road,  Hickory 
Road,  Azelea  Road,  Arbutus  Road.  They  have  also  completed  all  the 
work  to  connect  the  loop  on  King  Philip  Road  to  our  No.  5  well. 
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We  are  grateful  to  the  Highway  Department  for  its  cooperation  on 
these  jobs  and  throughout  the  years.  We  also  appreciate  the  hard  work 
the  men  of  the  department  have  done  in  saving  the  Town  money  on  in- 
stalling these  mains.

On  behalf  of  the  Inspection  Department,  we  will  continue  to  advise 
our  townspeople  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  rules  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  and 
our  services  for  Wiring,  Plumbing,  Health  and  Building  Inspectors. 


Continuing  in  our  effort  to  improve  Norton's  atmosphere  for  indus- 
try and  commerce,  we  have  split  our  attention  in  four  directions  over 
the  past  year. 

Working  with  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  we  have  negotiated  a  relocation  of  South  Wash- 
ington Street  making  the  Bay  Street  interchange  with  Route  495  an 
asset  to  the  proposed  industrial  area  at  the  Paul  A.  Dever  site. 

Through  an  extensive  review  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and  Industrial 
and  Commercial  zones  we  have  been  able  to  contribute  to  the  improve- 
ment of  zoning  in  Norton.  Many  of  our  recommendations  were  accepted

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by  the  Planning  Board  and  will  help  toward  better  controlled  develop- 
ment in  the  future. 

We  have  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  helping  individual  com- 
panies with  their  developing  problems.  Our  assistance  generally  takes 
the  form  of  advice  on  problems  such  as  financing,  expansion  or  specific 
zoning  regulations.  If  we  can  not  help  with  a  particular  problem  we  at 
least  make  sure  the  company  makes  contact  with  someone  who  can 
help  them. 

Once  again  this  year  our  main  efforts  have  been  directed  toward  the 
pursuit  of  the  Dever  land.  In  December  of  1977  the  Bill  passed  the  Senate 
and  it  looked  like  it  would  pass  the  House.  However,  a  last  minute  op- 
position by  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  killed  the  Bill  in  the  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee.  The  first  six  months  of  1978  have  been 
devoted  to  negotiating  conditions  for  a  workable  Bill  to  appease  the  State 
Legislature,  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  the  Paul  A.  Dever  trus- 
tees and  still  provide  Norton  with  a  reasonable  deal.  At  this  writing  it 
appears  that  we  have  done  so,  however,  due  to  the  fact  that  Congress 
will  probably  adjourn  early  this  year,  the  Bill  may  not  be  considered 
until  1979. 

In  the  meantime,  we  have  started  research  for  a  report  to  the  Town 
which  will  attempt  to  answer  four  basic  questions  regarding  the  Dever 
property.  What  are  our  goals?  What  is  the  best  method  of  development? 
What  is  the  best  method  of  selling?  What  will  be  the  economic  impact 
to  the  Town? 

The  report,  when  completed,  will  answer  these  and  many  more 
questions  and  will  be  the  basis  for  our  recommendation  for  or  against 
the  purchase  of  the  Dever  property. 


REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Fiscal  1977-1978  was  a  progressive  year  in  the  Norton  Police  Depart- 
ment. The  number  of  complaints  answered  by  the  Police  Department  in- 
creased 88  percent  over  the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  arrests  in- 
creased 19  percent.  However,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  serious 
crime  index  dropped  33  percent  last  year,  and  for  the  first  quarter  of 
this  year  it  has  decreased  51.4  percent— the  lowest  in  the  area.  Unfor- 
tunately, as  the  town  grows,  so  does  the  motor  vehicle  accidents;  they 
increased  19.3  percent  and  there  were  four  fatalities. 
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The  Administration  within  the  Police  Department  was  strengthened 
with  the  appointment  of  Lieutenant  James  H.  Dunlap,  the  first  since 
1961,  when  Lieutenant  Wilbur  P.  Brown  retired.  There  were  also  five 
permanent  patrolmen  appointments  made. 

During  the  past  year  officers  attended  numerous  training  schools  in 
all  phases  of  police  work.  And  all  supervisory  personnel  have  now  com- 
pleted Command  Training  at  the  New  England  Institute  of  Law  En- 
forcement Management,  at  Babson  College.  Also,  fifteen  members  of 
the  Special  Police  graduated  from  the  Second  Police  Department  In- 
Service  Training  Class.  The  forty  hours  of  training  included  courses  in 
First  Aid,  Firearms,  Criminal  Law,  and  Traffic  Investigation.  The  offi- 
cers attended  classes  on  their  own  time. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  fortunate  to  have  received  a  total 
of  $65,980  in  Federal  and  State  Grants  for  new  programs  and  equipment 
this  past  year. 

A  CETA  Grant  was  received  to  hire  and  equip  six  Security  Police 
Officers.  Their  function  is  to  patrol  town  properties  with  the  intent  to 
prevent  vandalism. 

Since  their  beginning  in  January,  they  have  logged  over  28,000  pa- 
trol miles  and  have  investigated  over  300  incidents.  They  have  prevented 
damage  to  town  properties,  and  have  reported  valuable  information  to 
the  Police  Department  that  has  led  to  arrest  and/or  prevented  crimes. 

The  Police  Department  has  also  received  Grants  from  the  Gover- 
nor's Highway  Safety  Bureau.  They  include  a  radar  unit,  pedestrian 
safety  material— movie  projector,  slide  projector,  screen  and  safety 
films;  and  a  fully  equipped  Motorcycle. 

The  Police  Department  has  instituted  three  new  programs  to  pro- 
vide for  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public. 

The  Safety  Program  developed  in  the  Fall  of  1976,  deals  with  high- 
way, pedestrian,  school  bus,  bike  and  home  safety  programs. 

The  Safety  Officer  has  lectured  to  children  from  the  nursery  school 
level  through  the  high  school  level. 

The  Police  Department  recently  established  a  Crime  Prevention 
Unit.  The  objective  is  to  provide  for  the  safety  and  security  of  the  pub- 
lic, their  businesses,  households  and  possessions,  by  concentrating  on 
areas  for  the  prevention  of  crime  in  their  homes,  at  business  and  on 
the  street. 

The  Crime  Prevention  Officer  has  lectured  to  civic  and  private 
groups  on  how  to  prevent  against  housebreaks,  vandalism,  etc. 
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The  newest  program  deals  with  the  prevention  of  illegal  drugs  in 
our  schools. 

An  exhibition  of  drug  detection  by  a  dog  trained  to  sniff  drugs  has 
been  given  to  students  from  the  middle  school  through  high  school. 
Periodically,  thereafter,  the  dog  wiU  be  brought  into  the  school  to  sniff 
out  drugs  in  students'  lockers. 

The  Police  Department  realizes  that  it  cannot  keep  drugs  off  the 
street,  but  it  will  do  its  best  to  keep  it  out  of  our  schools. 

As  you  can  see,  fiscal  1977-1978,  was  a  progressive  and  busy  year. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  their  continuous  support.  And,  a  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
various  other  Town  Departments  for  their  fine  cooperation.  Finally,  a 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  excellent  cooperation 
and  guidance  during  the  past  year.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
Annual  Report  —  Norton,  Mass.  —  December  31, 1977 

On  June  30,  1978  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  nineteen  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norton  and  nineteen 
other  communities  in  the  county. 

The  Project  experienced  one  of  the  worst  mosquito  seasons  that  it 
has  encountered  since  its  inception. 

The  early  arrival  of  warm  weather  was  partially  responsible  for  an 
early  start  to  the  mosquito  season  and  rains  that  came  later  on  created 
additional  breeding  areas. 

Even  with  the  heavy  influx  of  mosquitos  there  was  but  one  case  of 
equine  encephalitis  reported  in  the  entire  county. 

In  February  we  began  our  larviciding  program  and  9OV2  acres  were 
treated  before  our  sprayers  were  mounted  on  April  11. 

The  spraymg  season  terminated  on  September  9th  and  our  brook 
and  ditch  maintenance  program  got  underway.  This  resulted  in  the 
reclamation  of  4,415  feet  of  existing  waterways  and  the  removal  of  4,415 
feet  of  brush. 

The  Project  also  treated  142  catch  basins  found  to  be  breeding. 

Our  tractor-trencher  reclaimed  1,250  feet  of  ditch  where  hand  work 
was  not  feasible. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  cooperation.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

Due  to  her  untimely  death  Margaret  Eden  was  unable  to  complete 
her  report  for  the  Annual  Town  Reports.  The  Following  several  para- 
graphs have  been  pulled  together  from  the  notes  that  she  made  for  her 
report  to  the  Library  Corporation  at  its  annual  meeting  held  on  April 
17,  1978.  Hopefully  they  will  reflect  the  dedication  and  joy  with  which 
she  served  the  Town  of  Norton.  (HRE) 
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As  with  all  of  you,  myinterest  is  in  what  these  student  architects 
are  presenting  this  evening.  Thus  my  report  is  going  to  be  brief.  All  of 
you  will  have  to  read  the  Annual  Town  Report  for  statistics  and  details. 

Since  the  beginning  of  our  fiscal  year  in  July,  1977  there  has  been  an 
exciting  summer  StoryTime  program  ending  with  a  well-received  Ray- 
nard,  the  Magician,  who  had  us  all  puzzled.  Sue  Tweedy,  our  Children's 
Librarian,  has  continued  planning  a  series  of  StoryTimes  with  Debi 
Broyles  and  Marion  Ross  assisting.  As  evidence  of  their  success,  Regis- 
tration Day  is  usually  the  Friday  before  the  programs  are  due  to  begin. 
The  library  opens  at  10:00  a.m.  and  by  10:20  both  hours  are  usually 
filled.  In  this  program,  as  in  all  others,  there  is  no  one  that  would  not 
benefit  with  more  space,  more  staff,  and  more  money.  Mrs.  Hersey*s 
special  class  came  a  week  ago;  their  excitement  made  me  wish  harder 
than  ever  that  there  was  more  of  all  three. 

In  the  years  that  I  have  been  at  the  Norton  Public  Library  I  cannot 
remember  its  being  closed  so  often.  The  big  blizzard  really  had  its  im- 
pact! Those  closed  days  and  no  traveling  days  brought  down  our  cir- 
culation totals.  Now  that  fishing,  barbecues,  gardens  and  the  outdoor 
seasons  are  upon  us,  the  circulation  figures,  upon  which  many  judge 
the  worth  of  a  library,  will  be  lower  than  the  past  year.  What  is  en- 
couraging is  the  increased  use  of  material  within  the  library,  and  that 
is  another  argument  for  more  space. 

Approximately  one  third  of  the  population  of  the  town  are  registered 
library  users.  Of  course,  the  ideal  would  be  100%.  Realistically,  two- 
thirds  would  be  a  goal  to  aim  for.  Out  of  town  users  come  from  Attle- 
boro,  Dighton,  Easton,  Foxboro,  Hopedale,  Mansfield,  Middleboro,  Mil- 
ford,  North  Attleboro,  Rehoboth,  Taunton,  and  West  Bridgewater.  Whea- 
ton  students  have  been  using  the  library  more  in  the  past  few  years. 

The  monthly  art  exhibits  remain  popular.  Freshly  painted  walls 
would  be  a  better  background.  The  exhibit  case  in  the  foyer  is  popular 
also.  We  have  been  thanked  by  many  mothers  for  the  addition  of  a  play 
pen.  CETA's  program  has  supported  us  with  a  page. 

The  Bookie  Corner  in  the  Patriot  is  a  happy,  if  time  consuming 
chore.  There  have  been  no  takers  from  either  the  Staff  or  the  Board  of 
Directors.  I  think  I'll  invite  the  public  to  air  their  views  about  the  li- 
brary. 

In  order  to  continue  receiving  State  Grants  we  will  have  to  come  up 
with  a  Community  Survey  in  the  near  future.  Those  presenting  their 
plans  this  evening  asked  many  of  the  questions  that  we  shall  have  to 
answer  for  the  state.  Many  more  answers  will  be  needed  before  a  new 
library  is  more  than  just  a  longed-for  dream.  If  any  of  you  have  any 
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knowledge  of  some  company,  foundation,  or  government  source  which 
is  looking  for  the  use  of  its  surplus,  for  a  tax  deduction  (ill-gotten  or 
not),  please  keep  us  in  mind. 

This  librarian's  report  cannot  end  without  acknowledgement  to  a 
Board  of  Directors  who  support  my  plans  for  the  library,  who  initiate 
their  own  plans,  who  are  trying  to  solve  all  of  our  problems.  The  Staff, 
Barbara  Johnson,  Marion  Ross,  Bette  Richmond,  Sue  Tweedy,  Nancy 
Pappalardo,  Debi  Broyles,  Beckie  Shepherd,  and  Marita  Spencer  make 
this  librarian's  job  a  happy  one.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  1978  fiscal  year  came  to  an  end  simultaneously  with  the  sudden 
death  of  our  librarian  of  thirteen  years.  Miss  Margaret  E.  Eden.  Her 
death  came  also  just  as  the  Norton  Public  library  was  about  to  embark 
on  its  largest  project  in  its  ninety-nine  year  history.  Peg  Eden  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  the  library  staff,  library  patrons,  and  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  continued  with  long  range  planning 
and  thinking  of  ways  to  improve  our  services  to  the  Town.  Day-to-day  de- 
cisions were  left  in  the  capable  hands  of  Peg  Eden  and  her  competent 
staff  of  part-time  assistants. 

For  many  months  the  Board  considered  the  idea  of  a  Bookmobile  as 
one  method  to  bring  library  services  to  a  wider  public.  However,  after 
considering  such  points  as  initial  cost,  maintenance  and  garaging  prob- 
lems, difficulties  in  restocking  while  parked  on  a  busy  street,  and  lack 
of  adequate  storage  space  in  our  building  we  began  to  consider  other  al- 
ternatives. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  several  other  libraries  in  Mass- 
achusetts, including  Attleboro,  have  given  up  on  the  idea  of  Bookmobiles. 

The  problems  of  lack  of  space  in  our  present  building,  the  lack  of  ex- 
pansion space  at  our  present  site,  and  a  serious  lack  of  parking  space  all 
contrived  to  force  us  to  look  seriously  at  the  idea  of  a  new  building.  Dur- 
ing the  fall  Carlton  Moore,  a  member  of  the  Board,  approached  us  witli 
the  thought  of  having  a  class  of  architecture  students  from  Wentworth 
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Institute  work  on  plans  for  a  new  Public  Library.  At  the  1977  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Library  Ccrporation  Cheryl  Cooper,  the  Planning  Direc- 
tor for  the  Town  at  that  tune,  suggested  the  use  of  the  old  Town  Hall  or 
the  Hedges  building  for  a  new  library.  The  Board  decided  against  reno- 
vation of  an  existing  building  and  so  began  to  think  of  possible  sites. 
Various  locations  were  considered  but  the  Hedges  property  seemed  ideal 
both  because  of  its  location  next  to  the  new  Municipal  Building  and  the 
fact  that  the  Town  already  owned  it. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Corporation  in  April  several 
students  from  Wentworth,  representing  the  best  efforts  of  over  eighty 
students  in  two  classes,  presented  their  ideas  of  a  new  building  based 
upon  their  study  of  our  present  building,  our  needs  and  the  Hedges  site. 
At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  June  townspeople  voted  unanimously  to 
designate  the  Hedges  property  as  the  site  of  the  future  Norton  Public  Li- 
brary. In  addition,  the  Board  has  begun  to  investigate  possible  outside 
sources  of  funding  since  it  is  our  desire  that  the  people  of  Norton  will  not 
have  to  bear  the  cost  of  construction. 

Maintenance  and  repairs  to  our  building  must  continue,  even  as  we 
plan  for  the  future.  Major  work  on  our  front  steps  and  chimney  were 
completed  in  the  fall.  A  new  hot  water  heater  was  recently  installed  and 
some  much  needed  plumbing  repairs  completed.  The  possibility  of  in- 
stalling a  smoke  and  fire  detector  system  tied  into  the  new  fire  station 
was  investigated.  One  bid  of  $4,250  for  the  equipment  plus  an  estimate 
of  $3-4,000  for  installation  forced  us  to  postpone  this  project  for  the  mo- 
ment. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  now  faced  with  the  tasks  of  finding  a  re- 
placement for  Peg  Eden  and  continuing  the  planning  for  a  new  building. 
Hopefully,  the  former  will  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  summer. 
The  latter,  with  help  from  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  in  Bos- 
ton, win  be  a  project  that  should  occupy  much  of  our  time  during  the 
coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
Fiscal  Year  July  1,  1977  to  June  30,  1978 

This  year  was  one  of  many  changes  and  much  activity.  The  Com- 
mission welcomed  two  new  members:  Mrs.  Judith  Goguen  as  a  Commis- 
sion member  and  Mr.  Herb  Allen  as  an  Associate  member.  We  also  had 
two  members  leave.  Mr.  Allan  Pearson  resigned  for  personal  reasons. 
Mrs.  Mary  Dahl  was  not  reappointed  by  our  Selectmen  and  her  term  ex- 
pired on  June  30,  1978.  The  Commission  has  the  deepest  regard  for  the 
manner  in  which  they  served  and  sincerely  thanks  them  for  their  many 
contributions  as  members. 

Fifteen  public  hearings  were  held  during  the  year.  This  is  the  great- 
est number  of  hearings  in  a  single  year  since  the  Commissions  inception. 
We  believe  that  this  increase  is  due  to  an  enhanced  public  awareness  of 
the  many  problems  caused  by  the  alteration  of  our  extensive  wetland 
areas. 

The  hearings  ranged  in  nature  from  rather  minor  alterations  to  ma- 
jor and  complex  alterations  as  in  the  instance  of  the  proposed  construc- 
tion of  seventeen  apartment  dwellings  off  Freeman  Street. 

Mr.  David  Opatka,  Conservation  Director,  has  been  of  invaluable 
service  to  the  Commission  in  rendering  technical  advise  regarding  the 
impacts  of  these  many  proposals.  Mr.  Opatka  is  also  charged  with  the 
supervision  of  the  C.E.T.A.  work  crews  which  have  been  busy  with  a 
number  of  beautification  and  maintenance  projects  throughout  our  town. 
The  Commission  gratefully  acknowledges  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Opatka 
in  securing  the  maximum  possible  federal  and  state  funding  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  T.I.  recreational  property. 

In  closing,  the  Commission  welcomes  any  interested  citizen  to  its 
meetings.  These  meetings  are  open  to  all  and  your  comments  are  always 
appreciated.

Minor  questions  and  problems,  such  as  the  in- 
stallation of  a  walkway  to  East  Main  Street  by  Wheaton  College  and  the 
replacement  of  doors  on  the  Unitarian  Church,  have  been  handled  by  the 
Commission's  officers.  The  chairman  also  conferred  at  length  with  the 
Town  Planner  concerning  proposed  new  zoning  regulations  pertaining  to 
the  District.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

Among  its  other  activities,  in  January  the  Commission  sponsored  a 
lecture  by  Peter  Thorbahn  of  the  Brown  University  Public  Archeology 
Laboratory  on  archeological  discoveries  made  in  Norton  in  connection 
with  the  planning  for  Route  1-495.  The  Commission  submitted  an  article 
for  the  March  special  town  meeting  directing  the  Selectmen  to  set  up  a 
committee  to  investigate  possible  future  uses  for  the  old  Town  Hall.  The 
article  passed,  and  the  committee  is  now  at  work.  In  April  it  endeavored 
to  help  save  one  of  Norton's  old  houses  by  officially  urging  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals  to  permit  relocation  of  the  Clark  house  to  a  new  lot  on 
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East  Main  Street.  In  May  it  arranged  a  ceremony  at  which  Representa- 
tive Leon  Lombard!  presented  to  landowners  in  the  Historic  District  cer- 
tificates that  their  houses  are  now  listed  in  Washington  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places.  After  the  snowstorm  it  distributed  informa- 
tion on  where  to  apply  for  grants  to  repair  damaged  historic  buildings. 
In  response  to  requests  by  citizens,  it  also  conferred  with  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  in  regard  to  placing 
other  Norton  houses  on  the  National  Register. 

In  cooperation  vdth  the  Norton  Historical  Society  the  Commission 
is  carrying  out  an  oral  history  project  to  record  the  memories  of  elderly 
Norton  residents.  It  is  still  deeply  interested  in  acquiring  and  preserving 
King  Phillip's  Cave.  Very  recently  it  has  made  arrangements  for  the 
publication  of  a  booklet  of  sketches  about  old  Norton  by  one  of  its  mem- 
bers, Town  Historian  Joseph  Yelle  The  booklet  should  be  ready  by  Christ- 
mas, 1978. 

The  Historical  Commission  deeply  regrets  the  passing  of  Alton  H. 
Foster,  whose  enthusiasm  and  hard  work  were  the  driving  forces  behind 
the  restoration  of  the  old  Number  3  School  House  on  West  Main  Street.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

The  new  municipal  complex  of  fire  station,  public  works  department, 
town  offices,  and  enlarged  police  station  is  approximately  98  percent 
completed  at  this  time. 

The  complex  is  the  result  of  planning  started  in  1970  when  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  voted  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  a  Municipal  Building 
Committee  to  hire  architects,  contractors  and  consultants  to  plan  the 
project. 

Washburn  and  Luther  Associates  of  Attleboro  were  chosen  as  the 
architects,  and  F.  W.  Madigan  Company,  Inc.,  of  Worcester  as  the  con- 
tractors. John  F.  Gonsalves  was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Works. 

In  March,  1973,  Town  Meeting  voted  in  the  purchase  of  part  of  the 
House  in  the  Pines  property  as  the  site  for  the  proposed  municipal  build- 
ings, and  a  master  plan  was  drawn  up  which  projected  needed  municipal 
space  through  the  year  1995. 

Ground  breaking  ceremonies  were  held  on  April  5,  1977. 

Building  #1  of  the  plan,  in  addition  to  the  Police  Department,  the 
Town  Hall  area  and  Fire  Department.  The  second  floor  of  the  building, 
originally  the  gymnasium,  was  remodeled  to  include  a  third  floor. 

The  Police  Department  area  has  been  expanded  to  more  than  twice 
its  original  size,  with  the  addition  of  more  office  space,  classrooms,  con- 
sultation rooms  and  locker  space.  On  the  two  floors  above  the  Police 
Station  are  the  town  offices  for  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Town  Treas- 
urer, Executive  Secretary,  Assessors,  Building  Inspector,  Veterans 
Bureau,  Planning  and  Conservation  Boards  and  other  town  officials. 

In  the  area  between  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  is  the  Central 
Municipal  Communications  Center  which  will  connect  Fire,  Police,  schools. 
Water  Department  and  any  other  town  department  which  might  be  in- 
volved in  an  emergency  situation. 

Also  in  the  communications  field,  a  new  private  phone  system  is  now 
being  installed  by  Rolm  of  New  England  with  more  sophisticated  equip- 
ment and  at  considerable  savings. 

The  Fire  Department  facilities  include  offices,  sleeping  quarters  for 
on-duty  firemen  and  room  for  six  fire  trucks  or  more. 
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Building  #2,  for  the  Public  Works  Department,  houses  22  stalls,  in- 
cluding two  large  areas  for  repairs,  and  will  house  all  the  equipment  the 
department  uses. 

Presently,  the  Public  Works  Building  is  ready,  and  the  Police  De- 
partment is  using  its  new  facilities.  Yet  to  be  completed  is  some  wiring, 
some  partitioning  of  town  offices,  and  furnishings  for  offices  to  be  de- 
livered by  September  8. 

Total  cost  of  the  major  project  is  $1,904,485.00.  A  federal  grant  from 
the  Department  of  Commerce,  Economic  Development  Administration.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  on  Thursday,  April  28,  1978  and  or- 
ganized as  follows:

The  Selectmen  have  had  many  meetings  during  the  past  year  not 
only  dealing  with  the  day  to  day  operations  of  the  town  but  attempting  to 
meet  the  future  demands  that  will  be  placed  upon  the  town. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  progress  of  the  new  municipal  building  and 
look  forward  to  an  open  house  where  the  residents  of  the  town  can  see 
the  new  facilities  for  the  fire,  police,  Town  Hall  and  highway  employees. 
The  Municipal  Building  Committee  is  to  be  thanked  for  aU  their  efforts 
during  its  construction.  The  town  has  given  authority  to  the  Norton  Li- 
brary Association  to  use  the  land  on  the  Hedges  Property  for  a  new  li- 
brary. 

The  highway  and  secretarial  employees  of  the  town  have  joined  a 
union,  as  is  their  right,  and  thus  adds  to  the  changes  taking  place  in  town 
government. 

The  town  is  currently  participating  in  a  collective  purchasing  pro- 
gram with  five  other  towns  through  Project  Spoke  which  is  working  out 
well  in  savings  to  the  to^vn. 

The  Selectmen  as  v/ell  as  many  other  town  officials  are  aware  of  the 
construction  of  1-495  through  the  town.  It  will  have  great  impact  on  the 
town.  There  are  many  concerns,  however,  the  major  one  is  the  effect  on 
the  town  water  supply.  This  is  being  watched  closely  by  the  Water  De- 
partment and  the  Conservation  Commission. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  sudden  deaths  of  Francis  West,  a  dis- 
patcher for  the  Norton  Fire  Department,  Margaret  Eden,  the  Norton 
Librarian  and  Alton  Foster  who  served  the  town  well  over  the  years. 

Our  town  report  is  dedicated  to  Donald  Robinson,  Superintendent  of 
the  Water  Department  who  retired  this  year.  Good  luck,  Don. 

The  Selectmen  want  to  thank  all  who  volunteered  their  services  in 
the  famous  February  blizzard  of  1978.  It  is  an  experience  we  can  go 
without  but  it  was  gratifying  to  be  a  witness  to  much  kindness  and  neigh- 
borliness  that  was  evident  during  those  trying  days.  Members  of  the  Po- 
lice Department,  Fire  Department  and  Highway  Department  were  ever 
ready  to  assist.  Thanks  to  all. 
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We  have  had  during  the  past  year  many  employees  through  CETA 
(Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act)  who  have  assisted  greatly 
to  supplement  our  employee  staff.  Much  work  has  been  done  under  the 
able  leadership  of  David  Opatka,  the  Conservation  Director. 

The  Board  is  also  assisting  the  IDC  in  the  proposed  legislation  that 
would  result  in  acquirmg  substantial  acreage  of  the  Dever  property  for 
industrial  expansion. 

The  town  meeting  of  June  26,  1978  approved  the  new  zoning  map 
which  now  is  regulated  by  Chapter  808.  The  zonmg  changes  hopefully  will 
provide  the  guidelines  for  the  growth  of  the  town  by  allowing  more  land 
for  commercial  and  industrial  use. 

A  very  special  thanks  to  all  who  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  town.

b)  Expenditures:  The  Commission  may,  subject  to  appropriation, 
employ  personnel  and  incur  other  expenses  appropriate  to  the  carrying 
on  of  its  work  provided  that  the  Town  appropriates  funds  for  these  pur- 
poses. 

c)  Personnel:  The  Commission  shall  hire  and  train  personnel  for 
the  Communication  Center.  It  shall  establish  a  criteria  for  the  operational 
procedure  of  the  Communication  Center.  It  shall  dismiss  employees  for 
just  cause  when  necessary. 
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Section  5.  Severability:  In  the  event  that  any  section,  paragraph 
or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitu- 
tional, every  other  section,  paragraph  or  part  shall  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  6.  Effective  Date:  Following  Town  Meeting  approval,  this 
by-law  takes  effect  immediately  when  approved  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  Commonwealth.

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2.  A  nonrecurring  expense  shall  not  include  personnel  or  salary  ex- 
penses, nor  shall  a  nonrecurring  expense  include  that  which  would  nor- 
mally be  considered  an  annual,  operating  budget  expense.  In  this  regard, 
police,  fir«  and  highway  equipment  which  is  replaced  annually  shall  not 
be  considered  a  Capital  Expenditure.  Equipment  replacements  made  less 
frequently  or  for  the  first  time  shall  be  considered  capital  expenditure. 

3.  Department  and  Committee  Heads  shaU  be  required  to  submit 
complete  inventories  and  requests  to  the  CIP  annually,  to  be  received  by 
Sept.  30  by  the  CIP.  The  Norton  Planning  Board  shall  in  addition  annual- 
ly revise  the  Capital  Needs  List  based  on  revisions  to  the  Norton  Master 
Plan. 

4.  The  CIP  shall  review  plan  aU  Department  and  Committee  inven- 
tories and  requests,  and  shall  prepare  a  six  (6)  year  Capital  Improve- 
ments Program,  to  include  a  reasonable  scheduling  of  capital  expenditures 
for  the  period. 

5.  The  CIP  shall  annually  revise  the  6  year  Capital  Improvements 
Program,  and  shall  also  prepare  a  Capital  Improvements  Budget  recom- 
mendation for  coming  year. 

6.  The  Capital  Improvements  Program  and  Capital  Improvements 
schedule  shall  be  developed  according  to  the  guidelines  and  time  schedule 
given  in  the  "Report  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Program." 

7.  Final  recommendations  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Program, 
including  the  Capital  Improvements  Program  and  Capital  Improvements 
Budget  shall  be  published  and  presented  to  the  Finance  Committee  by 
February  2  of  each  year. 

8.  In  the  event  that  a  Department  or  Committee  Head  refuses  to  co- 
operate with  this  program,  a  letter  shall  be  sent  in  writing  from  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  requesting  immediate  compliance.  Copies  of  the  letter  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Department  or  Committee  of  non-compliance,  the  Board  of 
{Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee.

b)  Compensation:  All  members  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion. 

Section  4.   Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Commission: 

a)  Rules  and  Regulations:  The  Commission  may  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  Communication  Cen- 
ter. 

b)  Expenditures:  The  Commission  may,  subject  to  appropria- 
tion, employ  personnel  and  incur  other  expenses  appropriate  to  the 

carrying  on  of  its  work. 

c)  Personnel:  The  Commission  shall  hire  and  train  personnel 
for  the  Communication  Center.  It  shall  establish  a  criteria  for  the 
operational  procedure  of  the  Communications  Center.  It  shall  dismiss 
employees  for  just  cause  when  necessary. 

Section  5.  Severability:  In  the  event  that  any  section,  para- 
graph or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or 
unconstitutional,  every  other  section,  paragraph  or  part  shall  con- 
tinue in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  6.  Effective  Date:  Following  To\mi  Meeting  approval, 
this  by-law  takes  effect  immediately  when  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  Commonwealth.

The  Norton  Planning  Board  shall  in  addition  annually  revise  the 
Capital  Needs  List  based  on  revisions  to  the  Norton  Master  Plan. 

4.  The  Capital  Improvements  Program  shall  review  all  Depart- 
ment and  Committee  inventories  and  requests,  and  shall  prepare  a 
six  (6)  year  Capital  Improvements  Program,  to  include  a  reasonable 
scheduling  of  capital  expenditures  for  the  period. 
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5.  The  Capital  Improvements  Program  shall  amiually  revise  the 
6  year  Capital  Improvements  Program,  and  shall  also  prepare  a 
Capital  Improvements  Budget  recommendation  for  the  coming  year. 

6.  Final  recommendations  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Pro- 
gram, including  the  Capital  Improvements  Program  and  Capital  Im- 
provements Budget  shall  be  published  and  presented  to  the  Finance 
Committee  by  February  2  of  each  year. 

7.  In  the  event  that  a  Department  or  Committee  Head  refuses  to 
co-operate  mth  this  program,  a  letter  shall  be  sent  in  writing  from 
the  Planning  Board,  requesting  immediate  compliance.

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment,  (voice  vote)  with  the  Mod- 
erator being  unable  to  determine  the  results.  The  Moderator  called  for 
a  standing  vote,  with  the  Moderator  stating  —  the  amendment  was 
Voted,  by  majority  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  John  N.  Schneider,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Norton  Planning  Board  and  seconded  as  follows: 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  wishes  to  propose  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  proposed  Zoning  Map: 

The  area  on  the  south  side  of  West  Main  Street  from  a  line  drawn 
across  West  Main  Street  at  Shirley  Street  to  a  line  dravm  across  West 
Main  Street  at  Cottage  Street  back  to  the  Wading  River,  to  be  a 
Commercial  Zone  where  it  is  proposed  Residential  Agricultural  I. 

This  would  create  continuous  Commercial  Zoning  on  the  south  side 
of  West  Main  Street  from  the  Wading  River  to  Olympia  Street. 

Amendment  Voted,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  John  N.  Schneider,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Norton  Planning  Board  and  seconded  as  follows: 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  wishes  to  propose  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  proposed  Zoning  Map: 

The  area  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  Taunton  Avenue  at  the  comer 
of  Barrows  Street  extending  for  750  feet  on  Taunton  Avenue  and  1500 
feet  on  Barrows  Street,  750  feet  deep  on  Barrows  Street  be  zoned 
Residential  II,  where  it  was  proposed  part  Residential  I  and  part

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  amend  the  area  bordered  by 
South  Washington  Street,  Hill  Street,  the  railroad  bed  and  Briggs  Street 
from  RA-I  to  R-I. 

This  amendment  was  \\dthdrawn  by  Paul  Johnson,  which  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  Moderator. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  amend  the  area  of  land  on  the 
west  side  of  North  Washington  Street,  between  Cobb  Street  and  Cross 
Street  to  a  depth  of  that  to  the  Rumford  River  to  be  RA-II  where  it  is 
proposed  R-I. 

Motion  voted,  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the  meeting  until  Tues- 
day, June  27,  1978  at  8:00  P.M.  at  this  location. 

Motion  lost,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  to  propose  an  amendment  to  read:  "The  area 
east  of  Clapp  St.  from  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  land  owned  by  Ed- 
ward D.  Bartley  to  the  tributary  of  the  Rumford  River,  the  Rumford 
River,  and  Clapp  Street  extended  from  the  right  angle  corner  on  Clapp 
St.  to  the  Rumford  River  to  bo  R-11  where  it  is  proposed  Commercial. 
This  motion  was  declared  Lost,  by  majority  voice  vote,  by  the  Moderator.

Motion  was  made  by  Paul  C.  Helmreich,  Vice  Chair- 
man of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize 
and  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court,  in  1976 
and  1979,  if  necessary,  to  enact  legislation  to  enable  the  Town  to  purchase 
two  parcels  of  land  situated  in  the  Town  and  within  the  confines  of  the 
Paul  A.  Dever  State  School  and  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Plan  Showing 
Land  to  be  Conveyed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Scale 
1"  =  200',  May,  1978,  by  John  F.  Vance,  Jr.,  Land  Surveyor",  it  being 
understood  that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  require  the  Town  to  acquire 
said  property  until  a  future  town  meeting  approves  an  article  appro- 
priating necessary  funds. 

Parcel  1  —  A  certain  parcel  of  land  situated  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Hill  Street  and  the  southerly  side  of  South  Washington  Street  in  Norton, 
Massachusetts,  containing  approximately  235  acres,  bounded  and  des- 
cribed as  follows:

thence  by  said  town  &  city  line  S37°-21'W,  4300'  (+  _)  to  land  of  the 
Town  of  Mansfield;  thence  by  said  Town  of  Mansfield  land  northwesterly

land  of  the  Town  of  Mansfield;  thence  northeasterly  by  said  Town  of 
Mansfield  land  958.72'  to  an  iron  pin  for  a  comer;  thence  contmuing  by 
Town  of  Mansfield  land  southeasterly  520.91*  to  the  Norton-Taunton  town 
and  city  line;  thence  S37°-21'W,  990'  +  — )  by  said  town  and  city  line 
to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  consideration  of  said  deed  shall  be  the  full  and  fair  market 
value  of  the  land  which  shall  be  determined  by  an  independent  appraiser 
to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  administration.  Said  consider- 
ation shall  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  installments. 

The  Town  of  Norton  shall  convey  not  more  than  five  acres  of  the 
land  hereinbefore  described  to  the  commonwealth  for  the  full  and  fair 
cash  value  thereof.  Said  land  shall  be  contiguous  to  Hill  Street  in  said 
town  and  shall  upon  its  conveyance  be  under  the  control  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Health. 

Consideration  for  the  conveyance  of  the  parcels  hereinbefore  des- 
cribed shaU  include  the  conveyance  by  the  Town  of  not  more  than  five 
acres  of  surplus  land  of  the  Town  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the  full  cash 
value  thereof  for  use  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Health.  The  location 
of  said  property  shall  be  determined  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  Town 
and  Commonwealth. 

The  deed  conveying  said  land  shall  provide  that  if  the  land  is  not 
used  for  industrial  development  purposes  within  five  years,  the  land 
shall  revert  to  and  revest  in  the  Commonwealth  and  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health.  The  Commonwealth  shall 
repay  to  the  town  any  consideration  paid  by  said  town. 

A  voice  vote  was  taken. 

Motion  declared  voted,  by  the  Moderator. 

Prior  to  the  final  vote  on  ARTICLE  12,  there  was  considerable  dis- 
cussion taking  place.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  move  the 
question.  Selectman  Raymond  Patenaude  addressed  the  Moderator  for 
a  point  of  order  —  quorum  count,  which  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the 
Moderator.

of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee,  that  the  Town  authorize  the  transfer 
of  $739.00  from  the  1978  Massachusetts  Unemployment  Insurance  Account 
to  the  1978  Selectmen  Office  Expense  Account  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
towing  expenses  incurred  during  the  February  bUzzard  of  1978. 

Motion  voted,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  This  was 
voted  at  12:05  A.M.
